The town's operating budge, as 
itemized in the report's budget summary 
sheet, does not include all expected wage 
increases. 

That amount of money expected 
necessary for principals, administrators, 
secretaries and custodians is contained 
within the education budget. The budget 
also partially provides for expected wage 
settlements for teachers, firefighters 
(for two years), police, public works 
employees, clerical and other groups of 
employees. 

A capsulized view of the budget in¬ 
dicates that substantial reductions have 
been recommended by the Finance 
Committee in most areas. 

The Committee recommended 
$778,386 be appropriated for general 
government support, compared with 
$775,818 proposed by the Manager and a 
department request of $769,401. 

The education budget, which had been 
originally requested by that department 
and approved by the Manager at $978,371, 
has been pared by the Committee to 
$9,408,490. 

The culture-recreation area received 
a large cut-back by the Committee. The

Health and services is recommended

Turkish Music Mingles Into The 
Mellow Sounds Of The Kanun 

By TONY DORIS 

A thousand years of Turkish muSic 
mingle in the strings of Esber Koprucu’s 
kanun. 

The soft-spoken, fatherly, Allen road 
resident is perhaps that instrument’s 
part-time Casals. 

Seventy-five strands of common 
fishing line are strung tautly across the 
kanun’s body of mellowed walnut and 
pine inlaid with mother-of-pearl and 
gemstones. Koprucu tickles the strings 
and flips tiny levers to produce tonal 
(mandals) pictures of China, India, 

Persia and Arabia. 

"Any art or science is international," 
says the full-time electronic engineer, 
describing regional variations in music 
as light waves on a spectrum: “You see 
the music patterns and nuances go from 
very dark to very light,” he explains. As 
one travels musically from East to West, 
he says, "It looks like very dark green or 
red, and then becomes almost white." 

And while music leaps across time 
and distance, it can bridge political gaps 
as well, says Koprucu. "To be a good 
musician," he says with gentle, Turkish 
inflections, "you have to study...and 
learn so many rules,...keys, rhythms.” 

That discipline would make a diplomat of 
anyone, he says, evoking images of Kurt 
Waldheim orchestrating peace talks with 
a wave of a baton. 

“I’m against dictatorships," he 
clarifies, “...but even in an orchestra 
everybody has his own part but is 
friendly with the next guy and har¬ 
monizes," he says. 

"Every musician can be a good 
politician," he continues proudly, “but 
every politician couldn't be a good 
musician." | _

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Consolidation Update 


With the permanent closing of three 
elementary schools less than two months 
away, the School Committee Monday 
heard both a progress report on the 
conoslidation schedule and a request by 
one of the principals of the schools in 
question to be relieved of his teaching 
responsibilities as of June 2. 

Assistant Superintendent Jack Fallon 
told the Committee ‘‘we are having a 
certain amount of struggle to do things in 
an orderly way." The $2600 budgeted to 
make necessary changes for converting 
the high school into a four-year program 
is affecting the data processing, in¬ 
dustrial arts, arts and home economics 
areas. This, plus removal of the media 
center to Lynch, will all be done before 
June, Fallon said. 

At Lynch serious reconstruction 
plans, including reconstruction and 
recarpeting, will begin in about three 
weeks, he said. Next year Lynch Jr. High 
School will be used as an elementary 
school. McCall, which will continue as a 
junior high school, needs only cosmetic 
work. 

Equipment will be moved from 
McCall to the high school July 1. while 
equipment which will be necessary next 
year at Lynch will be located there in 
mid-July. Although the school depart¬ 
ment hasn’t yet "the vaguest idea of how 
to do it," surplus materials will be 
disposed of by Aug. 13. 

Although he said he can’t yet 
guarantee a delayed September opening 
of Lynch as an elementary school will not 
be necessary, Supt. of Schools William 
MacDonald recommended this week that 
Parkhurst Principal Andrew Allen be 
relieved of his parttime teaching duties 
from June 2 on. 

This would allow Allen, who has been 
tentatively assigned to the Lynch School 
as principal for next vear. time to meet 


with both parents and staff affectd af¬ 
fected in this consolidation change. 

A substitue teacher at a daily salary 
rate of $25, would be employed to cover 
for Allen: 

On a query from Committee member 
Sandra Kodgers as to what he would do if 
relieved of his teaching obligations June 
2, Allen replied that he was disappointed 
the question was even asked. 

As a principal, he wants to be a part of 
every dscision made about equipment 
transfers, and be available to me^t with 
concerned staff and parents from both 
schools, he said. Allen also stated that 
while he respects his teaching duties 
perhaps more than any other assignment 
this time off would allow for his par¬ 
ticipation in consolidation related ac¬ 
tivities. Allen says he wants “to believe 
we can open like anyone else” in Sep¬ 
tember. 

The Committee will vote on this 
request in two weeks.

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Selectmen Examine Town’s 
Ambulance Policy From Letter 


From several booths students will 
display metal, wood, printed and other 
goods for sale to benefit the scholarship 
fund. These items will go on sale or 
auction toward the later part of the 
evening so that all may have equal op¬ 
portunity to bid and for purchase. 

Ample parking on school grounds will 
accommodate over 500 cars, and staff 
will be available to facilitate parking. 
Northeast is located on Hemlock Road, 
Wakefield, at the entrance to the MDC’s 
Breakheart Reservation. 


An emotional letter from a resident 
suggesting fatal flaws in the town’s 
ambulance policy has spurred (he Board 
of Selectmen to reexamine the possibility 
of contracting out the service. 

Wrote Anne T. Fuller of 22 Westland 
ave. in a March 19 letter to selectmen: 
“On April 4, 1976 1 called the Town of 
Winchester and urgently requested an 
ambulance. My husband had been 
stricken with an apparent heart attack. 
Three calls and 30 minutes Inter the 
ambulance arrived.” 

"Unfortunately," she continued, “the 
resuscitation equipment failed. The 
oxygen tank was empty. My husband 
died." 

Fuller wrote that a similar incident 
had occurred on March 13. She said she 
called an ambulance when her mother 
became critically ill with a heart con¬ 
dition, but that a fire prevention car 
responded because the ambulance had 
apparently broken down. 

When she insisted on an ambulance, 
she wrote, firefighters called Woburn 
ambulance, which subsequently refused 
to transport her mother to Massachusetts 
General Hospital. The Winchester Police 
also would not take her mother there. 

“In desperation 1 asked the Woburn 
firefighters to place my mother in my 
car,” she wrote. "With my 16-year-old 
son and mother I drove to Boston. On 
Route 93 my mother turned blue. The 
State Police arrived and provided 
assistance escorting us to the 
Emergency Ward at Massachusetts 
General,” she continued. 

Firefighter John Nash, an emergency 
medical technician, said the policy of not 
taking patients to Mass. General was 
valid because it would be unwise to 
deprive 22,000 residents of an ambulance 
by driving to Boston when adequate 
hospital facilities existed in Winchester. 

Selectmen Monday night spoke with 
fire chief Robert McElhinney, who 
confirmed, "We try to discourage an out 
of town transport.” But, added 
McElhinney, “in cases of dire 
emergencies, we will report out of town.” 
He said that when the Winchester am¬ 
bulance goes out of town, the Woburn 
'ambulance covers. 

He said Winchester would go out of 
town in cases where Winchester Hospital 
was not equipped to treat certain in¬ 
juries. 

Selectmen vowed to consider 
restructuring the ambulance service, 
possibly by contracting out the service. 
Among the intricacies discussed were 
fees and response times of private am¬ 
bulances. 

McElhinney told selectmen that 
Winchester charges a $15 flat rate for 
ambulance carries, $20 for out-of-town 
runs. Some private companies, he said. 


charge$75 per carry, $3 per mile and $ln 
for oxygen. Chairman Wade Welch thus 
estimated the town’s annual loss at 
upwards of $30,000, assuming about .loo 
runs. 

But of the 500 runs, said McElhinney, 
those for injuries on town property are 
made free. 

Welch added, however, that the cost of 
eliminating the town ambulance and 
contracting the service out should be 
studied before discussion of raising 
rates. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins noted 
that some rate hike was inevitable 

Welch said the discussion on am 
bulance service would be a top priority 
when McElhinney reported back in 
coming weeks on cost estimates

If approved, this article would 
authorize the Selectmen to lease the 
Washington School site property to 
Winchester Hospital for a term not to 
exceed 1" y-nr-r 


Under this article the Selectmen 
would be authorized to sell all or a por¬ 
tion of the Parkhurat School site for 
single family residential use. 

The Noonan, Parkhurst and 
Washington schools are slated to be 
closed in June under the consolidation 
plan. 


Although this article would authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to sell by public 
auction or private sale all or a portion of 
the land at 14 Reservoir st., Groux says 
the Selectmen recently decided they are 
not in a position to sell the land at this 
time. 

Originally a single family residence 
owned by the town and occupied by the 
Water Superintendent for several years, 
the building has of late been rented to a 
private party Groux says that during the 
past few months the question has been 
raised as to whether or not to continue 
town ownership. 


Similarly, this article would authorize 
the Selectmen to sell all or part of the 
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parcel at 22 Highland ave. for use as a 
single family residence. This parcel, 
which contains approximately 17,500 
square feet, was acquired by the town 
some years ago when it was apparent 
school expansion may be necessary. 
Groux says it was not sold previously 
because it had been tied up in litigation 
for two years. The Selectmen, however, 
decided this week not to support this 
article, Groux says. 


Approval of this article would allow 
the Selectmen to sell a portion of land 
behind the Lynch School to Pond street 
homeowners who abut the area. 


Article 15 requests the Board of 
Selectmen to “sell by public auction or 
private sale all or a portion of land 
containing approximately 2587 square 
feet located to the rear of the former 
Wyman School property...” The article 
would also request a zoning change to 
single to a residential district. 


This motion would allow the Select¬ 
men to sell a portion of land on Main 
street to Immaculate Conception Church. 
It also requests a change in zoning from a 
General Business District to a Con¬ 
servancy-Institutional District. Groux 
says the town now owns the land through 
tax-foreclosure action. 

Article 17 

The article would establish a 
revolving account from funds received 
from conduct of self-supporting 
recreation and park services, the money

to be spent only with the Town Manager’s 
approval. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux says 
the idea is to encourage the use of 
programs supported by user fees. The 
revolving fund would aid the process, by 
making it unneccessary for Town 
Meeting to appropriate funds and affect 
the tax rate’ 

There are two philosophies behind the 
article, says Groux. Firs he says, the 
selectmen endorse self-supporting 
programs but prefer not having 
revolving funds in order to keep Town 
Meeting Members aware of the kind of 
programs being conducted. 

A concern, Groux says, is that with 
tax caps and limitations on how much 
can be appropriated, the town may not be 
able to budget apoproval of some 
programs even though they would in the 
course of the year pay for themselves. 


Current state law requres the in¬ 
stallation of automatic smoke or heat 
detectors in new multiple-family 
dwellings. Article 18 would permit the 
town to require the detectors in already 
built and occupied multiple-family 
dwellings. 


Article 19 requests increased water 
rates in the town. 

The Town Manager says the article is 
somewhat related to the tax cap. He says 
a consultant has found that Winchester 
has considerably lower rates than those 
of neighboring towns. 

Capital improvements are needed, he 
says, and with the tax cap the town can’t 
appropriate enough money for them 
without exceeding the 4 percent limit. 


This article would authorize the town 
to amend the basic contract by which the 
town buys water from the Metropolitan 
District Commission! MDC). 

The Manager says the town wants a 
more flexible contract, permitting the 
town to take water from the MDC at any 
time of the year, depending on the town’s 
need and the ability of the MDC to meet 
it. 


By contrast, the present agreement, 
which dates to 1957, he says, limits the 
amount that can be taken on a daily basis 
in the summer. That contract was made 
because the town was drawing from Spot 
Pond, he says, adding that the town may 
not need to do so in the future. 

He says the amount the town takes on 
an annual basis may not change, but that 
the town would prefer to be able to draw 
more on some months and less on others, 
as needs dictate. He says the town hasn't 
entered into formal discussions with the 
MDC on the matter yet. 


This article would authorize the 
Conservation Commission to buy a 17.6- 
acre parcel in the Pepperhill area. 

Proponents of the bill say it is 
significant because the parcel is a 
gateway to 150 acres of Lexi ton con- 
servang land, tion 

They also feel that to permit con¬ 
struction on the hilly terrain would 
create drainage problems in the neigh¬ 
borhood below. They add that the vote on 
the bill will be indicative of what 
direction the town will take in terms of 
land usage, whether the town will 
preserve its natural areas. 

They say building on the land would 
not broaden the tax base, but that 
associated expenses would result in the 
town either breaking even or losing 
money. 

Commercial development of the 
parcel would also put pressure for 
development on nearby parcels, 
proponents say. 

Opponents of the measure, however, 
feel the land’s value would benefit town 
coffers. 


The article would have the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works clear out and thus 
widen the Horn Pond Brook drainage 
channel. 

Upland road resident Michael Con¬ 
nolly, who proposed the measure, says 
the brook is actually just a drainage 
ditch, clogged with rubbish and debris. 
He feels the project should be performed 
with Winchester people, as the DPW has 
actually been doing bits and pieces of the 


job during free time in the past few 
months. 

He says all that’s needed is to run a 
bulldozer along the brook and rake up the 
debris. 

Articles 23 and 24 

These related articles ask the town to 
reinstitute garbage collection. 

Harrison Chadwick, who filed the first 
article, says he’d like to see collection 
performed on a weekly basis, “as we’ve 
always had it.” He says cessation of 
collection would mean hardship for 
senior citizens and inconvenience for 
many others. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux says 
his office is trying to gather reliable 
figures on how much trying to contract 
the service out would cost the town. He 
says he'd like to present Town Meeting 
Members with cost estimates before they 
vote. iSL 

Article 25 

This article calls for the town to ap¬ 
propriate $1,626 as its share toward 
supporting the home care activities of 
Minuteman Home Care Corp. 

The Manager says the town has 
written agreements with similar social 
service agencies, but that Minuteman 
has felt Winchester’s offers have been too 
complex. He says he supports the article 
but that Minuteman would have to 
consent to an agreement under which the 
funds could be given. 


Under this article, the town would 
provide funds for emergency medical 
technicians currently employed in the 
Fire Department to train to be 
paramedics. 

Sponsor John Nash says the present 
contract says the town would contribute 
to job-related college study, but that the 
town won’t provide funds for the 1,500 
hours of training required for paramedic 
certification. 

He says the success rate of 
paramedics in resuscitating cardiac 
arrest victims is 22 percent, compared to 
6 percent for ambulance EMTs. The 
EMT is responsible for maintaining the 
patient while he is transported to more 
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advanced life support equipment and 
techniques, whereas the paramedic has 
that more advanced capability. 

He says that because of present 
contracts, the article would not con¬ 
tribute to higher salaries for at least two 
years. 


Last year at Town Meeting the town 
agreed to provide the cost of maintance 
and supervision of a proposed pool at the 
McCall School if private funds were 
raised and the pool given to the town. 

The Swimming Pool Planning 
Committee recommended that general 
supervision be under the Recreation 
Department, primarily to relieve the 
School Department of the respon¬ 
sibilities, and because the pool was in¬ 
tended for community use and not ex¬ 
clusively for the schools. 

The State Building Assistance 
Bureau, however, required that in order 
to get financial assistance from the state, 
it would be necessary to give the 
responsibility to the School Department. 
This article, say proponents, would do 
just that, without affecting the use of the 
pool as a community facility. 


This is a request that the town ap¬ 
propriate $3,000 to the Historic Com¬ 
mission for expenses. 


Article 29 asks that the town hear 
reports of various town committees, 
authorize appointments to fill committee 
vacancies, and authorize the creation of 
new committees or dissolution of old 
ones. The Town Manager says he does 
not know yet which committees would 
report under this traditional article.

The Town Manager says he expects 
the current year operating budget, to 
have needs in its energy accounts. He 
says lie also expects a need to sup¬ 
plement the workmen's compensation 
account and the indemnfication account.

If 
a police officer or firefighter were in¬ 
jured. however, he or she would continue 
to receive pay Iro-m the regular salary 
account, but Ins or her medical expenses 
would be paid under indemnification. 

The Town Manager says he expects to 
have surplus lunds in the snow and ice 
accounts. 


The Board of Selectmen was con- 
Ironted Monday night by a group from 
the Washington School neighborhood 
disappointed at not having been given 
enough weight in school re¬ 
use discussions. 

An unidentilied spokeswoman for the 
approximately 10 residents, who ap¬ 
parently were members of the newly- 
lormed Washington Neighborhood 
Committee, told Selectmen the group had 
been surprised to see Warrant Article 10 
supporting a 10-year lease being granted 
to Winchester Hospital, Inc. 

She said most residents would prefer - 
to see the land leased lor a maximum of 
five years. "We were not consulted 
lieforehand," she said. 

She added that with the building to 
house the hospital’s public relations, 
social service, maintenance, accounting, 
data services and other offices, the lot's 
11 parking spaces, even with the 
possibility of expanding to 41, would he 
inadequate for the approximately 100 
people who would he at the facility each 
day. 

She said the hospital's use of the land 
could drive adjacent property values 
down without adding to the tax base. She 
added that she was uncertain if the 
hospital's $150,000 of planned renovations 
would fit the residential character of the 
neighborhood. 

She said about HI percent of the site’s 
13 abutters would prefer having a 
residential lease signed for the property 
instead of a hospital lease. They 
unanimously felt the lease should respect 


neighborhood .property values, she said. 

II the lease with the hospital was 
signed, she said, the group would suggest 
ofl-site parking he found for the facility 
to eliminate congestion in the neigh 
borhood, and that parking on adjacent 
streets lie made residential. 

She suggested the possibility of the 
hospital I hiding parking space elsewhere 
and using shuttle buses to convey persons 
to the facility. 

"Our light here is not against the 
hospital," she said, "our fight is to keep 
the neighborhood residential." 

Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
Wade Welch said no final decision on the 
length of the lease term would he made 
without a public session on the issue. 
"There's no lease at this point, and when 
there is you'll have a chance to see it," he 
told the group.

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The House "Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local legislators’ 
votes on six key roll calls from 
late House action on the fiscal 
1981 budget. 

Campaign Funds (H 6200) — 
House approved 70-69, an 
amendment prohibiting can¬ 
didates from converting leftover 
campaign funds for personal use 
and requiring the money to go to 
the local aid fund for cities and 
towns. 

Supporters argued under 
current law leftover campaign 
funds can be pocketed by the 
candidate for private use, which 
leaves the door open for abuse. 
Opponents said a bill similar to 
this amendment has been sent to 
a study committee and should be 
studied further before action. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
voted for the amendment. 

Local Aid (H 6200) — House 
rejected 116-37, an amendment 
requiring that 80 percent of any 
surplus revenue derived from 
state taxes, above the $2.53 
billion anticipated in the budget, 
be distributed to the cities and 
towns to provide property tax 
relief. The other 20 percent 
would go to the state. 

Supporters argued this would 
insure any extra revenue would 
go to cities and towns for 
property tax relief to help the 
taxpayer. Opponents said the 
amendment removes flexibility 
from the budget and would 
prohibit the Legislature from 
making adjustments later in the 
year by transferring to an ac¬ 
count which may run at a 
deficiency. 

Saltmarsh voted for the 
amendment. 

Recess (H 6200) - At 3:27 
a.m., the House rejected 92-51, a 
motion to recess until 1 p.m. the 
following day. 

Supporters, noting it was past 
3 a.m., argued these late 
sessions result in government by 
exhaustion which does not 
benefit the taxpayer. Opponents 
argued the budget was im¬ 
portant and said while these late 
night sessions were not 
necessarily the best system, the 
budget is key and must be 
complemented. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
recess. 

Local Aid (H 6200) — House 
rejected 102-40, an amendment 
requiring that all funds unex¬ 
pended in fiscal 1980 be tran¬ 
sferred to the local aid fund to be 
used by citieis and towns to 
provide property tax relief. 

Supporters argued any left¬ 
over money should be used to 
help the taxpayer. They claimed 
in the fiscal 1979 budget, $105 
million was leftover and never 
went to help the taxpayer. 
Opponents argued the amend¬ 
ment was not flexible and would 
not allow for any changes or 
unforseen circumstances. 

Saltmarsh voted for the 
amendment. 

PAC’s (H 6200) - House 

rejected 105-32, an amendment 
requiring that at the end of fiscal 
1981, all unencumbered "prior 


appropriation continued" (PAC) 
funds, up to $150 million, go to 
the local aid fund to be 
distributed to cities and towns. 

Supporters explained there is 
some $150 million in PAC funds, 
which are not earmarked for 
projects, and are carried over in 
different accounts every year in 
the budget. Urging the money be 
used for tax relief, they said it is 
not used for any purpose now, 
and claim it’s "hidden" because 
it is not reflected in the total of 
the budget. 

Opponents refuted charges 
the money is hidden, and said it 
is needed for management 
flexibility, deficiences and un¬ 
forseen circumstances. 

Saltmarsh voted in favor of 
the amendment. 

$5.9 Billion Budget (H 6200) - 
House gave final approval, 101- 
37, to the $5.9 billion fiscal 1981 
budget. 

Supporters argued the 
package was basically a 
responsible one which takes into 
consideration the services the 
state must provide as well as the 
state of the economy and the 
effect on the taxpayer. 

Some opponents attacked 
many individual sections of the 
package and noted that some $15 
million in amendments were 
tacked on in the final hours. 
Others said the budget was 
irresponsible and provides little 
or no real relief for the taxpayer. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
budget. 

The Senate "Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local Senators 
votes on two key roll calls from 
last week's session. 

Divorce (S 1961) — Senate 
tabled 21-14, a bill reducing from 
six months to one month the time 
period it takes for making a 
divorce decree final. 

Supporters said the present 
six-month waiting period is too 
long when the final decree and 
settlement have already been 
made and there is little chance of 
reconciliation left. 

Opponents, claiming some 
couples might reconcile in the 
six-month period, argued the bill 
is another assault on the family 
and marriage. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondi voted 
for the reduction. 

Police Logs (H 6090) — 

Senate approved 28-4, a bill 
requiring each police depart¬ 
ment to keep an easily un¬ 
derstood daily log. The log must 
chronologically record all 
responses to valid complaints 
received, crimes reported, 
name, address and charges 
against persons arrested. 

Under the measure, all en¬ 
tries, unless otherwise 
prohibited by law, would be 
public record. Supporters ex¬ 
plained the bill would close a 
loophole in an old law, by 
requiring a log actually be kept 
and detailing the other 
requirement. 

Some opponents said the bill 
was vague because it referred to 
only ’’valid” complaints and 
then does not define "valid." 
Others said existing laws are 
adequate and this one is not 
necessary.

Inflation Squeeze

The man or woman caught in the middle in this inflationary 
period is likelv to be the owner of a small business. Squeezed bet¬ 
ween the consumer's decreased buying power and escalating costs 
of running a business, the entrepreneur also faces an almost im¬ 
penetrable web of Regulations and tax policies enacted over the past 
several years by the federal government. 

Since last summer, a Small Business Task Force has been 
regularly advising me on the problems business men and women 
confront daily in dealing with these governmental mandates. The 21- 
member panel, the first of its kind in New England, has proven so 
successful that several other Congressmen and Senators have 
established similar advisory groups. 

In addition to helping me understand the impact on small 
business of existing laws and regulations, the Task Force provides a 
forum where pending legislation can be discussed. Legislative 
initiatives I am considering can also be introduced at our quarterly 
meetings. From members' reactions, I know immediately what 
effect these proposals might have on the business community. 

Task Force members include presidents of large electronics 
firms as well as car dealers, bankers, contractors and the head of a 
riding academy. An unexpected benefit of our early meetings has 
been the opportunity for members to enjoy a cross-current of 
discussion on pressing business issues among themselves. 

These men and women, reflecting the diversity of business in¬ 
terests in our area, offer me a variety of opinions on any given issue. 
A tax break benefitting a large manufacturer might, for example, 
have a negative long-range effect on small labor-intensive firms. 

The Task Force, however, has reached a consensus on several 
legislative priorities. Members have made it clear to me they feel 
strongly that present tax laws are unfair to small firms# that 
government regulations require far too much paperwork, and that 
small firms should get a fair share of government research and 
development contracts. 

With their advice, I have co-sponsored the Small Business 
Innovation Act which provides tax incentives to spur investment in 
small business and sets requirements for federal targeting of 
research and development to small firms. 

Because Task Force members had emphasized to me that the 
high cost of individual premiums for product liability insurance had 
put needed protection out of the reach of many small businesses, I 
co-sponsored the Risk Retention Act, a bill aimed at helping small 
business withstand potentially devastating liability suits. That bill 
passed the House in March. 

I have also co-sponsored the Regulatory Flexibility Act which 
seeks to relieve small business, small governmental jurisdictions 
and individuals of limited resources of some of their regulatory and 
paperwork burden. There are now encouraging signs that this and 
other regulatory reform legislation will be signed into law this year. 

At future meetings, I expect to seek the members’ counsel on 
several bills that would modify the depreciation tax code and grant 
tax reductions to small businesses. It is evident to all of us that tax 
reform must include new incentives for savings, investment and 
industrial research and development if it is to serve as the spur to 
the greater productivity the economy so badly needs. 

Some 80 percent of new businesses fail within five years of 
opening their doors. The federal government should not be part of 
their problems. Rather, it should be part of the solution. 

For the over 7,000 small businesses in the 7th Congressional 
District, the Small Business Task Force offers a direct line to their 
Congressman at a time when every business decision is immediately 
affect by government policy. By listening to what these men and 
women have to say, I can speak with a stronger voice on Capitol Hill.

That the majority of the Board of 
Selectmen found it in their hearts to 
condone such behavior is also very 
discouraging to me. I’m terribly 
disheartened. I honestly believe that this 
particular appointment is indeed setting 
a precedent of which I certainly am not 
proud. The erosion in town government 
in Winchester has begun.

Big Government Day

derstand its cause. This is true whether 
repairing a car, treating the sick, or curing in¬ 
flation. Statements by too many politicians and

I that there is distressing lack of understanding of 
the cause of inflation. 

: First, rising wages and prices were said to be 

the “cause” of rampaging inflation. Then came 
“wage and price guidelines.” Inflation con- 
tinued, but the blame shifted! Now it is OPEC oil 
that causes inflation. Wrong on both counts. 

Government policy causes inflation. Nothing 

II else. OPEC oil prices — even higher food prices 

1 Induced by bad weather — cause the cost-of- 

living to increase, and these increases are 
worsened by the decreasing value of the dollar, 
but increases in the cost of living are not in¬ 
flation. 

Deficit spending by government causes in¬ 
flation. Some argue that deficit spending alone is 
not to blame. They say that if government 
finances those deficits by borrowing, the 
currency is not affected. Perhaps not in the short 
term, but when government consumes much of 
the available capital to cover its deficits, there 
are insufficient funds left for Industry to expand, 
and the economy slows down. Eventually, 
government must monetize its deficits by in¬ 
creasing the money supply (creating new money 
out of thin air). When that happens, each dollar 
is worth less.

M'&fceases,' hot farm prices, not OPEC oil. 


Think about it. If oil prices caused inflation, 
Japan and West Germany would have double¬ 
digit inflation, too. West Germany imports about 
97 percent of its oil. Its Inflation rate is 6.6 per¬ 
cent. Japan imports 99 percent of its oil. Its in¬ 
flation rate is 6.9 percent. 

But the United States imports about 46 per¬ 
cent of its oil and has controlled the price of 
domestically produced oil since 1971. The U.S. 
Inflation rate is in excess of 13 percent. 
(Important figures from Department of Energy, 
Summer 1979; inflation rates from Joint 
Economic Commltttee of the Congress for 12- 
month period ending August 1979.) 

There is little hope the problems can be 
solved until those leaders who now refuse to 
acknowledge the true cause of inflation do so. 

There will be more calls for wage and price 
controls. The action of the Federal Reserve 
Board to slow the growth of the money supply 
will also slow the economy and bring cries for 
more government (deficit) spending to create 
more jobs in the public sector. And nothing will 
have been accomplished. 

Many economists now predict that the U.S. 
will experience a modest recession during 1980, 
followed by a brief recovery period during which 
rates of inflation will reach 18 to 20 percent, then 
a very deep recession. 

This need not be so if those in positions of 
leadership put political considerations aside, put 
a limit on government spending, and bring the 
federal budget into balance now.

Problem Solving

WASHINGTON - With big government 
weighing heavily on the average American, 
certain forces in our politics are working hard to 
make it even bigger. 

Considering the recent track record of the 
government — onerous taxes, costly regulation, 
runaway inflation, painful shortages — you’d 
think we might have learned our lesson. And 
some of us have — including many who used to 
favor increased federal regulation. But there are 
others who haven’t, who think the cure for 
America’s present ills is to move from partial 
government control to almost total government 
takeover of the economy. 

Such is the rationale, for example, behind the 
much ballyhooed "big business day” to be 
staged at various locations around the country, 
April 17. Sponsored by a coalition of collectivists, 
former new left activists, trade unionists and 
extreme liberals, Big Business Day is a tran¬ 
sparent effort to push for further regimentation 
of American life. “Big government day” would 
be more like it. 

The list of sponsors and advisers for Big 
Business Day reads like a who’s who of those 
who favor bigger government, added regulation, 
and outright collectivism for the United States: 
Ralph Nader, John Kenneth Galbraith, Michael 
Harrington, Barry Commoner, Irving Howe, 
Arthur Schlesinger Jr., etc. Also Included are 
such new left types as Richard Barnet, Jeremy 
Rifkin and Julian Bond, and left-wing union 
leaders such as William Wlnpisinger and Jerry 
Wurf. 

The only people missing from that lineup, it 
would seem, are Jane Fonda and Tom Hayden. 
Some idea of where these folks are coming from 
may be gleaned from the statement of union boss 
Wlnpisinger, who says: “I am convinced the only 
way organized labor can repeal the armies of 
right-wing radicalism is by fighting for a total 
redistribution of this nation’s income and wealth 


..." Another BBD promoter likewise touts the 
need for "actual redistribution of wealth.” 

If that sounds like* outright socialism, the 
similarity is no accident. Numerous people 
backing BBD, including Harrington and 
Galbraith, are self-professing devotees of 
socialism, no bones about it. And some of them 
have been involved in radical causes that range 
considerably to the left of Norman Thomas 
Socialism. 

Also indicative of what is going on here is the 
program that BBD is meant to popularize. In 
addition to whipping up hatred of American 
business through standard left-wing phrases 
(and misinformation), the event is supposed to 
create support for something called the "Cor¬ 
porate Democracy Act of 1980" — in essence, a 
plan to have corporate boards of directors taken 
over by regulators and radical activists 
allegedly representing the interest of the public. 

Once control of large corporations was 
secured by legislative fiat, the act would have 
them pursue an agenda of concerns such as 
environmentalism, alleged anti-trust violations, 
consumer protection, etc. Considering the 
performance and opinions of the people involved, 
we can well imagine what these high-sounding 
phrases would mean in practice: namely, use of 
corporate resources to pursue the ideological 
enthusiams of the collectivist left. 

Where this would leave the stockholders, 
employees and customers of the firms in 
question is also easy to figure. Looking at the 
mess created by the present flock of government 
regulators, and the negative results, in terms of 
productivity, jobs and services to consumers, it 
shouldn’t take long for this arrangement to grind 
the U.S. economy down to the level of other 
regimented societies around the world, 

It’s a grim future that those collectivists, 
under the guise of reforming business, have in 
mind for us. But if enough Americans are alerted 
to what the sponsors of BBD are really up to, it 
isn't going to happen.

. . WASHINGTON — A previous effort in this 
space suggested that President Carter’s 
"balanced budget" for fiscal ’81, a supposed 
exercise in austerity, is in fact a gigantic tax 
increase. 

Actually, the situation is not as bad as I have 
indicated. It’s worse. The calculation that Mr. 
Carter's program would add $42.7 billion to 
federal taxes in fiscal '81 — $28 billion in new 
revenues, $14.7 billion in windfall profits taxes — 
is a low estimate. On the figuring of Sen. William 
V. Roth (R-Del.), the added tax bill would be 
much higher. 

Quoting data from the Congressional Budget 
Office, Roth says inflation alone, by pushing 
people into higher brackets, could boost taxes 
this year by $25 billion; that the windfall profits 
tax could come in at $18 billion, not $14.7 billion; 
and that $11 billion in Social Security tax in¬ 
creases should be added to the total. He puts the 
projected federal tax hike for next year at $76 
billion. 

"The President," Roth charges, “is not 
balancing the budget by reducing federal 
spending. The President is attempting to balance 
the budget by imposing on the American people 
the most massive tax increases in our nation’s 
history. Under the President’s new budget, 
federal taxes as a percent of GNP will soar to 
22.5 percent — the highest level in this country’s 
history.” 

The Carter tax boosts, it should be noted, 
come on top of other tax hikes already imposed 
on us by federal policy in recent months. Roth 
estimates these tax hikes amounted to 
something like $50 billion in 1979, and points out 
that they are part of a continuing process of 
inflation-induced and other silent increases in 
the federal tax haul. In the four years since Mr. 
Carter came to office (1977-1981), according to 
Roth, federal taxes have increased by almost 
$270 billion. 


"In the last four years,” Roth says, "from 
fiscal 1977 to fiscal 1981, federal spending in¬ 
creased $210 billion. In these same four years, 
federal taxes increased $269 billion. Even with 
the President's proposed budget cuts, spending 
in fiscal 1981 will be $81 billion higher than the 
budget he proposed last year. And with the 
President’s new tax increases, taxes in fiscal 
1981 will be $124 billion higher than he proposed 
last year." 

So deposing, Roth and 45 other members of 
the Senate tried to push through a reduction in 
federal spending and taxation — without suc¬ 
cess. The Roth formula would have slashed 
projected spending for fiscal ’81 from $628 billion 
to $596 billion, and from 22.5 percent to 21 percent 
of GNP. Despite the large number and bipar¬ 
tisan nature of its sponsors, this motion was 
quashed by the Senate Democratic leadership. 

Thus, in the name of "budget-balancing," the 
spending spree is scheduled to go on. Where it 
will eventually take us is anybody’s guess, but 
current projections are less than reassuring. On 
the figures available to date it appears that; by 
the end of the next presidential term in 1985, the 
Feds will be taking better than a trillion dollars 
annually in taxes. 

“Under the President's new budget," Roth 
observes, "spending is projected to increase $300 
billion between fiscal 1981 and 1985. And federal 
taxes are projected to increase a phenomenal 
$500 billion — or a half a trillion dollars over the 
next four years." Add that to $628 billion in 
currently estimated federal revenues, and you 
have a federal tax take of $1,128 trillion. So we’re 
talking about real money. 

Confronted by such figures, the mind and 
pocketbook are boggled. Sen. Roth complains 
that spending of this magnitude is a tremendous 
drain on our economy, and that for this reason, 
we have to have a major tax cut. Those who have 
to pay the bills would probably agree the gripes 
of Roth are justified. 


Save And Invest

This may seem like an unusual time to be 
discussing the necessity to save and invest. 
Because of inflation, people have fewer dollars to 
save. 

But saving — or the lack of it — can affect the 
value of our dollars, the number of available jobs 
and our ability to compete with other nations of 
the world. 

Right now the rate of saving in the United 
States is at a 28 year low. The major reason for 
the decline is that our laws encourage spending," 
rather than saving or investing. The money 
Americans earn and spend is taxed once by the 
federal government. Money deposited in savings 
accounts or invested, is taxed over and over — 
first in income tax and then in the form of yearly 
taxes on interest and dividends. 

Other major industrialized nations are 
thriving because of remarkable rates of savings. 
West Germans save about 15 percent of their 
disposable income. The Japanese save 25 per¬ 
cent of theirs. In this country people save less 
than six percent of their disposable income. 

There is a direct correlation between the 
rates of saving and investment and the rate of 


productivity, because much of that money is 
used to purchase new plant and equipment and to 
replace aging facilities. Many American plants 
are decades older than those of foreign com¬ 
petitors. 

The adequate capital available has resulted 
in increased rates of productivity of nine percent 
in Japan and five-and-a-half percent in West 
Germany. Conversely our rate of saving like our 
rate of increase in productivity is almost non¬ 
existent. 

Tax laws must be revised to encourage — 
rather than discourage — saving and investing. 
If this does not occur soon, the rate of produc¬ 
tivity in (he U.S. will continue to decline, and 
with it our standard of living. Without capital 
there can be no new jobs and even jobs that exist 
presently are not safe. 

Congress has taken some small steps to 
eliminate the counter-productive penalties on 
saving and investing, but there is much more to 
be done to expand our industrial capacity and 
give new life to the economy.

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Selectmen Act On Three 
Articles In The Warrant 



The Selectmen voted 3-2 Monday night 
to defer support of the sale of land at 22 
Highland ave. 

In other actions, the Selectmen voted 
their support of Warrant Article 7, which 
calls for establishing a flood plain 
district, and voted to put off for two 
weeks a decision to clear debris from 
Horn Pond Brook. 

The decision not to sell the Highland 
avenue parcel came after lengthy 
discussion on the financial and en¬ 
vironmental merits of the 17,500 sq. ft. 
lot. 

Whereas Selectman Edward 
O'Connell argued that the town had 
dragged its feet for 10 years on the issue 
and should take advantage of the land’s 
prime economic value, Town Engineer 
John Ciarcia said the town would lose its 
options by selling the land. 

By selling the parcel the town would 
lose a perfect subdivision of the bor¬ 
dering property, which could be split into 
10 lots, he said. The parcel in question, he 
said, controlled access to the others. 

A member of the Conservation 
Commission, however, said he doubted 
the hilly, rocky terrain was good for 
anything but conservation. He said no 
formal vote had been taken, but that the 
commission would probably favor selling 
the parcel in the hopes the rest would be 
sealed off for conservation use. 

Selectman Michael Saraco cautioned 
the Board not to be hasty in selling the 
land, but O’Connell countered that “far 
from making haste, the town has been 
foot-dragging for 10 years.” 

Nonetheless, the Board voted to 


postpone lending support to Warrant 
Article 13, which proposes the sale. 

In voting for Article 7, the Selectmen 
approved the establishment of a large 
flood district in the town, which would 
make residents eligible under a national 
flood insurance program. 

Town Engineer Ciarcia said the town 
had voted in 1975 to get into the program, 
and had spent the past five years defining 
its flood areas. 

The Board voted to defer action on 
Warrant Article 22 for two weeks. The 
delay was moved to allow time for 
consideration of the complexities of both 
clearing Horn Pond brook and deciding 
under what budget and over how many 
years the project should be done.

Firefighter Contract 

The signing of the Firefighters-town 
contract, expected for the April 28 
meeting of the Board of Selectmen, was 
deferred because of “mechanical 
problems.” 

Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
Wade Welch said there were no problems 
with the agreement, simply that certain 
documents had not yet changed hands. 
The signing should come later in the 
week, he said. 

Layoff Procedures 

The selectmen signed an agreement 
on layoff procedures with the TEA, thus 
concluding months of bargaining 
sessions that stretched from February 
1979 to January 1980. 

Said Welch, “I put my signature on 
this in the hope that I never have to use 
it,” adding that he hoped employees and 
the town would consider the procedures 
fair. 

Town Vehicles 

The selectmen voted 4-1, Michael 
Sarbco in the minority, to permit town 
vehicles to be used by certain town 
employees living within 15 miles of 
Winchester Center. 

While Edward O’Connell said he felt 
the 15-mile radius was a "fair com¬ 
promise,” Saraco argued that by per¬ 
mitting employees to commute that' 
distance in town cars represented a loss 
of town control over the cars. 

Saraco suggested discussing the use 
of travel allowances and of elimination of 
some cars. Few communities allow of¬ 
ficials to keep cars at home, he said. 

Chairman Wade Welch countered that 
he thought the 15-mile radius was a 
“good tightening up," and that the town

In removing the grandfather clause 
and postponing indefinitely the rest of the 
article, the by-law permits businessmen 
not to have to move existing signs for five 
years.

Local Residents Due 


To Receive 

State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane 
recently released the names of the more 
than 10,000 persons due to get back $2.4 
million worth of unclaimed property 
currently being held in trust for them by 
the state. 

Crane said the 10,824 persons whose 
names appear on a computer printout 
distributed by the Treasury have in¬ 
dividual entitlements ranging from $25 to 
$ 66 , 000 .

The Treasurer pointed out that the 
majority of the claims (7,537) are in 
amounts of $24 to $100. But, he added, 
there are 20 claims worth more than 
$10,000 each. 

According to the Treasurer, a random 
sampling of this year’s claimants in¬ 
cludes Allegheny Airlines ($48.75),

University ($200), DoW Jones, Inc. 
($2,800), Dunkin Doughnuts Shops, Inc. 
($108.27), Harvard Business Association

University Club of Boston ($671) and 
Rockefeller Center, Inc., N.Y. ($195). 

Monies to be returned, the Treasurer 
explained, are from lost or forgotten 
checking and savings accounts, and from 
uncashed dividend, cashier's and refund 
checks and money orders that have been 
surrendered to the Treasury by banks, 
savings and loan associations, stores, 
insurance and utility companies and 
other corporations. The state’s Aban¬ 
doned Property Law mandates turnover 
to the Treasury of all accounts inactive 
or unclaimed for a period of 10 years. 

Crane pointed out that up until 1972, 
the Department of Corporations and 
Taxation was responsible for abandoned 
property. "Receipts then were averaging 
about $350,000 a year, with 18 percent of 
the property being returned to owners," 
he observed. 

"Last year alone,” the Treasurer 
continued, “we took in more than $5 and 
one half million in abandoned property - 
an increase of 1,571 per cent in less than 8 
years. And we’ve increased the return to 
property owners from 18 to 25 percent - a 
ratio we’re intent on bolstering even 
further," Crane declared. 

Crane attributed the huge turnover in 
abandoned property receipts both to the 
1976 legislation he sponsored reducing 
the reporting time from 14 to 10 years, 
and to "the fact that we undoubtedly 
have one ot the most alert and aggressive 
abandoned property auditing staffs in the 
country.” 

Crane said the work of his audit staff 
with banks, insurance firms and other 
corporations that had failed fully to 
report unclaimed funds, had resulted in 
15 settlements in the last two years with a 
turnover to the Treasury of $3,205,443 
worth of property. 

The Treasurer noted that among the 
legislation he sponsored at this session of 
The General Court, was a change in the 
Abandoned Property Law reducing the 
reporting time from 10 to seven years. If, 
as antiepated, the Legislature approves 
the change, Crane said it is con¬ 
servatively estimated that by Sep¬ 
tember, another $25 million in unclaimed 
funds will be turned over to the Treasury.

However, Frank goes on to state, if 
certain assumptions prove correct, the 
lax rate will rise by $3.04.

clubs in Boston playing Turkish music 
seven nights a week, and just one club 
remains, he says. 

He now works, appropriately enough, 
at International Technology in Win¬ 
chester and performs on kanun twice a 
week in various spots, occasionally 
touring on the East Coast with another 
well known Turkish singer, Senar. 

The kanun was devised about 960 A.D. 
by the Turkish philosopher-scientist 
AIFarabi, and has changed little since its 
inception, he says. Koprucu, though, has 
been using his knowledge of electronics 
to make the instrument’s 75 strings 
easier and less time-consuming to tune. 

His tinkering has produced an elec¬ 
tronic tuning device that is something of 
a battery-powered pitch pipe, and a 
metal ring that slides under the strings to 
alter their pilch. 

But having the strings in tune and 
playing them tunefully are obviously not 
the same. With the kanun's 41 notes come 
a myriad of keys, or makams to master. 
“Coordination of keys is very definite,” 
he says. "Each key and note has its own 
name,” he adds, unlike Western music, 
which evolves around a system of minor 
and major keys. 

Rhythms range from simple 4-4 time 
to a deceptively complex 10-8 . Each 
concert traditionally ends with a piece 
played in SazSemai, or 10-8 time, he says. 

He chuckles that while cutting a 
record with jazz artist Herbie Mann, the 
SazSemai rhythm was giving Mann's 
drummer conniptions. "He was scared 
like a baby,” Koprucu says. 

Koprucu’s students, too, face the 
frustrations of learning the difficult 
instrument. Many get discouraged, he 
says. “They want to play the song, the 
number,” he says, "but it doesn’t go that 
way.” As with other instruments, 
learning kanun is a step-by-step, unen¬ 
ding process. 

Although recognized in Turkey as one 


of the instrument's masters, Koprucu 
still feels “Everybody can teach me 
everything." 

"All good musicians want to learn 
something," he says.

Fair Share has conducted, in 
conjunction with the Energy Bank of 
Cambridge, over2,ooo of these audits. In 
the audit a home is thoroughly examined 
for heat loss, heating system is checked, 
and the owner receives a report listing 
suggested improvements along with 
their cost-effectiveness. A number of 
these audits have been conducted in 
Winchester.

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Proposed Pool 
To Be Under 
School Committee 

The School Committee this week was 
notified that a motion will be made under 
Article 27 of the Town Meeting Warrant 
to place the swimming pool, proposed to 
be established at McCall Jr. High School, 
under the purview of the School Com¬ 
mittee. 

Former Town Meeting Moderator and 
State Representative Harrison Chadwick 
notified the Committee Monday that, 
according to the State Building 
Assistance Bureau, the pool must be 
under School Committee control in order 
to receive state funds. And since it is 
possible 50 percent of the building costs 
may be picked up by the state, Chadwick 
will suggest to Town Meeting members 
the pool be put under control of the 
Committee. 

Chadwick said he hopes the Com¬ 
mittee would not consider this an undue 
burden since, without their control, there 
may be no swimming pool. 

School Committee members, while 
not voicing either support or disapproval, 
were concerned about the continuing 
maintenace costs as a budget item. 

Roger Bauman questioned what part 
of the budget the pool should impact, 
where Constance Papas suggested that it 
should be a seaprate program element. 
Papas also questioned Chadwick as to 
whether or not he envisions any 
resistance by Town Meeting members 
because of the change. 

Chadwick said that some skeptics 
might feel the schools would have first 
pick at pool times, but that he feels a 
schedule, which would be mutually 
beneficial to both the schools and town, 
could be worked out. 

Supt. of Schools William MacDonald 
said that he doesn’t foresee any problems 
arising from this change, other than the 
fact it would have to be a separate 
program in the budget.

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Citing a possible cut-off of Persian 
Gulf oil, US Congressman Edward J. 
Markey won approval of an energy 
conservation amendment in the House 
Commerce Committee today. 

The full committee narrowly ap¬ 
proved the amendment to the 1981 
Department of Energy Authorization 
bill. The Markey amendment will 
prohibit the granting of $50,000,000 in 
Energy Policy and Conservation Act 
funds to states which are not rapidly 
developing emergency energy plans to 
deal with sudden embargoes on foreign 
oil. 

“The political instability of the 
Persian Gulf region makes it inevitable 
that there will be a cut-off in the future," 
commented the Massachusetts 
congressman. "This amendment will 
spur states to prepare contingency plans. 
It is irresponsible for states not to an¬ 
ticipate the economic consequences of a 
Persian Gulf oil embargo.” 

The Emergency Energy Conservation 
Act of 1979 requested voluntary con¬ 
servation plans to be prepared at the 
state level. Markey’s amendment makes 


it clear that Congress wants state plans 
developed expeditiously. 

Markey explained to the Committee: 
“The amendment is the first step in a 
program to completely eliminate our 
dependence on Persian Gulf oil. The 2 
million barrels we import daily from the 
Persian Gulf hurts our economy, fuels 
inflation, and could lead us into World 
War III. I believe the American people 
would rather make do with a little less 
oil, less gasoline, fewer air conditioners 
and gas-guzzling Eldorados than shed the 
blood of their sons in some God-forsaken 
desert to protect OPEC pipelines.” 

The Congressman concluded that he 
was preparing a plan of mandatory 
rationing and conservation that would 
substantially reduce the U.S. dependence 
on Persian Gulf oil.

Mildred Mahoney 

Visiting hours for Mildred H. 
(Hodgman) Mahoney will be Friday 
from 7-9 p.m. at her 8 Everett ave. home.

Mrs. Mahoney, 84, who was featured 
in the 1961-62 edition of Who’s Who of 
American Women, had been chairman of 
the Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination from the time it was 
formed in 1946 until 1964. She also had 
been executive secretary to the 
Governor’s Committee for Racial and 
Religious Understanding from 1943-46, 
and state supervisor of the National 
Citizenship Educational Program from 
1941-43. 

She was a trustee for nine years of the 
Dana Hall Schools; first president of the 
Catholic Interracial Council of Greater 
Boston; member of the Divisional 
Committee, United Community Services 
of Metropolitan Boston; vice chairman of 
Children to Palestine; member of the 
Advisory Council of the Boston College 
School of Social Work; life member of Pi 
Lambda Theta; honorary member of 


Lamda Chapter of Delta Kappa Gamipa; 
and a board member of the National 
Catholic Conference for Interracial 
Justice. 

She was the recipient of B’nai B’rlth’s 
Americanism citation in 1950, and of a 
certificate of merit from the Jewiah War 
Veterans of the USA in 1950. 

Mrs. Mahoney attended Pine Manor 
Junior College from 1918 to 1919, and 
received a B.S. in Education in 1934 from 
Boston University. She got her M.A. in 
Teaching in 1942 from Radcliffe College, 
and received an honorary L.H.D. from 
Tufts University in 1962, 

She taught as director of 
Americanization in Taunton in the early 
20s, and also taught at Wheeiock, Rogers 
Hall, and Pine Manor colleges and at 
Boston University. 

She was the wife of the late Dr. John J. 
Mahoney; aunt of Elizabeth Hodgman of 
Boston and Sally Boetworth of Bristo, 
R.I. 

Mrs. Mahoney was born In Taunton, 
and had lived in Winchester 35 years. She 
died at home unexpectedly April 29 of a 
heart attack.

John Bodman 

John W. Bodman, former director of 
research and development at Lever 
Brothers, died recently in Sarasota, FU. 
He was 91 years old. 

Formerly residents of Winchester, 
Mr. and Mrs. Bodman moved to 
Longboat Key, Fla. in 1992 and have 
resided there and in Royaiston since 
then. 

Mr. Bodman graduated from the 
School of Mines and Metallurgy, 
University of Missouri, with degrees In 
Mining Engineering) 1910) and Chemical 
Engineering! 1917), and waa elected to 
Tau Beta Pi. 

He is famous throughout the chemical 
induatry for hia work In developing 
soaps, detergents, edible oils, 
margarines, synthetic paint oil*, lanolin, 

R roleum derivative*, glycerine and 
ctionating towers. He held 32 process 
and product patents used around the 
world. One patent was sold for $9.5 
million, the largest sum ever paid in the 
U.S. 

After retiring from Lever Brothers In 
1953, Mr. Bodman was active as a con¬ 
sultant to Standard Oil of California, 
Purex Corporation and corporations In 
Brazil, Columbia, Venezuela, Mexico and 
Japan. 

Mr. Bodman was a Fellow of the 
American Assn, for the Advancement of 
Science, the American Chemical Society, 
the American Oil Chemists Society and 
the American Institute of Chemists. He 
was elected to Who’s Who in the East and 
American Men of Science. 

In addition to his work, his greatest 
joys were big game hunting for 
cariboutHe took a world record trophy) 
and bear in Alaska and Canada, working 
on his 400-acre farm in Massachusetts 
and playing golf. 

He won many trophies In golf over the 
years—his first In 1929 and his last in 1978 
at the age of 89. He was the talk of the 
Longboat Key Golf and Tennis Club 
when, at the age of 82, he made a hole in 
one. 

He was a Past Master at the Mystic 
Valley Lodge in Winchester, a Shriner, 
Aleppo Temple, Boston, and a member of 
the Gulf Shrine Club.

"although no one believes additional 
programs will solve all of the problems, 
it (restoration of the programs) will help 
some of the problems.” 

Frank said the FinCom, while not 
opposing an expanded program, said the 
Committee didn’t feel an adequate study 
of Recreation Dept, alternatives and a 
long range plan had yet been developed. 
Adequate justification has not been 
shown to prove the need for an increase, 
Frank said, noting the programs which 
were cut had received low priority by the 
Selectmen. 

Recreation Director Kenneth 
Cereghino said the FinCom’s comments 
show the degree of inaccuracies about 
the Recreation Dept, budget. “Extensive 
analysis is not necessary when there is 
an extensive group in the community 
which is not being serviced," he said. 

Cereghino further noted that Win¬ 
chester spends $5.47 per capita on the 
Recreation Dept, budget, compared with 
communities like Danvers, which spends 
$8.40 per capita and is approximately the 
same population size. 

One Town Meeting member, voicing a 
minority opinion of those voting who 
defeated the proposal, said he was 
willing to support the funding for 
“anything we can do to keep the kids off 
the streets.” 

The programs which were not 
restored were the outdoor adventure 
program for the junior and senior high 
schools, junior-senior high school 
basketball program, junior high school

Town Meeting 
Members Asked 
For Timely Acts 

Town Meeting opened Monday with 
hopes from the Moderator that members 
will deliberate action as necessary but 
that their actions will also be timely. 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
Frank outlined to members the fact that 
if the budget is approved as presented, it 
will be over both the four percent levy 
and appropriations caps. The school 
department budget, however, is under 
their separate four percent cap. The 
projected tax rate increase, based on an 
assumption of payments and 
assessments, of $.06 is not real, he said. 

The tax rate is only a partial example 
of the town’s fiscal performance, Frank 
said. Budget to budget, the fiscal 1981 
amount has increased by 4.5 percent 
from fiscal 1980. This is "not bad” Frank 
says, considering high inflation. The 
budget would actually be up only 2.3 
percent if increased energy costs, which 
are expected to be exempted by the state 
legislature, are not considered. 

Some programs, for example fixing 
water mains, Frank said do not have to 
be approved this year. However, to be 
done next year will mean additional costs 
and further deterioration. The question is 
what is the most reasonable balance of 
services and costs. 

Frank says the FinCom’s role in Town 
Meeting will be to make recom¬ 
mendations, state reasons for their 
recommendations, and give all the in¬ 
formation necessary for members to 
vote. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Wade 
Welch commended the FinCom for “an 
excellent job” in preparing the budget, 
and also outlined amendments on which 
the Selectmen will focus. They include: 
the Recreation Dept, budget (action was 
taken Monday night), to continue the 
civilian dispatcher program, to provide 
sidewalks on High and Ridge streets, and 
to provide temporary help to the 
cemetery. 

“We have our shopping list,” Welch 
said. “It differs somewhat from the 
FinCom shopping list.” 


16 Tenured

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Concerns Over Warrant Raised 


At Last Week’s Meeting 


"Concerns over proposed water rate 
hikes, school re-use, the sign by-law and 
use of revolving funds for certain 
Recreation Department programs were 
voiced last Thurday night at a public 
hearing on the town’s warrant articles. 

Officials told the approximately 75 
citizens at the Jenks Senior Center that 
the increase in water rates from 42 to 65 
cents per 100 cubic feet was needed to 
offset water system improvement costs 
and water system deficits. 

Although Town Manager Thomas 
Groux, who presided over the meeting, 
said several times that the hearing was 
not to debate but to make citizens aware 
of the warrant articles' content, subtle 
debate ran through the meeting. 

While conservation advocates in¬ 
dicated support of Article 13’s underlying 
incentives for citizens to conserve, 
Finance Committee Chairman Bob 
Frank said the increase was too small to 
influence conservation. 

Frank supported raising the same 
amount of money, $220,000, by increasing 
the tax rate in order to let residents 
deduct the increase from their federal 
income tax. Because the increased taxes 
would be deductible, he said, for someone 
in the 50 percent tax bracket, for 
example, the effective cost would be half 
the tax cost. 

Increased water rates would add 
$4hthe average home’s water bill, he 
said, "not much of a consumption 
deterrent.” 

Frank, Town Manager Tom Groux 
and Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
Wade Welch voiced conflicting views on 
Article 17, which proposes that revolving 
accounts be used for self-supporting 
recreation and park programs. 

Groux, the only one of the three to 
support the article, said revolving ac¬ 
counts would encourage the use of 
programs supported by user fees. He 
said the accounts would make it un¬ 
necessary for Town Meeting to ap¬ 
propriate funds for those services and 
affect the tax rate each year. 

Welch, however, said by not using 
such accounts the town would be 
following a “program budget” approach 
by which citizens would be more aware of 
the programs conducted. 

Frank said the FinCom generally 
supported the use of revolving accounts 
because, contrary to what Welch had 
said, by showing expenditures and 
revenues in respect to particular 
programs the accounts allow a more 
accurate look at where money is being 
spent. But in this case, he said, the 
FinCom felt the recreation budget was in 
too much of a state of flux to institute 
such accounts. He added that the FinCom 
would be willing to consider the issue in 
the future. 

Members of the audience argued, 
however, that revolving accounts meant 
not having to put up the front money for 
programs, gnd that the accounts thus 
offered a way to expand services 
responsibly. 

Also argued was that by the town’s not 
using revolving accounts, residents were 


forced to pay twice for services — 
through taxes and user fees. Another 
audience member added that money 
earned by a program is not always ap¬ 
propriated back into the program. 

In the discussion of Article 11, which 
would authorize the sale, leasing, 
demolition of the Parkhurst School and 
re-zoning of that Samoset road property, 
Atty. W. Robert Graves announced that 
he would submit a proposal to the Board 
of Selectmen asking that the building be 
leaseb Bartlett School instead of being 
sold for single family house use.

Graves later said he met with town 
officials Monday and proposed that 
Bartlett School be allowed to lease with 
the option to buy the Parkhurst School. 
He said the item had been placed on the 
Selectmen’s agenda for Tuesday night. 

He said the Bartlett School, a private 
pre-kindergarten through seventh grade 
school, considered the Parkhurst 
building an improvement over Bartlett’s 
present Wyman School facility. 

He said the Bartlett School would not 
compete with public schools or con¬ 
tribute to public school consolidation 
because "There will always be a market 
for a high quality, private school.” 

Chairman Welch told the audience at 
the May 1 hearing that the Board of 
Selectmen favored waiting until the Fall 
Town Meeting to present a “more un¬ 
derstandable” version of a by-law 
amendment regulating commercial 
signs. 

He said Warrant Article 8 would be 
reworked over the summer, and that in 
the meantime the current by-law had 
been revised to take the pressure off the 
80 or so businessmen who own non- 
conforming signs and who ! would have 
had to go before the Board of Appeals. 

The revision extended the effective 
date of a new by-law to 1983’ he said. 

Welch stressed that in Article 10, 
which ' proposes the lease of the 
Washington School to Winchester 
Hospital, a lease "not exceeding 10 
years” is proposed and not a 10-year 
lease. No lease has been drawn with the 
hospital, he said.

facilities to Winchester.

Edgell in a letter to The Star last week, 
have expressed concern that the passing 
of Dari-Maid meant the loss of the one of 
the town’s only businesses geared to 
family relaxation. 


in that area since he became president in 
1978. He said there were few com¬ 
mercially-zoned parcels in that area, and 
that the Cambridge street site had taken 
the better part of a year to find. 

The main Winchester Trust lacked the 
parking and drive-up facilities the new 
one will have, he said, adding that the 
branch would open in July. 


Critics of the branch contend the town 
doesn’t need another bank as much as an 
entertainment facility. The town has 
eight or nine banks, with two more just 
over the Woburn line, about a quarter- 
mile from the planned Cambridge street 
bank.

From Academy, Join Ranks 


Zirkel said theDevelopment Division 
since its inception in January had been 
reviewing eight studies on the town’s 
economic development that had been 
done in the past decade. Zirkel said the 
division members had also spoken with 
town officials in Norwood and Lexington 
to ask advice on architectural, land¬ 
scaping and other improvements that 
could be done to revive what he perceives 
as an ailing downtown business climate. 

He added that improvements in all 
parts of Winchester would be considered 
too. He said the introduction of high 
technology companies or of con¬ 
dominiums could improve the town’s 
economic development. 

Trees, benches and more ar¬ 
chitecturally consistent store fronts 
would also make town businesses more 
attractive to consumers, he said. 

Aside from the preliminary inquiries 
of the division, he said, no efforts had 
been made to attract entertainment 
businesses, such as movie theaters, to 
Winchester. 


John W. Bryson, 17-year owner of the 
Dari-Maid, says he agreed amicably to 
the BayBank-Winchester Trust offer. He 
said he had had just three years left in 
the 20-year lease and that the few offers 
he had from people who wanted to keep 
the business an ice cream shop had not 
been as financially acceptible as the 
BayBank offer. 

Bryson, 58, said that after 17 years of 
1 running the business six months a year, 
seven days a week, he had become tired 
of the strain. Business had been 
profitable, he said, but added that the 12- 
hour days had begun to wear on him. 


He added that inflation had con¬ 
tributed to his decision to sell, including 
three price increase notices that had 
come over the winter from Hood Milk, 
which supplied his mix. 

“It is kind of sad," Bryson said. “I 
had mixed emotions about it.” 


Welch was questioned as to why the 
article had been written in such a way as 
to make it seem the decision had already 
been made over re-use of the school.

McElhinney recently announced the 
graduation of two new recruit 
firefighters from the Mass. Firefighting 
Academy’s Recruit Firefighting 
Program. 

The graduation ceremonies were held 
at the Academy's administrative 
headquarters in Sudbury and marked the 
culmination of seven weeks of intensive 
and rigorous training for the recruits. 


He said the Re-Use Committee had 
said that the town wouldn’t have received 
realistic bids from developers if there 
was a good chance the hospital was also 
going to be considered, so the recom¬ 
mendation was to dispose of the hospital 
issue one way or the other, he said.

Classroom instruction constitutes a 


portion of the program. But, most of the 
seven weeks are devoted to the hands-on 
application of newly acquired skills 
under both non-fire conditions and during 
controlled live fire exercises. 

Speaking at the ceremonies was Sen. 
Denis L. McKenna from Somerville, who 
congratulated the graduates on the 
successful completion of a most difficult 
training program, and also stressed the 
importance of continued training and 
education. 

National statistics show that 
firefighting continues to be this nation’s 
most dangerous occupation. It is only 
through increased and continued training 
and education that this tragic statistic 
will be altered. 

Graduating from the Academy’s 
Recruit Firefighting Program and 
permanently assigned to the Winchester 
Fire Dept, are Steven Osborn, 161 Cross 
st., and Francis Smith, 43 Brookside ave. 


Zirkel responded to complaints that

Town Signs Contract 
With Firefighters Monday

Winchester Fire Fighters Local 1564 
and the Town of Winchester signed a 
contract Monday night giving the town’s 
firefighters an eight percent raise this 
year and four percent raises every six 
months for the next two years. 

The contract, a year-and-a-ltalf in the 
making, also includes changes in 
vacation policy lor the Fire Depart¬ 
ment’s 52 firefighters and increased 
annual stipends lor the department’s 25 
emergency medical technicians. 

Lt. John Regan, president of the 
firefighters' local, told The Star, “All 
things Ireing equal, we’re happy." Regan 
said firefighters had been brought to 
parity with Department of Public Works 
and other town employees in terms of 
vacations — three weeks after five years, 
four weeks after 10 years — and that the 
wage gap between firefighters and police 
officers had been narrowed. 

“We were brought closer to the 
police,” said Regan. “We're not dollar 
for dollar or penny for penny, but we're 
as close as we’re ever going to be due to 
economic restraints," he said. 

The previous vacation agreement had 
been for three weeks after seven years of 
service, four weeks vacation after 12 
years, he noted. 

As of July 1979, the new contract lifts 
the maximum wage lor a firefighter to 
$15,341; a lieutenant, $17,643; and a 
captain, $19,943. By January 1, 1982, 
those wages will have risen to $17,948, 
$20,640 and $23,332 respectively. 

The stipend for EMTs now stands at 
$750 per year, compared to the previous 
level of $500. An additional $500 will be 
paid to an EMT coordinator. 

Ollier changes from the previous 
contract occur in compensation for 
stand-in officers and for self- 
improvement study. 

A lieutenant acting as captain in the 
captain's absence, for example, will 
receive retroactive pay at the captain's 


level after three tours of duty instead of 
five. 

The self-improvement policy has been 
defined to have the department pay for 
courses that will lead to a firefighter's 
associate’s degree or bachelor's degree 
only in fire science. 

Another change is that this is a three- 
year contract extending from July 1, 
1979-June 30, 1982, compared to the 
previous contract, which covered two 
years. .

Workshop 

The American Bed Cross has been 
helping disaster victims since the 
Michigan Forest Fires of 1881.

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Capital Planning Committee 
Says All’s Well In Their Report 


The Capital Planning Committee is 
alive and well, according to their report 
filed in the summary report of the 
Finance Committee for fiscal 1981. 

Over the last few years, the Com¬ 
mittee reports, several capital projects 
have been identified and prioritized. The 
new Department of Public Works facility 
is nearing completion, construction 
programs at the high school will be ad¬ 
dressed in the near future, the water 
system has been studied and analyzed, 
and the police and fire facilities are 
undergoing preliminary studies. 

The current need is for detailed and 
refined implementation plans, the 
Committee reports. The summary also 
outlines several comments and 
recommendations on projects. With 
regard to public safety facilities, “We 


envision that the Town Meeting one year 
hence will be presented with a number of 
alternate proposals, with each solution 
enumerating its rationale, its pros and 
cons f.nd approximate cost.” 

With regard to improvements in the 
water system, there are several factors 
involved in the distribution and treat¬ 
ment plan. Based on a recently con¬ 
cluded report, the Committee suggests 
that the treatment phase of the project be 
deferred. However, activity in the 
distributon system area can begin 
shortly. The first step in this project 
would be the institution of a two-step 
program for cleaning and lining water 
mains. 

The amount of money expected 
necessary to upgrade and maintain 
public works equipment depends on the 


projected life of that equipment, the 
Committee says. This is an issue which is 
expected to be addressed this summer by 
the Committee. 

The Committee projects the 
estimated cost per project as follows: a 
new public safety building, $3,900,000; 
senior high school roof and repairs, 

$800,000; the public works complex, 

$1,750,000; and the water distribution 
system improvement, $1,425,000. 

The report cautions that the itemized 
list of recommendations may change 
prior to Town Meeting action.

Staff Morale 

(Editor’s Note: The following letter had 
been- addressed to former School Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Constance Papas, 
dated April ».

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

At many of our recent W.E.A. 
Representative Council meetings there 
has been much discussion and concern 
expressed regarding teacher morale. In 
light of this and in response to questions 
put forth by some members of the School 
Committee, I am writing to you at the 
direction of the Representative Council 
regarding this important issue. 

It comes as no surprise that the low 
teacher morale in Winchester is not 
something that has occurred spon¬ 
taneously. The events of the past few 
years have had a “snowball” effect in 
regard to this problem. To be sure these 
are not the best of times and there are 
realities over which we have little or no 
control, ie. declining enrollments, rising 
energy costs, maintenance costs. 

However, finding ourselves in an 
escalating battle between budget con¬ 
straints and educational needs has done 
little to alleviate the problem. There 
exists the irony of a community that 
demands an excellent educational 
system while calling for constant cut¬ 
backs. Related to this is the phenomenon 
of job security and RIF. 

The very fact that there will be fewer 
jobs next year is disheartening at best. 
How many quality teachers, in the fact of 
that insecurity and frustration, have 
already left the Winchester schools, and 
how many others are actively seeking 
alternative careers at this time? Sab¬ 
baticals and leaves are discouraged, 
when in reality they too could help ease 
the sting of RIF. Furthermore, there is 
very little trust in the evaluation system 
that apparently was used so heavily in 
RIF decisions last year. 

The impending school closings and 
consolidations have created another 
issue of great magnitude. Although the 
concept of transferring in itself is not 
onerous, the wholesale transfers that 
could and probably will occur is highly 
disconcerting, especially if the process is 
carried well beyond voluntary transfers. 

In addition we find ourselves in the 
center of a battle among parent groups, 
neighborhoods and politics, a battle in 
which there are no winners and the 
results of which (if allowed to continue) 
can only be divisive. Most recently this 
was amplified by the events surrounding • 
both the election of the new curriculum 
director and the reduction of principals. 
It was also evident during the time that 
decisions concerning the school closings 
and redistricting were made. 

The fofum in 'which'thfese events took 
place was very discouraging. Public 
input in the form of political power plays 
may be inevitable, but at best hinders the 
decision-making process. If the com¬ 
munity, at any level, wishes to par¬ 
ticipate in the educational process, they 
should be partners in education, not just 
critics, isolationists, or members of 
special interest groups. 

Processes such as these must be 
executed with the utmost 
professionalism or those people upon 
whom we should most rely will no longer 
be willing to participate. 

Whether or not all of these and other 
concerns are totally valid, the fact 
remains that they are perceptions held 
by many of the professional staff. 
Solutions to problems appear to be 
arrived at with little regard for people 
but rather with an emphasis on statistics, 
numbers, and costs. 

The level of trust that once entwined 
the school system has started to disin¬ 
tegrate. There needs to be a rebuilding of 
that trust. We must once again become 
partners in education, assume those 
roles appropriate with our positions, and 
reestablish on all levels the providing of 
the best possible education for the 
children of Winchester as our most 
important goal.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

As the newly-elected chairman of the 
School Committee, I would like to 
respond to your letter of April 9 ad¬ 
dressed to Mrs. Papas. 

I appreciate the frank expression of 
your views and the view of the 
Representative Council. If we are ever 
going to minimize the problems ot 
education in Winchester and to make the 
partnership we have in providing the best 
education for the children of Winchester 
work, we must communicate with each 
other. Unless we - both of us - hear as well 
as speak, we will never achieve any 
progress. 

In dealing with some of the problems 
you touch upon, we cannot lose sight of 
some basic facts of life, facts which we 
all might wish didn’t exist but which do 
exist. The first is that the community is 
demanding rigid financial controls upon 
our budget. Spending is to be held to a 
minimum. 

Given these inflationary times and the 
constant growth in our budget in items, 
such as energy costs, over which we have 
no control, these constraints are 
amounting in effect to actual cuts in 
educational spending. I well recognize 
the irony you state in your letter of 
Winchester’s demands both for an ex¬ 
cellent educational system and for 
constant cutbacks in spending. But 
ironical or not, this is the environment in 
which we must operate. 

The second basic fact is that of 
declining enrollments for the foreseeable 
future and with it a decline in teaching 
positions. Truly the riffing process and 
decision-making is the most difficult and 
least enjoyable aspect of being on the 
School Committee. It is because of this 
that the evaluation process is so im¬ 
portant to me, for a fair and con¬ 
scientious evaluation system will at least 


assure fairness in reaching riffing 
decisions. 

I am sorry you feel there is "very 
little trust” in the present evaluations 
system. One of my priorities on the 
School Committee has been and will 
continue to be to devise and implement a 
fair, workable evaluation system. I 
would welcome the thoughts of you and 
your colleagues as to any deficiencies in 
our present system and as to how the 
present system can be improved. 

Some of the items you identify in your 
letter puzzle me. You decry the constant 
battle among parent groups and neigh¬ 
borhoods and the public forum in which 
issues are often resolved. Surely you 
must appreciate in a town like Win¬ 
chester everyone takes education 
seriously and seeks to protect his or her 
own educational interests, even at the 
expense of someone else’s. 

Altruism is not one of the more 
predominant traits in most of us, and I 
would suggest teachers as a whole are no 
less guilty in seeking to protect and 
promote their own special interests. Of 
necessity, and in fact by law, difficult 
decisions must be resolved publicly, 
Perhaps, that they must be resolved 
publicly sometimes adds to the difficulty 
of the decision, but that is our democratic 
system and one which I, for one, would 
not change. 

I am troubled by your reference to 
political power plays and to some recent 
events which I believe you think 
illustrate this point. I honestly believe 
politics has played a very minor role in 
the recent prominent decisions the 
School Committee has made. I believe 
the election of the new curriculum 
director which you identify in your letter 
is a case in point. 

There, the School Committee almost 
unanimously selected the person they 
thought was the most qualified candidate 
and did not base its decision upon 
political reasons. That the School 
Committee would select a person based 
solely upon his qualifications should be a 
source of comfort to the teaching per¬ 
sonnel, not the opposite. 

Since you have taken the time to 
express the problems with the School 
Committee perceived by many teachers 
fn Winchester, let me take the time to 
express to you the perception of teachers 
in Winchester showed by some people in 
the community. To some citizens of 
Winchester, a number of teachers have 
lost that sense of professionalism which 
has marked teachers in the past. 

Teachers are viewed as doing only the 
minimum, of adhering to the letter of the 
collective bargaining system rather than 
devoting themselves to educating 
children. In this context, citizens are 
often unsympathetic to attempts to 
continue or even inaugurate programs or 
to grant leaves. m. i.jurzt ti.ii 

When we scratch the surfaoe, we-find 
that we are not far apart. In fifet'our 
goals are identical - to become partners 
in education and to reestablish on all 
levels the best possible education of the 
children of Winchester. I do think that we 
need to begin immediately to work on 
bridging the gap between the 
professional teaching community and the 
public. 

As you mentioned, there are many 
realities over which we have no control 
that will continue to erode the system if 
we don’t begin to work together. What we 
need to do is to translate the generalities 
in both our letters to specifics and to 
work at solving our problems. 

Please contact me at your con¬ 
venience so that we might begin to 
remedy these problems. I can honestly 
say that this will be one of my highest 
priorities and that I have always felt that 
communicating openly and honestly with 
each other will be the most -productive 
route for all concerned.

This letter is written to express our 
outrage at the manner in which the 
teachers in the Winchester schools have 
been terminated. 

While realizing that a reduction in 
force is necessary with the closing of 
schools, the procedures used were totally 
insensitive and displayed a lack of 
awareness of human relations. 

Losing one's job is one of the most 
traumatic experiences in adult life. We 
find it difficult to understand why per¬ 
sons going through this emotional 
upheaval should be asked to report to the 
Superintendent's office midday, mid¬ 
week, to be told they no longer have a job. 
It is particularly disturbing when these 
individuals are all quality teachers who 
have proven their worth. 

It would seem more appropriate and 
more humane to notify these educators at 
the end of a school day, preferably on a 
Friday, so that they could absorb the 
shock in the privacy of their homes over 
the weekend. 

Another distressing fact is that the 
principals were not informed that the 
people who worked directly for them 
were to be terminated. It would appear 
that as members of the management 
team the principals should have the trust 
and confidence of the administrators to 
be made aware of, and involved in, 
impending reductions. 

Might principals interpret this as 
questioning their capability to react 
professionally and in tune with ad¬ 
ministrative policy? 

Probably one of the most blatant 
shortcomings of this reduction in force 
procedure is the fact that the teachers 
were not shown the common decency to 
be told "why.'' One of the key issues in 
discriminatory separations is the 
question, "Why Mr. Smith instead of Mr. 
Jones?" 

We would hope our personnel office 
has this information and can document 
specific reasons why some people were 
chosen over others. If the system is fair, 
it should be able to stand the test of public 
scrutiny. 

The result - a disservice to the ter¬ 


minated teachers but also a morale 
problem among the remaining teachers 
that might well have an effect in future 
teacher recruitment. 

Aren’t we working all together - 
parents, teachers, administrators - to 
provide the best learning experience for 
our children? Shouldn't education be a 
team process with the administrators as 
the managers directing the teacher - 
players and motivating them through 
mutual respect and trust?

School Funding 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I am writing to clarify issues raised in 
a recent letter appearing in your 
newspaper and in newspapers in the 
communities served by the Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational 
School. 

The issue centers around state fun¬ 
ding for vocational education, and the 
funds earmarked for Northeast 
Metropolitan in particular, and the Mass. 
Teachers Association (MTA) role in their 
distribution. 

The writer of the letter in question 
fails to provide the necessary 
background information about 
vocational education funding, and I will 
attempt to do that now. 

Prior to 1978, vocational funding was 
distributed through so-called Chapter 74 
funding. Funding for other educational 
needs — general education, bilingual, 
and special needs — emanated from 


other statutes. That year, MTA worked 
closely with the Special Legislative 
Commission on Unequal Educational 
Opportunity — headed by Senator Walter 
J. Boverini (D-Lynn) and Representative 
James G. Collins (D-Amherst) in an 
attempt to equalize funding for all 
educational programs in Massachusetts. 

This goal was set because under the 
old funding formulae (Chapter 74 in¬ 
cluded), there was no equalization — 
wealthier towns (or districts) received 
the same amount of reimbursement per 
pupil as poorer communities. The 
resulting legislation — the so-called 
"Boverini-Collins" formula, sought to 
correct these inequities. 

The Boverini-Collins formula did 
several things. In addition to equalizing 
educational opportunity by basing state 
reimbursements on a community’s 
relative ability to pay, it weighted the 
cost basis for students in all educational 
areas. 

Under the Boverini-Collins formula, 
all segments of education were combined 
in one funding method, and the weighting 
formula was: regular pupils — 1.0; 
bilingual pupils — 1.4; vocational pupils 
— 2.0; and special education pupils — 4.0. 
What this means is that the Boverini- 
Collins formula recognized the fact that 
it costs roughly tiwce as much to educate 
a vocational pupil as it does a regular 
pupil. 

Therefore, a community’s funding 
from the state now reflects not only its 
ability to pay, but precise per-pupil costs 
(obtained by multiplying the number of 
pupils in each area by the weighting 
factor for those types of pupils). 

This legislation was a victory for 
equalized educational opportunity. 
Perhaps more importantly, it pre¬ 
empted a lawsuit (still pending) filed in 
Massachusetts, which sought to equalize 
educational opportunity in much the 
same fashion. 

The result of Bovernin-Collins, of 
course; wad that' poorer Communities 
received more state funditigF wHile 
wealthier communities were guaranteed 
at least 7 percent more than they had 
been receivings state educational aid to 
help with inflationary costs. For anyone 
to say that Northeast Metropolitan "lost" 
$1 million is misleading; that figure is 
obtained by projecting what Northeast 
Metropolitan would have received under 
Chapter 74, a statute that no longer 
exists. 

Moreover, such a claim assumes that 
Chapter 74 would have been fully funded 
which was not the case. One should 
assume that in the absence of Boverini- 
Collins, a successful court suit would 
have achieved the same objective of 
equal educational opportunity. In either 
case, it is meaningless to say what a 
community or district would have 
received under Chapter 74. 

It is the position of MTA that the 
Boverini-Collins formula is both equal 
and fair for students across the Com¬ 
monwealth, and gives proper weight to 
the unique needs of vocational students. 
We supported that legislation, and still 
believe its goals to be in the best interests 
of the Commonwealth. A few other points 
deserve to be made at this juncture. 

First, under Boverini-Collins, all 
segments of education are under the 
same formula, and will not have to fight 
each other for available funds. Instead, 
those segments can work together to 
maximize available funds, from which 
all will benefit. 

It was MTA that was responsible for 
increasing the vocational weighting 
factor from a proposed 1.5 to the current 
2.0, which has meant millions in ad¬ 
ditional funds for vocational students 
statewide. MTA research showed that 
the 1.5 figure advocated by the Depart¬ 
ment of Education was inadequate in 
terms of reflecting the true costs of 
vocational education. 

Finally, and perhaps most important, 
your readers should know that MTA has 
consistently thwarted attempts in the 
legislature to repeal the funding for post¬ 
secondary vocational education 
programs throughout Massachusetts. 
After an intensive lobbying effort, we 
have safeguarded funding for these 
programs that enable many 
Massachusetts citizens to utilize existing 
vocational facilities to train for new 
careers after they have graduated from 
public schools. 

I sincerely hope this letter clarifies 
the Issue of the MTA role in vocational 
funding. We stand behind our vocational 
members, and will work for their benefit 
whenever and whereever possible. And, 
if it could be shown that the costs of 
vocational education were such that the 
2.0 weighting factor proved inadequate, 
MTA would file legislation to increase 
that factor.

The 15-Minute War Illusion

One of the most paralyzing illusions, suffered 
not only by many Americans but by millions in 
the so-called Free World, is that preparation for 
war with compulsory military training and the 
production of conventional weapons is futile. 

The argument is that the next war will last 
about 15 minutes, obviously insufficient time for 
mobilization. The theory also provides a won¬ 
derful rationale for lying doggo. 

In a 15-minute war, what’s the use of reveille, 
obstacle courses, messy maneuvers in the rain 
and close-order drill? All would be decided by 
doomsday weapons flying through space and 
reaching their targets in the time it takes to eat a 
small hamburger. 

One would, therefore, owe one’s country no 
irksome duty, not because one is lazy, fearful or 
unpatriotic, but because such activities would 
have no bearing on the survival of the nation. To 
fight, not merely a draft, but even a registration 
for a draft, becomes only common sense. Or does 
it? 

Proceeding from this premise, there are two 
courses of action open to a nation facing a 
military challenge from a foe possessing 
superior conventional forces. One is pushing the 
red button. The other is surrender. 

Pushing thd red button would be an awesome 
decision, particularly if the enemy is capable of 
releasing great nuclear destruction by pushing 
its own red button. In an exchange of MIRV 
warheads, each bearing megaton blasts, the 
lives of hundreds of millions of people in the 
combatant nations would end abruptly. 

Worse than that, the survival of those in non- 
involved countries would also be in question. A 
movement of radioactive atmosphere could not 
be halted at a national boundary by a declaration 
of neutrality. 

That is why a great power possessing an 
atomic arsenal would not only be hesitant to use 
it for fear of retaliation, but all other countries 
would abhor its use under any circumstances. 

The Kremlin seems to have figured this out. 
After the American collapse in Vietnam, the 
acceleration of the Russian conventional arms 
program got underway. 

In the United States, every Communist-lining 
channel of propaganda was marshaled to per¬ 
suade Americans, particularly young 
Americans, that American military power was 


irresponsible and a threat to peace. Every fellow 
traveler deplored our arms budget at any level 
and urged that the money be given to the “poor.” 
Abroad, the drumfire of denunciation of 
American “imperialism” was stepped up, even 
as Cuban troops were deployed to strategic 
points in Africa. 

Compulsory military service was, of course, 
continued in Russia and the satellite nations. 
Most importantly, the Kremlin drove for the 
world’s largest and most modern navy. That 
could be no surprise. It takes a long lead time. 
But while the shipyards clanged behind the Iron 
Curtain the golden apple of "detente” was 
hypnotically swung before the eyes of the West. 

What should have been obvious and was, alas, 
generally ignored was that Russia was 
proceeding on the theory that there would be no 
15-minute war. 

Our opponents, of course, did not neglect 
fission or fusion. They work hard on ICBMs and 
space vehicles with military capabilities. But, 
recently, they have been spending most on bang- 
weapons, designed to win if no red buttons were 
ever pushed. 

This is the route to successful blackmail of the 
Free World. It is the way to win world 
domination without firing a shot of any kind. 

The Kremlin leadership is being pushed by 
Communist failure. If the system worked well, 
the world would follow its shining example. 
Russia, with a greater population than the 
United States, has a GNP one-third as large. 
After 35 years, life in the Eastern European 
satellites remains grim. The police state cannot 
relax. The tower watchers and guard dogs stay 
busy, but dissidents rise, if only to be im¬ 
prisoned, and the boat people flee. Unless clear 
military dominance is achieved, time Is not on 
the side of the system. 

If we hunker down beneath our nuclear 
umbrella it can become the equivalent of a 
Maginot Line. Academic savants and church 
leaders have pointed too long to “mutual 
overkill.” If overkill is not dared, the next war 
will be won like the last, with gunpowder, 
propellants and TNT. 

Trained men cannot, as William Jennings 
Bryan fatuously put it in 1916, “spring to arms 
overnight.” Tanks cannot be driven off drawing 
boards, nor ships materialize out of templates. 
Maybe we’d better get with it. 


Reagan’s ’Inaccuracies*

WASHINGTON — As he advances closer to 
the Republican presidential nomination, former 
Gov. Ronald Reagan is taking a lot of heat for 
alleged inaccuracies in his campaign 
statements. 

Some of this is inevitable, no matter who the 
candidate may be. As any presidential hopeful 
looms up as a realistic possibility, his statements 
are subjected to closer examination; comments 
that used to pass unnoticed are suddenly sub¬ 
mitted to X-ray treatment. It’s happened to other 
candidates before (George Romney and George 
McGovern are examples), and there’s no reason 
to suppose it won’t happen to Reagan. 

In Reagan’s case, there is an additional 
motivating factor. As the conservative candidate 
in the race, he sports an ideological position 
distasteful to many in the media (though Reagan 
himself is generally liked). 

A conservative usually gets a tougher going 
over than other candidates — as witness the case 
of Barry Goldwater back in 1964. 

A considerable part of Reagan’s problem 
stems from ideology. There are numerous cases 
in which he has been charged with “inac¬ 
curacy,” and in which he is far more accurate 
than his critics. The size of the Social Security 
deficit, the extent of America’s petroleum 
supplies, and the “welfare queen” of Chicago are 
instances that come readily to mind. 

In each of these cases, Reagan has been 
upbraided for misstating facts because he 
challenged the conventional wisdom of the hour. 
The conventional wisdom is wrong on most 
things (e.g., that we are running out of 
petroleum), but since many political reporters 
know little else, they assume that Reagan is 
mistaken. (It’s an unfortunate feature of our 
media that many people reporting politics know 
nothing about economics.) 


This factor, however. shquld suggest,a hOte 
caution to Reagen: Precisely because the con-; 
ventional wisdom is so entrenched, it cannot be 
successfully challenged without some fairly 
impressive documentation. When Reagan seeks 
to counter popular error, he shouldn’t do so in 
throwaway lines or casual comments; he should 
have his facts and figures at the ready. A series 
of well-done briefing papers would seem to be the 
indicated remedy. 

An even greater emphasis on preparation is 
called for, of course, on issues where Reagan 
himself has appeared to waffle (farm supports 
and veterans’ benefits are two that have caused 
him recent grief). Reagan is an eclectic reader, 
and picks up ihformation from many sources. 
These should be checked out carefully before 
they are relied on — particularly by a candidate 
who faces hostile media treatment. 

One other Reagan tendency that feeds this 
controversy is his otherwise commendable 
desire to make constructive proposals. Con¬ 
structiveness is a good thing in itself, but can be 
politically troublesome. Once you propose 
something, whatever its merits, you present a 
target to be shot at: What are the implications of 
your proposal, who will be affected by it, how 
would the pieces go together? Constructive 
proposals will always bog you down in such 
details. 

A benefit of being a challenger is that you 
don’t have to propose things; you can oppose, 
criticize, and deplore, making the incumbent 
party run on its record. This makes the other guy 
the issue, and mobilizes discontents in your 
behalf. That’s essentially what Jack Kennedy 
did in 1960, and Richard Nixon did in 1968. It is, in 
fact, the way most successful races are run 
against incumbent candidates or parties. 
Reagan could protect himself from further in¬ 
jury on the “inaccuracy” front by adopting such 
a posture as his own.

Winchester residents opposing the 
development feel the town would be 
better off financially if it bought the 
approximate ll-acre site for con¬ 
servation use, as proposed in Warrant 
Article 21. 

Maggie Howard of Citizens for 
Winchester Conservation, says that 
assuming the land could be bought for 
$3302,000, what the developer paid in 
1979, and assuming 50 percent state 
funding, as has been granted for adjacent 
land in Lexington, Winchester’s tax¬ 
payers would have to foot about $150,000. 

She says that a combination of two- 
year temporary funding and 10-year 
bonding would mean an 18 cents tax rate 
increase for 1980-81, 12 cents for 1981-82 
and 1982-83, and 8 cents for 1983-84 
through 1992-93. 

The average tax increase with the 18- 
cents rate hike would be $5.40 per home; 
with the Scents rate hike the impact 
would be an average of $2.40 per home. 

To develop duplex homes on the 
property would cost the town even more 
she said unless the - duplexes had a 
market value of $216,000, which would 
allow the town to break even. 

Assuming a market price of $100,000 
per duplex, Howard said, taxes from the 
proposed houses would bring in $133,293. 
That would mean a shortfall of $41,451, by 
her calculations, assuming school and 
non-school costs of $174,744. 

She thus concluded that although 
building houses would bring in more 
revenues, they would cost the town more 
than they would bring in. 

Finance Committee Chairman Bob 
Frank, however, said Howard’s 
assumption the land could be bought at 
the same price as in 1979 was faulty. The 
developer bought the land to make a 
profit, Frank said, and he could be ex¬ 
pected to offer a higher price now than 
$302,000. 

Frank also said that DEQE 
requirements that the development not 
impede drainage in the area made 
flooding charges unpersuasive. 

He said if the town was going to 
purchase property, the town should 
consider some of the least expensive of 
the 27 parcels for conservation use. 

Buying the entire site would be 
relatively expensive, said Frank, 
although he said he didn’t know the cost.

special activities program for the fall 
and winter school year, the pre-school 
kindergarten through second grade day 
camp program, and the reinstatement of 
$400 for the Memorial Day Parade. 

Cereghino said Tuesday, when asked 
to comment on the defeated amendment, 
there were both positive and negative 
aspects to the final vote. He feels en¬ 
couraged that there were over 50 votes in 
support of the amendment which, 
“demonstrates to me there is some in¬ 
terest and support for expanding leisure 
services in the community.” 

However, the negative aspect 
Cereghino sees is "the fact that the 
majority of Town Meeting members 
don’t understand the Recreation Dept, 
budget at all. There's not enough in¬ 
formation presented to them.” Cereghino 
also said that services to these age 
groups has been obliterated and “there’s 
a certain element within the community 
that doesn't want the department ex¬ 
panding.” 

Substituting programs within the 
department, Cereghino said, could 
provide some of these targeted 
programs. However, One of the major 
factors in determining programs is how 
to get the most mileage per dollar. It’s a 
double edged sword, he said, to offer a 
balanced program and still get as much 
as possible out of the tax dollar.

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‘Menagerie’ Hits Close To Home

“The Glass Menagerie” by Tennessee 
Williams is not a comedy. It is not a 
happy play and yet it touches home base. 
The characters are real; they are true to 
life. They hurt and amuse you. It is not a 
funny play and yet there are moments of 
laughter. 

An excellent production of this drama 
is being presented by the Unitarian 
Players of Winchester in Metcalf Hall of 
the Unitarian Church. It will be repeated 
this Friday and Saturday evenings at 
8:15. 

If you enjoy theater and have 
discovered that the price of tickets for 
legitimate theater in Boston is excessive 
then you may have come to the con¬ 
clusion that many community groups in 
the Greater Boston area are doing fine 
work and presenting current and popular 
plays. 

The Players in Winchester are doing a 
first rate job with this four-character 
play dealing with a possessive over¬ 
directive mother, her rebellious son and 
her extremely shy and handicapped 
daughter, both of whom she manages to 
maneuver and to instruct even after they 
have become mature individuals. 

William’s dialogue is natural and 
sensitive. One cannot help but identify in 
certain ways with the life style of the 
family and of the fourth character of the 
play, a young man brought home as a 
prospective suitor for his sister. The 
scene between the withdrawn young lady 
and the outgoing visitor provides food for 
thought as well as a tug at the heart 
strings. Lisa Foley as the daughter, 


Laura, who lives in a world of little glass 
animals, is convincing and appealing. 

She never steps, or even limps, out of 
character for a moment. Watching her 
depression dissolve under the guidance 
of the young man is a poignant scene in 
the play. Phil Alibrandi as the gentleman 
caller brings a strong and convincing 
character to life, He handles the role with 
finesse. 

As the son, Tom, Paul Matteo com¬ 
mands attention on his first entrance in 
his secondary role as the narrator of the 
play. His voice, his bearing, his sincerity 
his tenderness and his anger are brought 
to the front with skill. As Amanda, the 
mother, Shirley Puffer, a longtime local

Four parents, representing an ap¬ 
proximately 20-member audience of 
parents and teachers, spoke at the School 
Committee meeting Tuesday night to 
register their concerns with the ter¬ 
mination proceedures used in notifying 
10 tenured staff their positions will be 
affected by declining enrollment. 

Dan Sereika, a Muraco parent, 
stressed that teachers should be treated 
humanely and that “utmost care” has to 
be taken in this area. “Losing a job is a 
traumatic, difficult time.” 

It has come to our attention, Sereika 
said, that the proceedure was done by 
mail during the course of the school day. 
Sereika said notification should have 
been done after school or on a Friday “so 
that the shock could have been absorbed 
in the privacy of the home.” He said it 
was also puzzling as to why principals 
weren’t notified and weren't participants 
in the process. 

Jolm Herlihy said that the problems of 
RIFing (reduction in force) which had 
been felt last year were not addressed 
this year, and that the notification 
proceedure was done “callously.” The 
RIF process should be re-evaluated, he 
said. 

Herlihy also wondered who makes the 
final decisions on RIFing, the amount of 
weight given to each criterion, and 
whether or not this was based on in- 
divudua) performance or a cumulative 
effect. 

Agnes Connolly said the problems of 
RIFing are many. She wanted to know 
about the standardization of evaluation 
proceedures and wondered why there 
had not been a forum provided where 
administrators and principals could get 
together. Connoly said that principals 
learned about RIFing from subordinates. 
When it comes to RIFing, she said, 
"what’s good for the teachers is good for 
the kids.” 

Francis Shaw said he was concerned 
for students of affected teachers and the 
fact that a bad morale problem could 
result. 

Thomas Duvieau, who was one of the 
l(i affected staff, said the “consensus 
around town is that teachers would like to 
be notified by their building principal.” 
Duvieau said he has the distinction of 


being RIFed five out of his six-year 
teaching career. When asked last year 
why he was placed on the RIF list, in 
order that he could work on those areas 
this year, he said he was not told. 

Supt. of Schools William MacDonald 
said a decision was made to ask affected 
staff to come to the central office since it 
was felt it would be easier to tell them 
there. The first telephone call was sent to 
teachers, asking them to come to the 
office after school. The second call was to 
notify either the principal or immediate 
supervisor. Those teachers who asked to 
come down to the office during the day 
were discouraged from doing so, and did 
so at their own risk. 

In response to Herlihy’s question, 
MacDonald said that it is the School 
Committee that makes the ultimate 
decision, but it is based on his recom¬ 
mendations. MacDonald also pointed out 
that the administration is bound by 
contractual language in areas such as 
staff evaluations. 

Roger Bauman pointed out that a staff 
member placed on the RIF list does not 
necessarily mean dismissal. 

School Committee Chairman 
Catherine Alexander, as well as Mac¬ 
donald and several other members, 
pointed out that this is an example of 
previous Committee reaks remarks on 
the difficulties of RIFing as a factor of 
declining enrollment.

Parents Protest School’s 
Teacher Notification Procedure 


The Board of Selectmen voted its 
unanimous support Tuesday night for 
construction of 18 units of senior citizen 
housing by McNeil Associates on the 
Noonan School site. In light of “11th- 
hour” proposals for the re-use of 
Washington and Parkhurst Schools, the 
Board deferred decisions on re-use of 
those sites. 

Charles Tseckares, chairman of the 
Planning Board and School Re-Use 
Committee, told Selectmen that after 
extensive evaluation the committee had 
recommended McNeil Associates of 
Norwood because of McNeil’s superior 
management and in-house construction 
capability. 

While the committee’s second choice, 
Crowninshield Corporation of Peabody, 
measured up to McNeil in financial 
stability, proposals for rent, parking 
space and architectural design, 
Tseckares termed McNeil's 
management “of a higher order,” and 
said McNeil's in-house construction team 
would allow the firm greater control over 
costs than Crowninshield would have. 

He said McNeil would apply for state 
and federal funding for the project and 
that the firm would seek approval for 
Section 8 units, which would permit rents 
set by market value to be reduced 
depending on a2 tenant’s income. 

According to Tseckares, McNeil’s 
building would house 18 units, including 
12 one-bedroom apartments and six two- 
bedroom apartments. 

He said he thought the project “would

Town Meeting members will decide 
Monday night whether or not to fund the 
mini-bus program for the fiscal 1981 
budget, based on information obtained 
from tomorrow's MBTA Advisory Board 
meeting, as to whether “T” funding will 
be available next year. 

However, if there is no MBTA 
reimbursement forthcoming, the 
Finance Committee said last Thursday 
night they will recommend the transit 
bus program be cut. 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
Frank told Town Meeting members last 
week that “our best information is that 
there is not likely to be any MBTA 
reimbursement at all." Frank said 
Tuesday that if it is apparent MBTA 
funds will be available next year, the 
Finance Committee may change its 
recommendation. 

Frank said last week that there are 
two elements driving the cost of the 
MBTA mini-bus system: private con¬ 
tracts and the amount of MBTA reim¬ 
bursement. The cost of the program, 
Frank said, is too high in relation to the 
number of riders. If there is no MBTA 
reimbursement, the cost of running the 
program during the last 13-month period 
would have skyrocketed from $57,900 to 
$147,000. 

The transportation budget, which 
provides for the mini-bus system, 
amounts to $157,693. Of this, $4,251 would 
be appropriated in personal services for 
the Recreation Director's salary. 
Regardless of whether the mini-bus 
program is approved next year, Frank 
says the monies for the Director’s salary 
will be funded. 

The Recreation Director’s salary is 
now split between the Recreation 
Department (80 percent) and the 
Transportation Budget (20 percent) since 
Director Kenneth Cereghino spends 
approximately 20 percent of his time on 
the mini-bus program. An amendment by 
the Board of Selectmen to put the 
Director’s salary entirely in the 
Recreation Department budget had been 
defeated. 

State Rep. Sherman W. Saltinarsh Jr., 
who is Winchester's representative to the 
MBTA Advisory Board and also a Town 
Meeting member, suidat last Thursday's 
session that if the MBTA Advisory Board 
doesn’t approve a supplemental budget 
request from "T” Chairman Robert 
Foster, there most likely will be cuts in 
MBTA sponsored programs.

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18 Open Enrollments Ok’d 


Of 49 requests to attend Winchester 
elementary schools next year under the 
school department's open enrollment 
policy, 18 were approved, and all of them 
were granted for students to attend 
Muraco School in September. 

Eighteen requests for students to 
attend Muraco were granted due to a 
School Committee vote in December that 
absolute preference be awarded to 
students in that geographical location, 
Supt. of Schools William MacDonald told 
the School Committee Tuesday night. 

Requests were also submitted to the 
following schools: Ambrose, six 
requests, all denied; Lincoln, three 
requests, all denied under the open 
enrollment policy; Lynch, two requests, 
both denied; Mystic, one request, which 
was denied; and Vinson-Owen, seven 
requests, all denied. 

MacDonald said that two of the three 
requests to attend Lincoln School next 
year were approved but not under the 
open enrollment policy. One request 
stems from a special education student 
who lived in the area but had been at¬ 
tending another school. The other ap¬ 
proved request was from a student whose 
family will be moving out of the area. 
But, since the student will be a sixth 
grader next year, the request was ap¬ 
proved under school policy to allow the 
student to stay. 

The request for Mystic School was 
denied since it would involve additional 
staffing. The seven Vinson-Owen 


requests were also denied.since there 
were no openings at the requested grade 
levels. 

MacDonald said that open enrollment 
was “much more complicated this year 
than last," however, the department 
may soon be reaching a point where open 
enrollment may phase out naturally. 
Open enrollment is based on the 
requirement that no additional staffing 
will be needed. To date, MacDonald said, 
the department has staffed to one-tenth 
of a teacher. 

The next step will be to notify prin¬ 
cipals of the numbers of principals of 
people who have opted for open 
enrollment. He noted that the majority of 
places granted are to kindergarten and 
first grade pupils.

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Civilian.Dispatcher Approved 
For Public Safety Budget 


The Public Safety budget, which in¬ 
cludes the police and fire department , 
passed Town Meeting last Thursday 
night with little debate. 

An amendment by the Board of 
Selectmen to add $11,000 to the personal 
services account of the law enforcement 
budget, which would restore funds for a 
second civilian dispatcher, was also 
approved. The amendment, which in¬ 
creased the budget from $1,177,003 to 
$1,188,003, received favorable support 
from the Finance Committee. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Wade 
Welch, in recommending the amend¬ 
ment, said the programs last year 
dropped two patrolmen and added one 
dispatcher. This year the program was to 
have added an additional dispatcher. 

He said there are certain social and 
governmental advantages to having a 
central dispatcher. Without one, there 
would only be a false savings, and he 
noted that this was part of a long range 
communications consolidation plan. 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
Frank, saying that although the FinCom 
supported the amendment, noted that it’s 
very difficult to know the correct level at 
which to fund departments like police, 
fire and public works. He said this is a 
"rather abstract concept" and hoped 
that the FinCom and Selectmen will look 
at department staffing during the coming 
year. 

Police Chief John McHugh said he

cher would free up a patrolman for street 
patrol. 

Town Meeting members then 
questioned McHugh as to why the school 
crossing guard account was increased 
this year and why the total police budget 
was up five percent from last year. Last 
year's police budget was approved at 
$1,117,149 against this year’s $1,188,003. 

Groux said crossing guards were 
increased for next year due to the con¬ 
solidation of three elementary schools 
and subsequently altered traffic-walking 
patterns. McHugh said the police budget 
increase was for four additional 
automobiles ($7,000 each), increases in 
gas and energy prices, and the 
placement of the dog control directly 
under the police department. 

The Fire Department budget, which 
increased this year from $1,058,540 to 
$1,092,365 was approved by Town 
Meeting members with no discussion. 

Other public safety programs which 
were approved include: code en¬ 
forcement, $77,848; consumer protection, 
$2,584; and civil defense, $8,684. 

Board of Health 

The Board of Health budget was 
approved at $93,546, against the 
recommended $94,146. This reduction of 
$600 was made at the suggestion of 
FinCom Chairman Robert Frank to 
adjust salaries because of a recent 
change in directors. 

Selectman Michael Saraco had 
resigned as Director of Public Health 
shortly after he was elected to the Board 
of Selectmen. 

Saraco, who spoke in favor of the 
budget since, as he noted, there were no 
Board of Health members present, 
recommended against the $600 cut. 
Saraco said he prepared the budget, and 
didn’t include a July 1 pay raise. A salary 
reduction he felt would lower the quality 
of applicants applying for the position. 

The 1980 Board of Health budget in 
1980 was $91,654. 

Other Budgets 

Other budgets approved last Thur¬ 
sday totaled $74,552. They include: 
veteran’s benefits administration, 
$21,064; veteran’s assistance, $18,000; 
CETA, $600; and Council on Aging, 
$34,888.

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A previous request from Supt. of 
Schools William MacDonald that 
Parkhurst Principal Andrew Allen be 
relieved of his parttime teaching duties 
for the last to days of this academic year 
was approved this week by the School 
Committee. 

However, approval was not voted 
until there was some discussion as to 
whether or not there will be sufficient 
time for Allen to accomplish all that is 
necessary to ensure a smooth transition. 

Next year Allen will be the principal 
of Lynch elementary school under the 
consolidation program. The approval to 
relieve him of his teaching duties was to 
allow him to meet with parents and staff 
as needed. A substitute would be em¬ 
ployed during those 10 days to cover 
Allen’s absence from the classroom. 

Constance Papas said that it is ex¬ 
tremely important that Lynch be allowed 
to open in the best possible light under 
the best possible programs in September. 
She said she was concerned there was not 
enough time when school closes in June 
to allow staff to get together and for both 
students and teachers to "know who will 
function where." 

"It has to be done right, and it has to 
start working well on day one," she said. 
"We can’t do a crash course on Lynch. I 
want to know when the staff is going to 
get together between the close of school 
in June and the opening of school in 
September to discuss this." Papas said 
she didn't want to come to a School 
Committee meeting in September and 
find that there had been chaos at Lynch. 

School Committee Chairman 
Catherine Alexander said she was sorry 
Papas had the misunderstan ding Lynch 
would be “shortchanged," and suggested 
that Aen present an Update to the 
Committee in June. 

MacDonald, after hearing the con¬ 
cerns voiced by Noonan School parent 
Marie Landry on Lynch staffing next 
year, said he will discuss orientation 
programs with Allen. 

Math Courses 

Junior high school students who, after 
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a parent-teacher review, request 
placement in an advanced math class 
may be able to try it starting in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Rather than play a "catch-up” effort 
for students who were not recommended 
by teachers to be placed in these ad¬ 
vanced math classes, but who request 
placement there after a review, will be 
placed there in the beginning of the term. 

If a student is then having a difficult 
time keeping up with the class, it may be 
suggested that the student be placed in 
another class. 

This change in policy was due to an 
earlier School Committee discussion with 
math department director Jack Waite as 
to whether students should first be given 
an opportunity to prove themselves in the 
higher course or whether they can be 
placed there only after proven per¬ 
formance. 

Waite had contended that it was 
generally found to be more beneficial if a 
student was placed in a lower class and 
then had a goal to work town toward. 
School Committee members felt that it 
was easier for a student to drop down 
from the higher level than to have to 
“catch up,” and also that it was better 
for a student to be initially given the 
oportunity to prove their capabilities. 

Carriage House 

MacDonald said the Committee 
should be aware that the Archival Center 
may be the only tenant in the Carriage 
House adjoining Sanborn House next 
year. 

There is a 50-50 chance that the SEEM 
program will continue to rent space for 
an additional year, however, there is also 
a possibility the program will re-locate to 
North Reading. The bilding also serves 
as a maintenance department for the 
Public Works Department. 

Marjorie Estridge of the Historical 
Commission said the Commission would 
be willing to work with Committee 
members on determining the future use 
of the building. However, it was pointed 
out that the building is within the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen — 
not the School Committee. 


The Title I program was approved for 
next year. 

Summer Workshops 

The Committee received from Asst. 
Supt. Walter Gleason a summary of 
summer staff workshops, the total ex¬ 
penditure of which is figured at $23,875. 

All programs are calculated at a total 
of 75 staff working hours. The workshops 
are in the following areas: gifted and 
talented, English, science, alcohol and 
drug education, business education, 
math, physical education, social studies 
and foreign language. 

After a somewhat nebulous 
discussion, which Papas said occurs 
annually, she said she wanted to know 
specifically which workshops are most 
crucial. 

Gleason then countered by saying that 
he could answer which ones he thinks are 
most crucial but that, “different things 
are important to different people.” 

John Duffy said that the evaluation of 
programs should be built into the 
curricula and should not be funded as a 
separate item to be studied during the 
summer. Tabulations of already com¬ 
pleted reports were not necessary, he 
said.

On May 28 the Winchester 
Multiculutral Program will sponsor a 
“Race Relations: Strategies For The 
80s" workshop as a way of tying together 
the various compnents and efforts of the 
multicultural program during the last 
year. 

The workshop, according to 
Multicultural Specialist Lee Behnke, 
should provide a "good finish to the 
multicultural programs in Winchester 
and also provide the sponsoring com¬ 
mittees with a unified program.” To date 
several local real estate agencies, 
members of the Chamber of Commerce, 
churches, schools, town government 
officials and service organizations have 
expressed a positive interest in at¬ 
tending. 

The program, which will be held in the 
Town Hall Auditorium from 9 a.m. - 
noon, will feature three parts. A 20- 
minute film entitled “Bill Cosby On 
Prejudice" will air the comedian's 
houmorous opinions on every con¬ 
ceivable prejudice. 

A Winchester High School graduating 
senior, Jose Rios, will give an overview 
of what it’s like to be a minority student 
in Winchester. Rios has been an ABC (A 
Better Chance) student here. 

Conference members will then break 
into small groups to “think about what 
we can do an as individuals and groups to 
foster a positive environment and make 
Winchester less of an alien world for 
newcomers,” Behnke said. She calls this 
a symbolic gesture, “but one should 
never discount the importance of sym¬ 
bolic gestures.” 

In assessing the multicultural 
program, which has been in existence 
just under a year, Behnke says there are 
many strengths and weaknesses to the 
program. 

One of the strengths, she says, is that 
the impetus for the programs has come 
from all over the school system and from 
all levels of staff. She has attempted to 
make the program responsive to the 
already established programs, trying to 
make it an intrinsic part of the 
curriculum and not a burden. . 


Some of the programs which were 
accomplished this year include a Marlin 
Luther King Assembly Program, Black 
History Week, a training program for 
fourth graders, working with Town 
Archivist Susan Keats on local history, 
an Intenrational Fair at the high school, 
and revising the seventh grade African 
studies program. The overwhelming 
response in the appeal for English tutors 



for the Vietnamese Tran family, and the 
fact that 336 students signed an in¬ 
terracial covenant in one week she also 
sees as positive steps. 

The program's weaknesses, Behnke 
says, are the flip side of its strengths. The 
programs still have not touched marly 
people, and there is a lack of uniformity 
in the resources provided by the school 
system. She hopes that next year there 
will be more multiculutral programs on a 
more programmatic level, and ad¬ 
ditional parental and minority population 
participation. 

Behnke says she’ll have to “turn my 
mind inside out" to come up with 
programs to accomplish these goals. 
More Black choirs and special talks are 
two possibilities. 

Members of the steering committee 
planning the workshop , include Behnke, 
Burbara Yainane, Diane Boetcher, Jean 
Amico, Rev. David Purdy, Rev. Walter 
Davis, Father George Dufor, Maureen 
Boulanger and Evander French.

German teacher, they chose the motto, 
"Nachmachen dem Knaben," which 
means "to imitate the boys." 

From the first letters of these two 
words come the German letters N-K, or 
EKa.

Education Budget Approved 


Town Meeting last week approved the 
approximately $9 million school 
department budget, and this week ap¬ 
proved funding for the Northeast 
Regional Vocational School. 

In her opening remarks School 
Committee Chairman Catherine 
Alexander said that despite ongoing staff 
negotiations, it is expected that the 
budget will be under the state mandated 
four percent cap. One single factor, 
however, of why the budget is still not 
lower is due to escalating energy costs. 

Projected energy expenditures, 
Alexander said, are not affected by 
declining enrollment although closing 
three schools next year is expected to 
save the town in excess of $300,000 in 1981 
energy costs. 

Alexander said there are no easy 
steps to solving the problem of energy 
costs, however, energy conservation 
steps have been implemented. Discon¬ 
necting energy consuming devices and 
keeping energy consumption records 
over a four-year period she cited as two 
examples. 

Alexander also noted that staffing 
throughout the system next year, due to a 
decreasing student population of six 
percent, is very tight. "We demand an 
increasing quality of education while

Due to the consolidation next year of 
two junior high schools, the number of 
athletic coaches employed will be 
reduced by to. However, Alexander 
pointed out that ninth graders will be 
included in all sports next year and the 
lower budget balance is due to the 
Thanksgiving Day football game being 
played in Woburn. 

The school lunch program, which is 
close to being self-supporting, is another 
example of "how painful school closing 
can lie when many workers will have to 
be let go." 

In presenting the budget to Town 
Meeting members, which included a 
FinCom approved energy additonal 
energy budget of $98,000, Alexander 
concluded, "It's a budget we're com¬ 
fortable to present to you." 

Town Meeting member Sally Kincaid 
wondered about whether enough had 
been budgeted for educational supplies 
when there had been a reduction in the 
supplies account. 

Alexander said, that although cuts 
have been made, she is confident the 
department will be able to provide all 
necessary student supplies. 

On a question from another Town 
Meeting member as lo the appropriation 
for band Uniforms next year, Alexander 
pointed out that although the initial 
request from the department was in¬ 
cluded, and “it was a program we all felt 
was worthwhile," the best that could be 
made was to allocate $10,000. 

The general education account, which 
was amended to include the $98,000 
energy cost request, was approved at 
$9,330,717. Other programs within the 
school budget are as follows: athletics, 
$211, $200,480; school lunch, $79,075; 
schools-community, $5,000; summer 
school, $11,741; community programs, 
$3,400; and Northeast Regional 
Vocational School, $3,400. 


Approval of the Vocational School 
budget component of the school depart¬ 
ment’s budget was taken at Monday 
night's Town Meeting session when voke 
school representative Gerard P. 
Donahoe could be present. 

Donahoe outlined to Town Meeting 
members programs available at the 
vocational school, and the extent of 
Winchester’s student participation and 
budgetary obligations. 

In the fiscal 1979-80 school year,

Winchester’s assessment totaled 
$160,944.58. This year’s assessment 
figures at $173,187.16. Despite a newly 
adopted assessing formula, whereby 
payments are based on a town’s par¬ 
ticipation in the school, the $12,243.16 
increase is due to increases in 
enrollment, transportation, salary and 
energy increases. 

Donahoe said the Northeast budget 
was “a fair one.” Although Winchester 
didn’t fill its quota of students, of the 16 
students who applied all were accepted. 

Town Meeting member Alice Mirak. 
who said she was glad to see a fairer 
assessing formula had been adopted, 
wondered whether or not there had been 
any new effort to fill the Winchester 
vacancies. < If Winchester doesn't fill the 
number of seats allotted for the town, 
vacancies are given lo other com¬ 
munities). 

Several Town Meeting members 
expressed concern that the programs 
available at the voke school are not given 
enough publicity by Winchester guidance 
counselors and that “every effort should 
be made for kids in town to be able to 
go.” Vincent Carroll of Precinct 2, said 
the responsibility lies on the guidance 
counselors that these spots are not being 
filled. 

Alexander said the "School Com¬ 
mittee does make every effort to com¬ 
municate what's available." Donahoe 
said Winchester’s assessment is based 
only on the seats it fills.

Officials Speak On Vocational 
School Participation 


Remarks by Town Meeting members 
Monday night as to whether or not the 
school guidance department is 
adequately ‘‘selling’’ Winchester’s 
partiepation in the Northeast Regional 
Vocational School, prompted school 
officials Tuesday to note that the School 
department is doing its part. 

Supt. of Schools William MacDonald 
said Tuesday “there is an unfortunate 
impression that our guidance counselors 
are not doing their job.” The biggest 
problem, MacDonald sees, is that the 
vast majority of parents who locate in 
Winchester do so in order to send their 
children through the Winchester Public 
Schools. 

He noted that there is an annual 
presentation by the Vocational School 
Director to eighth grade students on the 
voke school’s program offerings. 
However, MacDonald said, only 60-70 
students sign up. 

This is then followed up by the 
guidance department outlining to 
students the programs available, and an

The Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously Tuesday night to lift the 
town’s month-and-a-half-old water ban at 
the recommendation of Operations 
Manager Richard Warrington of the 
DPW Water and Sewer Division. 

“The town really came through,, 
Warrington said, noting that wet weather 
and public compliance with conservation 
rules had allowed water in the town's 
reservoirs to rise enough to halt the ban. 

The ban, which went into effect in 
early April, prohibited residents from 
sprinkling lawns, filling pools or using 
hose water to wash cars. 

He said Spot Pond, which had been 
drained to lay down pipes, was refilling. 
The pumping of water from Spot Pond 
into Middle Reservoir had resumed two 
weeks ago, he said. 

He added that the town’s reservoirs 
were now about one-third full and rising. 

He noted, however, that residents 
would be asked to continue conserving 
water. 


annual open house The open house is 
held at the voke school in February, to 
which the Winchester school department 
provides transportation. 

MacDonald did say that many times 
students have been encouraged for 
various reasons to think about attending 
the voke school. He said that more could 
be done in this area, although the 
question is whether or not it should be 
done. 

School Committee member Constance 
Papas said that in her opinion the voke 
school doesn't extend the enthusiasm and 
interest in attracting Winchester 
students for two reasons: socio-economic 
interests of Winchester, and because 
“Winchester is not one of the powers that 
be over there." 

Winchester should both exert itself 
more and “have them sell their school. 
Parents and students in Winchester 
would both benefit.” 

Newly elected member John Duffy 
said that voke school publicity over the 
last few years has been essentially 
negative. If facilites have been promised 
and they're not being delivered, Duffy 
said, this should be brought out. 

One parental member of the Com¬ 
munity Schools Association said that 
after hiking a trip to the voke school last 
year, she was impressed with the 
facilities, however, sensed the basis for 
Papas's remarks from school in¬ 
structors. 

MacDonald said, “Let us not be 
swayed by outside impressions. We have 
to be assured we’re getting services, and 
we need both sides of the picture."

The Belmont MusiL 
School Advanced Vocal

The program will include 
songs by Mendelssohn, 
Schumann, Mozart and 
Gilbert and Sullivan. ’ 
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The House "Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local Represen¬ 
tatives’ votes on three key Issues 
from last week’s session. 

This week, the House con¬ 
sidered and defeated two tax- 
related initiative petitions — one 
sponsored by the Mass. Teachers 
Association, the other by 
Citizens for Limited Taxation. 

Last year each group 
collected the 60,000 signatures to 
bring Its proposal before the 
Legislature, and now will at¬ 
tempt to gather an additional 
10,000 signatures by June 18 to 
get the proposals on the ballot for 
voter consideration In 
November. One of the reasons 
the Legislature defeated the two 
measures Is because it will 
shortly be considering its own 
tax-cutting proposal. 

Limit Taxes (H 5881) — 

House rejected 147-2, an 
Initiative petition, sponsored by 
the Mass. Teachers Association, 
to limit future increases in state 
and local taxes, to a propor¬ 
tionate growth In the personal 
income of the state’s citizens. 
The measure also requires the 
state to gradually increase its 
share of aid for local education to 
50 percent by 1984. 

Supporters argued the 
measure would provide 
necessary relief by limiting 
increases in state and local 
taxes. They noted it reduces the 
reliance on the unfair property 
tax to support schools. 
Opponents said the proposal was 
not the best one available, and 
urged the House to wait for in¬ 
troduction of its own tax-cutting 
alternative which will be con¬ 
sidered shortly. 

State Rep. Sherman W. 
Saltmarsh voted against the 
petition. 

Prop 2 1-2, etc. (H 5933) - 
House rejected 146-5, an 
initiative peition, sponsored by 
Citizens for Limited Taxation, 
reducing property taxes to 2.5 
percent of their fair market 
value, but allowing voters to 
raise the percentage by a two- 
thirds vote in a general election. 

The measure also prohibits 
the state from mandating 
programs that cost money on 
cities and towns, unless the state 
picks up the tab. Other 
provisions modify fiscal 
autonomy of school committees, 
repeal binding arbitration for 
police and firefighters, reduce 
the excise tax from $66 to $25 per 
thousand, and allow a state in¬ 
come tax deduction for renters 
equal to one-half the rent. 

Supporters argued the 
proposal was a comprehensive 
one which will drastically cut 
taxes and help the overburdened 
taxpayer. Some opponents said 
the measure was too drastic and 
would result in a cut in essential 
services. Many took issue with 
one or more of the individual 
provisions of the bill. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
petition. 

Solar Cinergy (H 5791) — 
House approved 83-67, a bill 
giving the DPU the power to 
regulate the involvement of 
privately owned public utilities 
in solar energy development. 

The measure requires am 
electric or gas corporation to get 
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permission from the DPU before 
it can manufacture, lease, sell or 
control any solar energy system. 
Under the provisions, the DPU 
can grant the authority if it finds 
the program will not restrict 
competition in the field. 

Supporters argued the bill 
would maintain, protect, and 
foster competition in the solar 
energy field, thus helping small 
businesses and preventing large 
companies from monopolizing 
the field, as they have done with 
other energy resources. 

Opponents labelled the bill 
anti-business and said it was a 
.back-door approach to require 
the major companies to divest 
themselves of any interest in 
solar energy. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
bill. 

Pay Raise (H 6220) — Senate 
refused, 23-16, to reconsider its 
earlier defeat of an order 
requesting the Ways and Means 
Committee to discharge the 
House-passed bill hiking 
legislators' salaries. 

Supporters argued the 
committee has had the bill long 
enough, and said it is time to put 
the bill to a vote so voters will 
know where their Senators 
stand. Opponents said the 
committee is working on several 
bills, and should not be forced to 
discharge any until it has 
completed reviewing them. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondi voted 
against discharge. 

Real Estate (S 475) — Senate 
rejected 28-4, a bill requiring 
certain disclosures by real estate 
brokers to the purchasing 
parties in a residential real 
estate transaction. 

Under the bill, a broker must 
tell the purchaser he should 
consider hiring a lawyer, as well 
as inform him that an "offer to 
purchase” and "purchase and 
sales” agreement can be legally 
binding. The broker must also 
inform the purchaser that the 
broker is working for and being 
paid a commission by the seller. 

Supporters argued the bill 
would help the consumer protect 
his interests by requiring these 
disclosures and urging the hiring 
a lawyer. Opponents said the bill 
was unnecessary and another 
example of government in¬ 
terfering with business. Others 
said the measure was special 
interest legislation designed to 
encourage people to hire and pay 
lawyers. 

Rotondi voted in favor of the 
bill. 

Financial Reports (S 1528) — 
Senate rejected 27-10, a bill 
requiring the Governor, when he 
submits his annual budget, to 
submit to the Legislature a two- 
year budget estimate. 

The budget would Include 
estimated appropriations and 
revenue, as well as a summary 
of new programs and their cost. 

Supporters argued the bill 
would increase public interest in 
the budget and help the 
legislature prepare for the 
future. Opponents said the 
estimates would be hard to 
compile, particularly when there 
is a change in administrations. 

Rotondi voted against the bill.

After careful thought and 
retrospective view of my teaching career 
in the Town of Winchester, I have 
decided to resign my teaching position as 
an elementary teacher as of June 20. 

I feel that 1 owe you, my students and 
your parents an explanation of my ac¬ 
tions. 

1. The current school environment 
according to my observations of the riff 
process this year, has caused decisions to 
made not always in the interest of the 
students of Winchester. As a result no 
longer do 1 feel that I can do the job that I 
expect of myself as a teacher of art. 

2. I believe that the move back to the 
basics will leave children in all com¬ 
munities with cognitive skills but deprive 
them of creative opportunities that 
combine both cognition and expression. 
This was the major reason that I entered 
education. I believe in giving your 
children the creative environment 
necessary for the transition from 
childhood to adulthood. 

3. It is time for me to explore my own 
work and expression in the field of Art. 

I want to thank my students aand 
fellow staff members for an experience 
that I always will remember.

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be one of a community’s most valuable 
assets, a modern hospital, 1 am very 
concerned over recent statements about 
the hospital made by a small group of 
Winchester residents and by certain town 
officials. 

Winchester Hospital is not new to this 
community — our role as a neighbor did 
not begin a mere two or three years ago. 
For 68 years, the hospital has often 
meant the difference between life and 
death to countless thousands of Win¬ 
chester residents and to the residents of 
the surrounding towns. Our sole reason 
for existence is to be ready, 24 hours a 
day, 365 days a year with a trained staff, 
the latest medical equipment and the 
expertise to handle the emergencies of 
your child’s broken leg, your wife's 2 
a.m. delivery of her baby, your teenage 
son’s car crash injuries, your husband's 
or your father’s middle-of-the-night heart 
attack. 

We cannot, however, handle these 
emergencies or even our less-dramatic 
services, under the complete cover of 
silence and darkness. The quiet of your 
neighborhood may be pierced by the 
siren on the ambulance and there will be 
the normal noise of traffic coming and 
going to and from the hospital. In order to 
do our job, we need employees — hun¬ 
dreds of employees — and employees 
need cars to get to work, as do patients 
and visitors, to reach the hospital; and 
cars can mean congestion, inconvenience 
and some level of noise to our neighbors. 

We are acutely aware that this is a 
problem and one that we are constantly 
trying to solve, although we recognize 
that we can never totally eliminate this 
facet of American day-to-day living. 

In an effort to alleviate the car¬ 
parking problem, we were prepared 
several years ago to build at very sub¬ 
stantial expense a multi-story garage, 
but were denied the required certificate 
of need by the Public Health Council. We 
have recently completed a new parking - 
lot on land adjacent to the hospital, 
where the garage was to have been. 

This parking lot has been tastefully 
landscaped and lighted, and 1 would 
challenge anyone to find a more at 
tractive-looking parking lot anywhere in 
the Commonwealth. Parking lots are 
never delights to the eye. However, this 
parking lot is just another example of 
Winchester Hospital’s responsibility as a 
good neighbor and meets the standards 
of attractiveness which we have sought 
to maintain, not only for the interior of 
the hospital, but for the exterior grounds 
as well. 

There are few hospitals in the state 
that have as attractive, neatly-kept 
grounds. 

Excluding the construction of an 
electrical distribution room, the hospital 
has made no major construction im¬ 
provements in almost 20 years. Yet, 
there has beea p .^u R) cver-increasiq^ 
deffand daring-Jthat wme-perjadr by 
Winchester residents and the residents of 
our surrounding towns not only din our in¬ 
patient facilities but primarily on our 
out-patient facilities. 

We see constantly increasing activity 
in our emergency room, in our X-ray 
department, in our lab and in other an¬ 
cillary services; and we have to face the 
incontrovertible fact that we cannot 
continue indefinitely to meet the 
demands of the 1980s with facilities 
designed for the 1960s, especially with the 
changes in health-care delivery that 
people expect the hospital to make. 

If we fail to meet the needs of our 
medical staff and of our area residents, 
we will soon find that those very people 
who now look to us for their health-care 
needs will look elsewhere. We must 
inevitably plan for improvement, in¬ 
troducing new services and developing 
and implementing new programs and 
expanded facilities if we are to continue 
to be a viable community hospital in this 
community. 

We can no longer delay in addressing 
several physical plant needs which, if left 
unmet, could affect the ability of the staff 
to provide top-quality health care. 
Continuation of a high level of service 
will necessitate major construction if the 
present physical plant is to be moder¬ 
nized. 

As one solution to the problem, we 
have undertaken professionally-ussisted 


studies with Choate and Symmes 
hospitals to see if a combined new facility 
on a new site would be economically 
feasible and produce better health care 
at lower long-term cost. Accordingly, 
while still trying to explore that 
possibility to the end, we feel compelled 
simultaneously to develop plans which 
would meet the most urgent needs on our 
own present site. 

To do less would be irresponsible. 
During the period in which it looked as 
though it might prove feasible to merge 
and build a new combined hospital in a 
new location, town officials, many 
patients and generous financial sup¬ 
porters expressed dismay, and urged us 
to remain Winchester Hospital, in 
Winchester. But, now that it appears that 
we may be forced to attempt to meet our 
needs right where we are, it is not sur¬ 
prising but it is disappointing that an 
equally sincere and even more vocal but 
smaller group expressed equal dismay. 

Evidence that we have already 
outgrown our on-site facilities is found in 
the fact that we are serving the physical 
therapy needs of our patients at a distant 
location on Main Street and conducting 
classes for nearly a thousand expectant 
parents every year in the Washington 
School. Certainly this is not a desirable 
situation — we would much prefer to 
have all services under one roof — but, 
until we can provide the accomodations, 
we have few alternatives. 

If it were not for the cooperation and 
the understanding of school and town 
officials, we would not have been able to 
offer our expectant parents’ programs to 
the new young mothers and fathers in 
Winchester who look to us to provide this 
important service. 

In our present und future role as the 
community’s health care center, we 
must look to every resident not only of 
Winchester but of every town in our 
service area for support and un¬ 
derstanding in our efforts to continue to 
be a haven for the sick and injured, a 
source of relief from pain and suffering 
and the center of information on 
promoting and maintaining good health. 

In that role, we believe we will always 
be a good neighbor.

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High school prom time starts next month and Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles Richard McLaughlin warns graduating seniors that mixing 
liquor with usual activities can have dire consequences. 

The conviction for driving under the Influence of liquor or drugs 
carries a one-year mandatory revocation of license for the first 
offense, and will add a $200 insurance surcharge for the following 
year. 

Drivers under the age of 18 may not drive between the hours of 1-5 
a.m. unless accompanied by a parent or legal guardian who has had 
their license for at least one year. 


New guidelines for emergency fuel and utility assistance were 
announced recently. 

For a family of one the limit is $5,686; a family of two is $7,516; a 
family of three is $9,345; a family of four is $11,176; and for families 
with more than four members there is an additional $1,830 per 
person. 

Under the Emergency Crisis Assistance Program those eligible 
can receive up to $600 in payment for fuel and utility bills. 
Individuals 60 years or older who receive social security 
automatically qualify. 


Gov. Edward King recently signed a bill that shortens the 
reporting time for abandoned property from 10 to seven years. The 
law also requires the state to publish tile names of missing owners in 
an attempt to help Identify them.

Governor King last week signed a new law 
which requires police departments to keep daily 
logs of their responses to complaints and records 
of arrest. 

Common sense tells you that such a law ought 
to be unnecessary. Don’t they do that already? 
The answer is no, not necessarily. 

Furthermore, police logs that are kept and 
arrest records have been specifically covered by 
the public records law since 1977, but several 
chiefs across the state have found ways to avoid 
the law. 

In two communities where we operate 
newspapers — Arlington and Winchester — 
police cooperation with the press has been ex¬ 
cellent. We feel we use good judgment in what we 
print and what we don’t. We have good rapport 
with the local chiefs and freely discuss whether 
or not it would be in the public interest to print 
certain sensitive information which may appear 
on the log. 

It is a two-way street and we feel it has 
worked out very well. We don’t get involved in 
reporting domestic squabbles, locations of 
stakeouts, empty houses and other such things. 
We do print arrests for felonies — major crimes 
— auto accidents involving personal injury or 
public property damage, housebreaks by street 
or area of town, descriptions of flimflam artists 
and other items of public interest. 

In one town where we operate a newspaper — 
Belmont — the police chief seems to work 
overtime in trying to find ways to subvert the 
spirit of the existing public records law regar¬ 
ding police logs. In many instances he has 
refused access because someone arrested for a 
major crime “comes from a good family.” The 
newspaper has complained to the State Super¬ 
visor of Public Records and, after a 10-week 


The Stirring

No major public figure in American history 
blew it as Richard Nixon did. Sent into his second 
term by 520 electoral votes to 17 for George 
McGovern, he proceeded through 18 months of 
growing shame and embarrassment to the 
nation’s first presidential resignation. 

Even at the pinnacle of his Election Day 
victory in 1972 the worm of the Watergate caper 
was beginning to gnaw, but a little candor and a 
dose of mea culpa could have saved the situation. 
Instead, through successive denials, false- 
swearings and stonewallings, and, above all, by 
the tapes with their erasures and fo’c’s’le 
language, he enmeshed himself in a manner 
beyond the dreams of his enemies. 

And so he retired, with his phlebitis and his 
bitter memories, to his luxurious Elba at San 
Clemente, the closest thing to a non-person, 
perhaps, since Jefferson Davis. 

But, even as Elba failed to hold Napoleon, 
there is a stirring in the ghost of Richard Nixon. 
It has moved to New York City. It has visited 
Europe where it was received with astonishing 
interest and respect by foreign statesmen who 
acted all along as though the Watergate furor 
was another example of an American moral 
binge. 

And now Nixon has written anew book, "The 
Real War," which has been quoted at length in 
his old arch-enemy, The Washington Post. And 
there is reason to wonder if the haunting has not 
just begun. 

For it is Nixon’s thesis that America has been 
betrayed, not intentionally, but effectively, by an 
intellectual elite that has treated with tolerance 
the human rights violations of nations of the Left 
while it has pursued with vigor the destruction 
or, at least, abandonment of governments on the 
Right which also violate human rights. 

“America lost in Vietnam," says Nixon, 
"because this power elite persistently depicted, 
first Diem and then Thieu, as corrupt and dic¬ 
tatorial and the war, therefore, as not worth 
fighting — ignoring how much worse the 
alternative would be." 

This, alas, is on the mark. There are no 
parades on campuses today protesting the 
agonies of the Cambodians, starved or 
slaughtered in the power struggle between the 


investigation by that department the Belmont 
chief was ordered to produce records. 

The new law signed last week was designed to 
prevent such abuses as occur in Belmont and 
about 20 to 25 other communities. 

State Sen.' Sam Rotondi, who represents 
Winchester and Arlington, sponsored the bill 
with the backing of the Massachusetts Press 
Association and the Massachusetts Newspaper 
Publishers' Association. 

Senator Rotondi stood up to heavy lobbying 
by the Chiefs of Police Association which pulled 
out all the stops in trying to defeat the bill. Some 
chiefs interested in protecting their own fief-' 
doms appeared in person at the State House 
while others launched a telephone campaign to 
get Sen. Rotondi's bill amended or tabled. 

But the public Interest won out. Gov. King 
rejected calls by his own Secretary of Public 
Safety to amend the bill on behalf of the chiefs — 
a delaying tactic — and signed it into law. 

He deserves credit for standing up on the side 
of free access to public information and equal 
treatment for all who are arrested, whether or 
not they have political connections or influence 
with the local chief. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh of Winchester 
and Rep. Jack Cusack of Arlington (who filed a 
similar bill in the House last year) steered the 
bill through the House and secured approval of 
Speaker Thomas McGee. They also deserve 
credit. Rep. Mary Jane Gibson of Arlington- 
Belmont also supported the bill. 

In the long run, it is a victory for the people. It 
will take police chiefs out of the business of 
editing newspapers, mean greater access to 
community police news, lessened opportunities 
for coverups and special treatment, and limited 
chances for secret arrests and fixing of cases.

Marxist Pol Pot regime and the invading 
Communist army of Vietnam. Not that these 
inhumanities are defended, but the degree of 
indignation doesn’t touch that which endlessly 
reproduced the picture of the baby scorched with 
American napalm. The television cameras that 
zeroed in on the wincing captive being pistoled 
by the officer of Thieu's army are not Invited to 
cover this even more savage war. 

Demands for quarantining South Africa were 
not matched by disgust when the unspeakable Idl 
Amin was elected president of the Organization 
of African Unity. The violation of equal rights 
under apartheid was nothing compared to that 
under the native bully-boys. One wonders 
whether the much-advertised pressure for 
human rights was not essentially a push for 
black power, regardless of its consequences in 
human suffering. 

Nixon points out that America’s great 
strength in World War II came about because the 
“establishment," i.e., the government, the 
media and academia, were unanimous in their 
determination to rid the world of Hitler and the 
vaulting ambitions of Japan. 

Today, these same forces are full of apologies 
for America. They undermine allies while doing 
little to discomfit enemies. He writes: 

"There is no question that if there is to be an 
arms race, we can win it. There is no question 
that if there is to be an economic race, we can 
win it. There is no question that if there is to be a 
contest for the ‘hearts and minds’ of the world’s 
people, we can win it. 

“But too many of America’s intellectual and 
cultural elite have shown themselves to be 
brilliant, creative, trendy, gullible, smug and 
blind in one eye: They tend to see bad only on the 
Right, not on the Left. ’ ’ 

Nixon sees hope in the fact that the French 
intelligentsia, long bemused in a similar 
manner, is now showing what he calls “the 
toughest, most realistic thinking in the West.” 
Russia's raw incursion into Afghanistan has set 
off burglar alarms. Even the turkeys on the 
highest perches are flapping their wings ner¬ 
vously, conscious, at last, of the weasel. 

This disgraced ex-President, this man who 
was small when he should have been big, might 
yet do his country a service by pointing to its 
most recent stupidities.

More on TMI

WASHINGTON — A few days back, the nation 
solemnly observed the first anniversary of Three 
Mile Island — the "worst nuclear accident” in 
U.S. history, as the news accounts would have it. 

Simultaneous with those comments, but with 
less fanfare, we also received a new report on 
TMI — what really happened there, and what it 
meant. The report is the handiwork of a Science 
and Technology subcommittee of the U.S. House 
of Representatives, chaired by Rep. Mike 
McCormack (D-Wash.). After extensive 
hearings, the committee found that most of the 
things asserted about TMI in recent months are 
totally off-base. 

In so deposing, the committee confirmed the 
general findings of the President's Coijamisplpn 
on Three Mile Island — the so-called Kemeny 
Commission — which reported last fall that most 
of the fears that had been circulated about TMI 
were based on misconceptions. Indeed, the 
witnesses before the House inquiry confirmed 
virtually all of the specific conclusions of the 
Kemeny panel. Among the new report’s 
disclosures: 

1 — "Although it may not have been apparent 
to the public at the time of the accident, a 
disaster was never imminent. Even if all the 
cooling had been lost to the reactor and all the 
fuel melted (an unlikely event given the cir¬ 
cumstances), (official inquiries) concluded that 
a sufficient margin of safety remained so that it 
is Very unlikely that the release of radioactive 
material to the environment would have been 
substantially larger than that which occurred." 

2 — As for the radioactivity that did occur, 
"the radiation exposure to the nearby population 
resulting from the accident at TMI was sub¬ 
stantially less than that received from a number 
of other sources...There is broad agreement that 
the average radiation dose received by the two 
million people within 50 miles of TMI was bet¬ 
ween one and one-half millirems. This is less 


than...one percent of that received by the same 
population due to natural background 
radioactivity and medical X-rays. It is also less 
than the extra radiation a Harrisburg resident 
would receive by spending one week at the 
higher altitude of Denver, where cosmic 
radiation is more intense.” 

3 — "Due to a lack of oxygen inside of the 
reactor vessel, there was never a possibility of a 
hydrogen explosion...Hydrogen could, and in 
fact, did, explode outside the reactor vessel, but 
within the containment building. However this 
did not damage the reactor or the containment 
structure or lead to any release of radioactive 
materials.” 

4 — "The hearings also showed that the most 
( significant after effects of the accident were the 

ser.lqq^, reactioU ty the local ’resldeMfe' 1 Hfear 
Three Mile Island and the public in general. This 
reaction resulted from the failure on the part of 
the government agencies and the utility owner of 
Three Mile Island to properly respond to the 
accident, and because of a general lack of un¬ 
derstanding of the risks associated with nuclear 
powerplants by the general public. 

5 — "This public misconception was 
exacerbated by the exaggeration of those risks 
by much of the press...During the hearings 
witnesses noted that the press continued to 
(relate) the possible horrors of a hydrogen ex¬ 
plosion well after experts at the site were no 
longer concerned." 

All of which confirms the Kemeny Com¬ 
mission — with these additional provisos: The 
House report observes that, contrary to much 
publicity on the subject, the type of accident that 
occurred at TMI had been anticipated — in the 
so-called Rasmussen Report; that TMI proved 
present in-depth safety systems do work to 
contain the effects of such an accident, despite 
bureaulfatic foul-ups; and that, because of the 
lessons learned from TMI, these safety systems 
should work even better in the future.

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Education Is Key For Reducing Drug Abuse 


The only key to reducing drug and 
alcohol abuse is education, according to 
Mystic Valley Mental Health Center 
Psychologist Kevin Zwetchkenbaum. 

Zwetchkenbaum, a Winchester, 
resident who works in the Arlington 
MVMHC office, says youths should 
receive drug and alcohol education as 
soon as elementary school, and that 
parents, too, need to learn how to respond 
to potential abuse. 

The problem is that youths begin 
experimenting with drugs without 
enough information on the drugs, harm¬ 
ful effects, says Zwetchkenbaum. 

He adds that alcohol is “the number 
one i drug problem" because of its 
availability and social acceptability, but 
that increasing numbers of youths are 
coming into contact with marijuana and 
PCP. 

The first contact with drugs and 
alcohol usually comes in junior high peer 
groups, he says, when youths yearn to 
pull away from their parents’ control. 

Parents often go wrong in trying tc 
watch over their children too closely, he 
says. But past the age of six, seven, or 
eight parents can’t control what their 
children do around the block, he adds. 

For that reason, he continues, the best 
preventative is to teach youths how to 
make responsible decisions and weigh 
alternatives. 

Zwetchkenbaum, who is scheduled to 
meet with Boy Scouts in Winchester May 
19, says that such programs, which in¬ 
clude awareness and decision-making 
exercises, are needed at all school levels. 

Equally important, he says, is that 
parents learn not to ignore or overreact 
to their children’s drug use. While a 
phrenVs response must be tapered to a 
given circumstance, he says, a parent 
should be understanding and supportive 
ratherjhan punitive. 

“Usually a parent will come down in a 
punitive way," he says, the result being 
thaUh&youth becomes defensive, voices 
are raised, and communication ceases. 

"It takes a lot of understanding, 
communication and a good relation¬ 
ship,” Be says. And he notes that one 
priority is to arrive at an understanding 
that a problem exists. It’s tough to treat a 
problem when you don’t admit there is 
one, he say*

Although a parent may be expected to 
exercise more control over a younger 
child than a teenager, he says, it’s 
always important for the parent to show 
that he or she cares, Zwetchkenbaum 
adds.

when there's a crisis, but that they 
shouldn't wait that long. Parents tend to 
call when they feel they’ve lost power, 
when communication breaks down and 
there’s a problem for the whole family. 

There are symptoms to help detect 
drug or alcohol abuse, he says, just as the 
abuse itself often is a symptom of greater 
family problems. 

Grades may slide, or the youth may 
get picked up for stealing to support his 
habit, Zwetchkenbaum says. 

One of the biggest problems with 
alcohol and drug use, he says, is that 
youths are often unaware of the physical 
hazards involved —indeed, not even 
scientists have pinned down all the side 
effects. 

With marijuana, for example, he 
says, studies have recently come out 
linking chronic smoking of the drug to 
extensive lung damage. One joint is 
considered the equivalent to 5-10 
cigarettes, he says. Another study 
suggests that marijuana-smoking by 
pregnant women may result in birth 
defects, he says. 

He adds that judging from the several 
hundred chronic marijuana smokers he 
has observed, persons smoking one or 
more joints a day for six or seven months 
tend to be less resistant than most people 
to colds, infections and the flu. 

As with alcohol, marijuana impairs 
vision and judgment, making driving 
under the influence a serious problem, 
says the 29-year-old psychologist. 

“We like to think we know what we’re 
doing and that we're doing the right 
thing,” he says, adding that the lack of 
alcohol and drug education makes such 
beliefs falacious. 

PCP has side effects scarier than 
those suspected of marijuana, he says. 
The drug, also known as Angel Dust, is 
made in basement laboratories and has 
been known to cause catatonic reactions 
that last from one day to several weeks, 
he says. 

Because of the haphazard way it's 
produced, PCP, which often comes in 
pills or on parsely leaves, can be more 
potent than LSD or mescaline, he says. . 

The drug, which smells like ethyl 
alcohol, causes a loss of one’s senses of 
place and time, and has thus resulted in 


many drownings, he says. 

One unusual effect, he says, is that 
even persons who like the drug ex¬ 
perience a wide range of side effects such 
as nausea and pains, but that they seem 
mysteriously to forget the bad effects. It 
destroys brain cells, he adds. 

“I don’t see anything good about it," 
he says, noting that use of PCP has 
become relatively widespread in 
Woburn, for example, and other towns 
served by MVMHC. 

Obviously drug abuse is not limited to 
youths, he says. With the easy availablity 
of Valium and Second prescriptions, 
abuse of those drugs is widespread 
among adults, too, he adds. “I’ve seen 
several cases of Valium addiction with 
housewives and youths,” he says. 

“We need to have an awareness of 
what’s going on,” says Zwetchkenbaum. 

Zwetchkenbaum has a master’s 
degree in Community Mental Health 
Counseling from Northeastern 
University, has worked with character 
disorder youths at the Boston State 
College Adolescent Unit and is a certified 
speech therapist. He has also worked 
with heroin addicts in Roxbury Crossing, 
and with elementary children, setting up 
an alternative education program in 
Brookline for emotionally disturbed 
children.

Continental 
Plans To 
Switch On Soon 

Continental Cablevision Director of 
Corporate Development Robert Sachs 
says he expects the town’s cable system 
to switch on late next spring. 

Sachs said Monday that the firm was 
on schedule in fulfilling the conditions of 
the provisional license signed in late 
March, and that he hoped to sign a final 
agreement with the Board of Selectmen 
by the end of May. 

He said the firm would adhere to its 
promise to start service within a year of 
the final signing. 

Continental hoped to fulfill the con¬ 
ditions of the provisional license by the 
last week in May, as agreed upon with 
the Selectmen, he said. 

The most important condition to be 
met, he said, was to complete 
negotiations with utility companies on 
the use of their poles. 

Among the other conditions was that 
Continental prove that the signals it had 
promised to provide were available to it, 
and that it provide 10-year projections of 
revenues and expenses, both of which 
conditions have been met, said Sachs. 

He said Continental also has had to 
provide copies of what its rules would be 
governing local access to its studios, and 
of a plan for offering 20 percent of Con¬ 
tinental’s stock to the public. 

According to Sachs, Continental had 
not been notified of any firm’s intention 
to appeal the Board's expected granting 
of the license. "But we also were given no 
notice when another applicant went to 
court to prevent Selectmen from voting 
initially,” he added. 

The Board signed a statement May 5 
on its reasons for selecting Continental, 
thus giving competing firms 30 days to 
appeal.

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Voke School Scores Highest In Skills Competition 


The Northeust Vocational High 
School, Wakefield, once again scored 
highest in the state V1CA Skill Olympic 
Competitions held May 2, :i at the 
Shuwsheen Valley Technical and 
Vocational High School, Billerica, and at 
the Marriott Hotel in Newton. 

V1CA (Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America) is a youth organizatin, com¬ 
prised of those students entered into 
vocatinal areas of trade and industry, 
and in health occupations. It is for high 
school students, post seconadary 
students, and is rapidly expanding into 
these same areas at college level 
throughout the United Stales. 

VICA is recognized as a viable part of 
vocational education and is written into 
the Federal and State Department of 
Education laws. VICA is part of the 
Massachusetts Department of Education 
Five Year Master Plan. 

There are 22 schools, where 
vocational courses are offered at the 
secondary level in the trade, industrial or 
health occupation areas, that are in¬ 
volved in VICA in Massachusetts. 

At Northeast, John Quattrocchi, 
automotive technology instructor, is the 
VICA advisor. “Life is competition," 
Quattrocchi said. "Throughout our life 
most of us are involved in the com¬ 
petition of living, of obtaining and 
keeping our jobs, of earning and keeping 
pay raises, or promotions, and in most 
anything worth seeking. What better way 
to be indoctrinated into understanding 
competion, but through VICA. 

"Competancy based testing is being 
instituted into the academic areas of 
learning, to prove a person's knowledge 
gained in schools. We at Northeast have 
had a form of competancy testing since 
1975 when first involved in VICA,” 
Quattrocchi said. He added, "What 
better way to prove a person's ability in a 
vocatinal area but through the VICA Skill 
Olympics.” 

The Skill Olympics tests arc set up by 
people in the trade, industrial, and health 
occupations areas. These people com¬ 
prise udmisory groups and technical 
committees. Advisory groups and 
technical committees set up the skill 
testing, areas to be tested, equipmet 
needed, judge and score these tests. 
Later, through these same skill Olympics 
tests, curriculums are upgraded and 
corrected in the shop and related areas. 

The student competitors are dressed 
in similar clothing (no identifying 
markings visible). They are known 
merely by a number, with no names 


shown and are judged in the areas of 
safety, ability, appearance, and finished 
product. These judges in turn submit 
their scores to a neutral tabulation group 
who verify these raw scores. 

The scores are totalled and affixed to 
the name and school by the tabulation 
group. The tabulation group work within 
a series of checks and counterchecks to 
insure the accuracy of scores. 

Student competitors receive no help 
from the now ‘helpless, observer’ 
teachers. Visitors are invited to view 
these skill olmpics, but are advised to 
adhere to the strict rules of no talking, 
signalling, or in any way disturbing the 
competitors. 

There are many trade areas that 
VICA competitions are held, this year the 
areas were: air conditioning and 
refrigeration; appliance repair; ar¬ 
chitectural drafting; auto body; auto 
technology; bricklaying; cabinet- 
making; carpentry; commercial art; 
commercial food trades; cosmetology 
(post secondary); cosmetology (over 500 
hours); electrical trades; graphic 
communications; heavy duty equipment 
mechanic; industrial electronics; 
machine drafting; machine shop; 
medical assistant; nurse assistant and 
orderly; plumbing and pipefitting; 
shcetmetal; small engine repair; and 
welding. 

Competitions in these same areas are 
also held nationally; VICA is slowly 
beginning to expand into internatinal 
competition. 

Competitions are also held in the 
"leadership” areas, such as prepared 
speech, job interview, and opening and 
closing cermonies. Recipients of awards 
in the VICA Skill Olympics are presented 
with gold, silver, or bronze medals in the 
trade and industrial areas. The 
leadership area winners receive 
trophies, and those in accepted per¬ 
formance levels receive plaques. 

Northeast won the highest number of 
medals, trophies and plaques. Those 
Cold medal winners, or first place 
winners, will go on to National com¬ 
petition in Atlanta, Ga. during the week 
of June 23-28.

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Voke School Now Accepting 
Applications For Programs 


Applications are being accepted at the 
Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School, Wakefield, for the 
following post graduate health oc¬ 
cupations programs: dental assistnat, 
dental laboratory technician, medical 
assistnat, operating room assistant, and 
practical nurse. 

All programs are one academic year 
except practical nurse, which is 12 
months; and dental laboratory 
technician, which is two shcool years. 

The dental assistant program, which 
is accredited by the American Dental 
Association, prepares students for the 
national Certification Examination 
conducted by the American Dental 
Assistants Association. Passing the 
certification examination enables the 
dental assistant to become a Certified 
Dental Assistant (C.D.A.) 

The student is trained to assist the 
dentist at chairside, to expose and 
develop x-rays, to perform simple dental 
laboratory procedures, and to do 
necessary secretarial functions in the 
dental office. 

The two-year dental laboratory- 
technician program trains the student in 
the design and construction of full and 
partial dentures, crowns, fixed bridges 
and orthodontic appliances. 

Upon graduation, the dental 
laboratory technician student is eligible 
to take the National Certification 
Examination to become a Certified 
Dental Laboratory Technician. 

The medical assistant is educated to 
assist the physician in his office. They 
are also prepared for employment in 
clinics, hospitals, research, and 
educational agencies. During the school 
year, the student is taught examining 
room procedures, office management, 
simple laboratory tests, and elec- 
trocardiagram techniques. 


Experience is developed in medical 
.assisting through work in hospitals and 
doctors offices, and through attendance 
at meetings of the American Association 
of Medical Assistants. 

The operating room assistant, 
sometimes referred to as surgical 
technician or technologist, is trained to 
work as a member of the surgical team 
through supervised experiences in the 
operating room suites of selected 
hospitals, such as Massachusetts 
General Hospital, Whidden Hospital, 
New England Medical Center, Win¬ 
chester Hospital and Sancta Maria 
Hospital. 

The operating room assistant’s 
functions include assisting the surgeon, 
and preparation of the patient and 
surgical unit for surgery. Graduates of 
the program are eligible to take the 
National Certification Examination for 
Surgical Technologists. 

The practical nurse student is 
prepared to give nursing care to medical, 
surgical, maternity patients, and 
children. The student develops technical 
knowledge and skills required to care for 
the critically ill and the convalescent 
patient. 

Upon graduation, the student is 
qualified to take the Massachusetts State 
Licensure Examination. Graduates of 
this program usually score extremely 
well on this examination. 

Graduates of the following programs 
receive one year's college credit at 
Hunker Hill Community College and 
Middlesex Community College: dental 
assistant, medical assistant, and 
operating room assistant programs. 

There is no tuition charge for any of 
the post graduate health occupations 
programs. The student’s expenses in¬ 
clude textbooks, uniforms, and 
miscellaneous items.

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Town Engineer John Ciarcia told the 
Board of Selectmen Tuesday night that 
Horn Brook could best be cleared of 
debris by using Public Works employees 
in a two-year, three-phase plan. 

Article 22 of the Town Meeting 
Warrant requests the town to authorize 
the DPW to “improve the condition” of 
the brook, which has become clogged 
over the years. 

Ciarcia said his plan could be done 
mostly in the summer and winter, as 
time and weather permitted. 

Under his plan, Phase 1 of the project 
would clear the brook from Lake street to 
the bridge that crosses the brook; Phase 
2 would clear from the bridge to Canal 
street; and Phase 3 would clear from 
Canal street to the Woburn line. 

He said the project, which would 
require no additional Town Meeting 
appropriations, would deter but not 
prevent flooding.

WHOLESALE VS RETAIL LAND 


In the normal 
marketplace, there are 
two price levels — 
wholesale and retail. 
The purchase and sale 
of raw land is no dif¬ 
ferent. A review of the 
sales price history of 
any large parcel of land 
will show abrupt little 
jumps as the acreage is 
subdivided and sold off 
in smaller lots. 

Much of this increase 
is due to the cost of 
improvements such as 
sewers, streets, sid 
walks, and utilities. But 
increases of this sort are 
also due to the 
wholesale retail 
marketing structure of 
the world. Therefore, 
consider bulk buying of 
land at a wholesale level 
a good way to buy. It 
may take the pooling of 
several financial 
sources (partners, tor 
example). But if ten 


acres are available for 
$5,000 per acre, then 
forty acres may be 
available for $4,000 per ( 
acre if you are buying 
from one seller. 

Conversely, 
assemblage, which is 
the act of buying a 
group of small parcels 
to make up one large 
parcel, can prove very 
costly because the 
buyer will have to pay 
retail prices.

For Continuation 
Of Minibus System

Part I: Towns Examine Ways Of 


An appropriation Monday night of 
$162,000 by Town Meeting members 
signalled the continuation of the minibus 
program for the next fiscal year, whether 
or not there will be MBTA funding. 

Action on the minibus program had 
been deferred until Monday night to 
allow time for the MBTA Advisory Board 
to take action on a supplemental budget 
request, and to determine whether or not 
this budget would include reim¬ 
bursement for the local community 
transit system. 

Despite the $162,000 appropriation for 
the minibus program for next year, it is 
expected the Selectmen will adopt a fare 
increase proposed by the minibus ad¬ 
visory committee during the peak af¬ 
ternoon hours from 2:30 p.m. on. 

For senior citizens and children under 
five the rate during these hours would 
increase from 10 cents to 25 cents. For all 
other passengers the fare would double 
from 25 to 50 cents. 

According to committee spokesman 
Gary Watros, this increase was one of 
four options which were explored for 
running the service next year. Other 
options included raising fares and-or 
reducing the number of buses and routes 
per day. The advisory committee 
decided to raise fares and increase 
promotional work of the system to make 
the public more aware of the program. 

Watros noted Monday night that the 
program iB still experimental. Marketing 
and public relations concepts still have to 
be explored. 

Approval of the minibus came, 
despite the unfavorable recommendation 
of the Finance Committee. FinCom 
Chairman Robert Frank told Town 
Meeting members that the net cost next 
year will be approximately $1.45 per ride, 
almost triple the current price. 

Frank also said the $162,000 
judgement is "unduly optimistic." Frank 
calculates that $170,000-$175,000 is a more 
realistic projection. 

Frank noted, however, that a minority 
of the view of the committee favored 


continuation of the program. While the 
majority felt the program was too ex¬ 
pensive to maintain, some committee 
members felt the town should do 
everything possible to save energy costs. 

State Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh, 
urging support of the funding, said that 
as yet he didn’t know whether or not 
MBTA funding could be expected. 
Saltmarsh is Winchester's represen¬ 
tative to the MBTA Advisory Board. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Wade 
Welch said that by a vote of 3-2 the board 
favors continuation of the program. 
Welch said the pluses of the minibus 
system are the intangibles — the 
"quality of life," and impact on the 
business community in Winchester 
Centre. 

“Whip hus fought the good faith,” 
Welch said, “and we shouldn't abandon 
him. Let's give it a fair chance." 

The present contract with Tran¬ 
sportation Management Corporation of 
Lexington, which is the contractor for the 
minibus program, was to have ter¬ 
minated at the end of this month. When 
the program went out to bid, Tran¬ 
sportation Management was the only 
bidder. The propped bid was $19.42 per 
hour compared with the current year’s 
price of $15.24. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said 
that since he was the only bidder, of¬ 
ficials sat down with the contractor and 
negotiated a lower bid price of $18.42 per 
hour. The lower price is on a condition of 
a fuel escalator charge. For every three- 
cent increase in the price of gasoline, the 
price increased one percent. Groux in¬ 
dicated that there is a possibility the 
Town could still rebid the contract. 

If the MBTA approves a reim¬ 
bursement of the system, the monies will 
be transmitted to the general town 
treasury. 

One Town Meeting member asked 
whether or not the possibility of merging 
the minibus and school bus systems into 
one. However, it was determined that it 
was not a feasible option. 


Funding Future Pension Systems 


Once upon a time pensions for public 
employees was considered a safe bet. 
Governments never went went out of 
business, so, as the thinking went, 
pensions funds never dried up. 

Times however, have changed and 
many people are seriously warning of the 
possibility in the not too distant future 
that the municipal pension fund will, in 
fact, be non-existent. The threat, some 
say, of people coming to retirement age 
and finding nothing in the kitty is a very 
real one. 

Spiraling inflation, increased 
benefits, earlier and longer retirements 
and more disability retirements have 
been blamed for part of the problem. 

But mammouth unfunded liabilities 
and the frightening realization that 
municipalities can indeed go out of 
business has prompted many com¬ 
munities to look closely at the problem. 

New York City was on the verge of 
bankruptcy in the mid-seventies; within 


the last year Saco, Maine went broke and 
Cleveland removed its mayor because of 
it. Cities like Somerville and Fall River 
are also in some danger of going 
bankrupt. 

The issue has resulted in controversey 
on how to patch up the pensions for public 
employees. One solution has been to start 
funding the pension system with a 
separate fund. Twenty-two communities, 
including Arlington, have started such a 
fund. More than 80 others in 
Massachusetts have not, including 
Winchester. 

At Town Meeting last week members 
decided to postpone the decision on 
whether to start a special pension fund 
and opted instead for an independent 
acturial study to determine how much 
money the town needed, if it needed any 
at all. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux 
recommended to Town Meeting that 
$150,000 be appropriated for such a fund.

Although Groux admitted that the dollar 
figure was chosen arbitrarily, he 
strongly feels the need for such a fund is 
still there.

The Massachusetts Retirement Law 
Commission does a statewide study 
every three years but the Winchester 
Pension Study Committee and other town 
officials feel the state’s report doesn’t 
take into account "factors which are 
unique to Winchester." 

"That is the most ridiculous 
statement I've ever heard,” insisted 
Carmen Elio, chairman of the state Law 
Retirement Commission. “Winchester is 
no more unique than any other city or 
town. What’s different about it?” 

Gerald Harrington, chairman of the 
town’s Pension Study Committee 
disagrees. 

“Winchester has a completely dif¬ 
ferent set of charateristics that are 
tailored just to Winchester,” Harrington 
insists. 

According to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee's report for fiscal year 1981 the 
Committee feels that the town’s pension 
obligations will grow more slowly than 
those in other communities because the 
number of employees has leveled off and 
begun to decline earlier here than in 
other communities. 

While admitting that some sort of 
funding may be necessary in the future, 
because of the town’s slower growth rate 
it is too early to tell exactly how much 
will be needed, especially if the town goes 
by the state’s statistics. 

“First we should protect town em 
ployees because town government and 
municipalities will never go out of

Selectmen Decide No Action 
'tJt On Three Elementary Schools 


Selectmen this week recommended 
that no action be taken on disposing of the 
Washington and Parkhurst Schools until 
the June 2 Town Meeting. The recom¬ 
mendation was made after hearing 
proposals from the Medford CETA 
program and the Bartlett School for 
use of the buildings 

However, the board wants to hear 
first from the Winchester Hospital 
concerning their desire to use the 
Washington School and also hopes to 
receive proposals for single-family 
developments at the Parkhurst site. 

Gloria Williams of the Medford CETA 
consortium told the selectmen of her 
desire to move the program's Skills 
Training Center from its smaller 
Stoneham site to the Washington School 
and received favorable reaction from 
both the board as well as residents in the 
audience. 

‘‘We’ve always had excellent 
relationships with the employers in our 
area (the main office is on Forest street 
in Medford). We feel Medford CETA runs 
a good program and that we would be an 
asset to your community," Williams 
said. 

She promised the selectmen there 
would be no evening activities, that 
transportation, by van, would be 
provided for the students from the 
Medford office to lessen any potential 
parking problems. Instructors and ad¬ 
ministrators would be the only people 
driving to the building. The center 
provides pre-vocational training for 
people 19 years old and up who are 
economically disadvantaged in high 
technology fields such as computers and 
electrical work. 

Williams added that although the

center would probably instruct 200 
students during the year there would 
never be that many there at once at¬ 
tending full-time. 

CETA would prefer a longterm lease, 
Williams said, but added that the 
organization would be willing to accept a 
short term arrangement (one year) 
provided that they were given 90 day 
notice of termination of the lease. 

"At least with all of us here tonight we 
would be delighted to have them," 
Elizabeth Enriques, a neighborhood 
resident told the board. There were about 
eight other area residents there. 

However, at that point. Selectman 
Michael Saraco reminded the board that 
the Winchester Hospital had expressed 
interest in the site. 

"I for one would not like to see the 
Winchester Hospital move out of Win¬ 
chester. I know we've had problems but 
part of that I think was just bad public 
relations. It’s our hospital. They're part 
of us, part of Winchester,” Saraco said. 

"1 know I haven’t closed the door to 
them in my mind,” Saraco continued. "I 
think we should at least have the cour¬ 
tesy to tell them we've had an offer, even 
a better offer if you want to say that." 

Negotiations with the hospital had 
broken down over the length of the 
lease. . The hospital wanted a 19-year 
agreement while the town preferred a 
five-year lease. Neither found the other's 
proposal satisfactory and the hospital 
then suggested a six-month tenancy-at- 
will lease. 

The board was supposed to be con¬ 
sidering that when the CETA proposal 
came about. In addition, hospital 
President Jack Hunter said last week 
that the Washington School was no longer 
being considered as a long-range solution 
and would present a recently completed 
long range plan this summer to town 
officials and area residents.

Lexington Transit System 
Also Questions MBTA Funds 


Winchester is not the only community 
attempting to second guess the amount of 
MBTA reimbursement which can be 
expected for an in-town community 
transit system. According to reports 
published in The Lexington Minute-Man 
newspaper (May 15), it appears that 
Lexington’s counterpart to the Win¬ 
chester mini-bus, “Lexpress,” has been 
roughly the same recent state of flux. 

Still not sure as to whether a $33,000 
MBTA subsidy would be forthcoming, 
Lexington Town Meeting last week ap¬ 
propriated $180,000 to fund the system for 
a nine and one-half-month period. 

Officials say that if the approximately 
$49.5 million supplemental budget 
request is approved, Lexington will have 
to foot the entire transportation bill 
system, paying twice as much next year 
as this year. Current MBTA subsidy for 
the Lexington system amounts to $60,000. 

The $49.5 million is a $14 million 
reduction from an original proposed 
budget of $62 million. The Minute-Man 
account cites an MBTA spokesman as 
having said the original $62 million

supplemental budget would have in¬ 
cluded funding for the mini-bus system. 

Fred Rosenberg, chairman of 
Lexington’s Transportation Advisory 
Committee, is quoted as having said, 
"All the suburban towns feel a great 
amount of disappointment. They feel 
they were not getting enough (service 
from the MBTA) as it was.” 

Rosenberg added that the future of 
suburban mini-bus systems looks bleak 
since the program that was cut was 
experimental with one town added per 
year. "A number of towns who would like 
to join in can’t now," he said. 

According to Town Manager Robert 
Hutchinson, the Lexpress system is the 
only service Lexington has received for 
its $550,000 assessment. 

The gloomiest prediction of all for the 
future of community transit systems 
came from MBTA Chairman Robert 
Foster who said that funds for the 
system’s continuation will not go beyond 
the end of June, unless the MBTA 
Advisory Board can identify a need for 
the minibus systems.

One is a State Senator; the other, a 
State Representative. And, as this article 
suggests, their opinions and concerns 
tend to vary. 

Although State Rep. Sherman W. 
"Whip” Saltmarsh expects that the 
legislature will be in recess at the end of 
June, he sees that several issues will 
have to be resolved before that time. 

One piece of legislation Saltmarsh 
hopes will receive favorable action is the 
extension of a special commission to 
investigate the awarding of building 
design contracts. This commission is due 
to expire June 30. However, legislation is 
pending to extend the commission 
another six months. 

Saltmarsh says that as a result of this 
commission, campaign reform 
legislation may transpire. In the past 
there has been a direct correlation 
between substantial campaign con¬ 
tributors and the awarding of design 
contracts, which are not bid. 

The most controversial legislation, 
Saltmarsh says, is to provide a whole 

C roceedure of selection designers. The 
ill, which Saltmarsh supports, would 
create an office of the inspector general 
to oversee the process. Saltmarsh says 
this will be one of the major points of 
contention. 

Other gaps Saltmarsh says will still 
have to be filled include tax cap 
proposals and MBTA reorganization. 

The legislature, Saltmarsh says, will 
have to come up with a tax proposal 
which will affect local and state govern¬ 
ment spending. Currently there are a 
number of pending proposals. The 
legislature, Saltmarsh says, will have to 
show a position on these before they 
appear on the November ballot. If the 
General Court is going to propose any tax 
reform, Saltmarsh says, it should also 
apply to state and county government. 

Reorganization of the MBTA is 
another issue Saltmarsh sees as im¬ 
minent. He has co-sponsored a piece of 
legislation with State Rep. Louis 
Nickinello which would dispose of the 
weighted system of choosing a chairman 
and give the Advisory Board more clout. 

Under the present system, 
municipalities which pay higher MBTA 
assessments control a larger percent of 
the voting than locales whose 
assessments are lower. 


While Saltmarsh beleives the 
legislature could be in recess at the end 
of June, State Sen. Samuel Rotondi says 
he doesn't want the legislature to 
disperse until several of the following 
issues are addressed. 

One item which deserves major 
consideration, Rotondi says, is the civil 
service reform package he has been 
working on for the last year. The report, 
which will be issued in two weeks, is a 
major restructuring of the state’s per¬ 
sonnel system. 

Rotondi, chairman of the legislative 
Civil Service Commission, says that 
roughly 40 percent of the state budget 
directly relates to the operation of 
government. 

Rotondi would also like to see an 
extension of the MBM Commission "in 
order to continue to educate the public as 
to what went on in this area. Enough 
can’t be said to emphasize what went on 
and to prevent it happening again." 

The senator agrees with Saltmarsh 
that a piece of pending legislation would 
“give us some sort of controls over 
building contracts for the future." 

Rotondi says he is also concerned with 
the Senate version of the budget, which 
was due to come before the Senate 
yesterday. The Senate budget reflects 
substantial belt tightening, Rotondi says. 

Budget cuts will be evident which are 
"not just dollar signs, but major 
policies.” Aid to Families with Depen¬ 
dent Children (AFDC), which would 
assist families where there is a single 
family head to get day care help; 
reorganization of higher education; a 
statement to give local advisory boards 
greater control over MBTA ex¬ 
penditures; and monies to increase state 
absorption of court costs are reflected in 
this budqet, he says. 

Rotondi says his “number one" 
priority, however, is the civil service 
package reform. 

While Saltmarsh will be unopposed in 
his November bid for re-election, Rotondi 
will be opposed by Helen T. Metros.

In n recently published statement, the 
Board of Selectmen outlined their 
reasons for selecting Continental 
Cablevision of Mass., Inc. as the 
recipient of a license to construct a cable 
television system in Winchester, and also 
detailed reasons for rejecting six other 
applicants. 

In citing their reasons for selecting 
Continental from an original field of 
seven applicants, the Selectmen gave the 
following 10 reasons: outstanding 
proposal meeting requirements 
established in the Selectmen’s report and 
excellent technical specifications; strong 
capable management - “representatives 
who made the presentaiton at the hearing 
were an impressive management 
team;” uniformly excellent customer 
service in other communities; numerous 
awards for outstanding service and 
customer programming; strong finan¬ 
cial resources and favorable reporLs 
from their bankers. 

Also, a head end site to be constructed 
in town; realistic financial projections; 
good free training program for interested 
residents; 20 percent ownership of 
system available to Winchester 
residents: and the company has never 
sold any system it has built and operated. 

Continental was selected after the 
Board of Selectmen on Feb. 19 narrowed 
the field of seven companies to three, in 
order of preference: Continental, Win¬ 
chester Cable TV (WCTV), and Warner 
Amex Cable Communications, Inc. 
(Warner). 

The Selectmen also outlined several 
reasons for having denied the license to 
six other applicants. 

Winchester Cable TV: no prior ex¬ 
perience in operating a cable television 
system; a question as to whether the 
company would have adequate financial 
resources; and statements to the press 
after the Feb. 19 u ’ ing of companies 
which "indicate poor judgment on the 
part of the management and raised 
serious questions concerning future 
working relationships with the issuing 
authority." 

WCTV President Richard Sampson 
had charged there was an "appearance" 
of a conflict of interest since Continental 
Attorney Edward Hicks had been a 
supporter and-or campaign worker on 
the campaigns of Selectmen Barbara 
Hankins, Edward O’Connell and former 
Selectman Chairman Richard Wilsack. 

The Selectmen said that although 
local ownership was an attractive quality 
in the WCTV proposal, it was “not con¬ 
sidered significant in overcoming the 


lack of experience by the company." 

Warner Amex Cable Com¬ 
munications, Inc.: Selectmen were 
concerned about the question of priority 
Winchester would receive from a large 
New York based company; Warner had 
either sold or disposed of several Mass, 
franchises; Warner proposed to con¬ 
struct their head end site in Malden (a 
local site was preferred); and the Cable 
Advisory Committee had received 
conflicting reports as to the quality and 
promptness of customer service. 

American Cablesystems Corp.: no 
systems operating in Mass., little new 
construction experience; the accuracy of 
the company’s projections for Win¬ 
chester; and a financial picture which 
didn’t seems seem as strong as Con¬ 
tinental or Warner. 

Colonial Cablevision of Winchester, 
Inc.: the company didn't offer a 52- 
chantiel system, application wasn't very 
detailed; good local management was 
evident but there was an apparent 
inability to pursue the latest 
technological developments. 

Greater Boston Cable Corp.: initital 
installation was for 35-channel system 
with 52 channels to be built later; and 
parent company’s management seemed 
less interested in obtaining Winchester's 
license than the top ranked applicants. 

Adams-Russell Co., Inc.: company 
didn’t offer a 52-channel system; no 
systems operating in Mass.; proposed 
head end site is outside Winchester; 
applicant's criticism of the practicality 
of a 52-channel system not substantiated. 

The report states that the Oct. 31,1979 
report of the Cable Advisory Committee - 
which was adopted by the Selectmen 
Dec. It) with slight modifications, 
recommended that a system capable of 
carrying more than 35 channels would be 
preferred. 

On Feb. 19, after it was learned that 
the Jerrold Electronics Corp. could offer 
a 52-channel capacity, the Selectmen 
decided to choose un applicant which 
offered the greater channel capacity.

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DPW, Reserve Fund Monies Debated 


Town Meeting last week continued to 
wrestle with the town budget — passing 
several items, reducing the reserve fund 
for fiscal 1981 by $50,000 and maintaining 
the buildings and grounds proposed 
budget, despite two amendments to 
reduce that area. 

The majority of the evening’s 
discussion centered on two items, the 
buildings and grounds department and a 
proposed reduction of the reserve fund. 

Buildings and Grounds 

The buildings and grounds budget, 
which was approved at its proposed 
$1,411,476 budget received two amend¬ 
ments, both of which were defeated. 

The first amendment, proposed by 
Town Meeting member Vincent Carroll, 
would have reduced the other expenses 
portion of the budget by $1,000 to restrict 
the use of town owned vehicles. Carroll 
was specifically refering to the use of a 
town owned vehicle by Water and Sewer 
Department official Richard Warrington 
for commuting to his Bedford residence. 

Carroll, in urging support of his 
amendment, told Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers he had not received a response from 
the Board of Selectmen regarding a 
letter he sent on the use of town owned 
vehicles. He said that a vote for his 
amendment would be a vote for tax¬ 


payers while a vote against it would be a 
plus for special interest groups in town. 

On a question from Town Meeting 
member Sally Kincaid as to the town’s 
policy on the use of vehicles, Selectman 
Kdward O'Connell said the Board has 
allowed vehicular use to two employees 
who need the vehicles for their work. 

O’Connell, calling the request for the 
amendment "somewhat frivolous," said 
that the Board of Selectmen recently put 
a 15-mile radius limit on the use of 
vehicles between a residence and work. 
The Selectmen, O'Connell said, figured 
15 miles is reasonable and is “not a great 
expense." 

Finance Committee Chairman Robert 
Frank said the FinCom recommended 
unfavorable action on the amendment. 
Although the question, Frank said, was a 
fair one, the motion would cause the town 
to fail to comply with an "across the 
board policy." He noted that in polling 
the Committee six members supported 
unfavorable action and two favored the 
amendment. 

Selectman Michael Saraco, who said 
he was on the minority side of the Board, 
thought the 15-mile radius was too far. A 
five-mile radius was more reasonable, 
Saraco said. He said he wasn't against 
compensation but that it should be on a 
flat rate, not a per mile reimbursement. 

A second amendment, proposed by

the Board of Selectmen, would have 
added $6,000 to the personnel services 
area of that budget. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said 
the $6,000 would allow the town to hire 
seasonal employees on an hourly basis to 
clean the cemeteries for Veterans and 
Memorial days. Frank said this was a 
"textural question" and the FinCom was 
unpersuaded of the need for an increase. 

In the end, the buildings and grounds 
budget remained unchanged. 

Reserve Fund 

A motion to reduce the reserve fund 
from $150,000 to $125,000 failed. However, 
Town Meeting members approved a 
subsequent motion by Town Meeting 
member Robert Beattie to reduce the 
reserve fund from $150,000 to $100,000. 

O'Connell recommended retention of 
the $150,000. Frank said the FinCom 
recommended favorable action on the 
motion to reduce by $25,000 but un¬ 
favorable action on the motion to reduce 
by $50,000. 

Saraco urged support of the amend¬ 
ment, saying “we have to start 
tightening up someplace and this is the 
place to do it." 

Groux said Tuesday he would have 
preferred to see a "healthier" reserve 
fund, but the fact that the town has a 
second annual Town Meeting in 
November mitigates handling 
emergencies on a large scale.

Groux said the reason for the post¬ 
ponement was that one of the two a rticles 
was to uuthorize issuance of bonds 
necessary to carry out repairs to the 
senior high school. 

Since the Permanent Building 
Committee has posponed taking bids 
until May 29, it is necessary to know what 
the costs will be before it is possible to 
recommend bond authorization. 

The second aritcle will request sup¬ 
plemental appropriations for the 1980 
fiscal 1980 budget.

from 1940 06, remembers Sam, Joe and 
Mike for their good attitude, physical 
condition and citizenship. “They had a lot 
of family and school spirit," he said. 

“One thing that makes a coach look 
pretty good is having a halfback that 
nobody can catch," he said, referring to 
all three brothers. 

Manny Marshall, who coached Sam 
Jr. and Lenny the past few years, said 
the two "thoroughly enjoyed playing the 
game of football." The two were leaders 
that others looked up to, he said. 

But the older generation set the pace 
for the younger one. Sam Sr. was football 
and baseball captain in 1948 and won 
what was then the most coveted Win¬ 
chester High award, the Mansfield 
'lrophy. He made the North Suburban 
All-Star Team in baseball, played both 
sports for a year at Wentworth Institute, 
and played semi-pro baseball with the 
Winchester Warriors. 

“—His Uniform never fit, but he 
played," said Moose at a family 
gathering Wednesday at Sam's Swanton 
street home. 

Moose also played with the Warriors, 
and at a slender 115 pounds was captain 
of Winchester High's freshman baseball 
and football teams. His football team 
when he was a sophomore was Class B 
champion in its league. 

Aside from being a Middlesex League 
All-Star football player, on the Sons of 
Italy All-Scholastic Football Team, high 
school football captain and wrestler, 
Mike played on a Little League team that 
made it to the national championship two 
years in a row in Williamsport, Pa. The 
team was fourth in the US in 1955, third in 
1956. 

In fact, Moose almost got fired from a 
garment district job in Boston during one 
of those years, when he called in sick in 
order to drive to Williamsport to watch 
Mike play. When Moose returned, his 
boss asked him if he was feeling better. 
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Moose said yes, whereupon the bo8ss 
took out a newspaper clipping with a 
picture of Moose standing in William¬ 
sport amidst a group of Winchester fans. 

But the boss understood the family 
spirit, said Moose, and it was just such 
spirit that pushed all the brothers for¬ 
ward. It was not a spirit of rivalry, but of 
keeping up with each others' legacies. 
The only two to play on a high school 
team together were Sam Jr. and Lenny, 
in 1979. 

"We all as younger brothers had 
something to shoot for,’’ said Joe. “We 
had the personalities so that was not a 
detriment to us," he added, because each 
brother had the ability to succeed in the 
task. 

Nor was the Williamsport incident 
isolated. When Joe made the Patriots In 
1965, his brothers would drive anywhere 
within a 500-mile radius to watch him 
play. And they would needle each other to 
do better, too. Joe says Sam was the kind 
of older brother who would ask why Joe 
had run for just two touchdowns instead 
of four. 

For all their toughness, though, all the 
brothers but Joe had the same Achilles' 
heel: school work. 

“They left that to the girls,” said 
Sam’s daughter Suzanne, 20. The men in 
the family recall the yearly cold sweat 
the day before the Winchester-Wobum 
game, when report cards would come 
out. 

Joe’s good grades, however, helped 
carry him over the top, he said, allowing 
him to choose a college where he could 
compete with the nation's best athletes. 
Joe said a cousin pounded into him the 
importance of a high school education 
and the options it would allow. 

Joe stuck to the books at Navy too, 
despite generous offers from most 
professional baseball teams that he quit 
school and put on a mitt. 

"When these offers came in and it 
came down to a contract sitting on the 
kitchen table Christmas eve,” he said, 
“my father said, ‘you can do what you 
want but I’d like you to finish, because 
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Summer School Program

they can never take an education away 
from you’." 

Joe said he stayed at Navy for the 
reasons he came: the academic and 
athletic opportunities it afforded. He 
went on to win the nation's two most 
coveted football honors in 1960, the 
Heisman Trophy and the Maxwell 
Award. A hardcover book in the Win¬ 
chester Public Library is filled with 
photos of other awards he won in the 
course of his career. 

Joe was the first Navy player to have 
his number retired. The only player since 
to receive that honor has been Roger 
Staubach, who Joe coached at Navy. 

Other photos in “Navy's Joe Bellino," 
which was written by the family’s 
physician and his wife, show Joe with 
President Kennedy, Bob Hope, Mickey 
Mantle and other luminaries. 

Now operations manager for Concord 
Auto Auction in Acton, Joe leads a staff 
that ranges in size from 100 to 250. 

The things he remembers most, he 
says, are the things that hurt. "The most 
crushing defeat I ever experienced,” he 
says, was when his football team in high 
school, which won the Class B cham- 
piGonship in 1954 and 1955, opted to play 
in the 1955 Class A championship. 

It was “a Cinderella team," says Joe, 
which had won about 55 games in a row 
only to lose the Class A tourney to Durfee 
High School, 60-62. 

Even losing a game to Army or losing 
the 1961 Orange Bowl pale in comparison 
to that loss, he says. 

High school holds the best of his 
memories as well: a baseball game at 
Stoneham in which he had 11 RBIs, two 
home runs and a triple or two. 8 

He also recalls a triumphant Army- 
'Navy game in which he scored three 
touchdowns. The happiest moment of 
that 1959 game was seeing the expression 
on his mother’s face while the two were 
standing on the 50-yard line being in¬ 
terviewed on national TV. 

Why didn’t he stay in football as a 
coach? He says things came too easily 
for him to understand the problems of 
those trying to perfect their abilities. 
“The gifted athlete, who has been 
designated as the best, things come to 
-fhirp rather easy, and he isn’t as good a 
'coach as one who has’ struggled in a 
„sport,” he says. 

The athletic career is over now, says 
Joe, who adds that he enjoys his business 
life and watching his son and daughter 
develop their athletic and academic 
skills. 

The other brothers consider different 
things the high points of their athletic 


days, but the three put Joe’s 
achievements high on their lists. Sam 
puts Joe’s three touchdowns against 
Army on top; Moose recalls his own 
football team’s winning the Class B title 
in the early 1950s; Mike’s most exciting 
moments were spending that week in 
Williamsport and being treated like a pro 
at the age of 11 or 12. 

But says Mike, who runs a canteen in 
Wakefield, “It’s nice to look back on, but 
I think you have to look ahead to the 
future.” 

Each of the brothers works in the food 
business in one way or another, Sam 
running a canteen in Wilmington, and 
Moose running Bellino’s Pizza on Main 
street in Winchester; Sam Jr. works for a 
produce company in Boston 

Lenny, who graduates from Win¬ 
chester High in June, will be wrestling 
and playing football in the fall at Norwich 
University, a military school in Rhode 
Island. 

Thirty-two years have passed since 
Sam became football captain at Win¬ 
chester High. Fifteen years have flown 
since Joe was the hottest thing in College 
football. But there are cousins and sons 
and a daughter or two in neighboring 
towns to carry the ball.

freedom of the press. 

The members of the Town Meeting 
voted against my amendment to put a 
stop to this racket which includes per¬ 
sonal use of the town-owned vehicle. 
They just do not realize the flagrant 
misuse of taxOayers money. Mr. Frank, 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
spoke strongly about the effort to keep 
the budget as "tight as possible” because 
of the state of our economy. 

How can he, and others, justify the 
above unnecessary expenses? 
Warrington’s salary is $22,500, gasoline 
for commuting is $1,000; starting with the 
initial cost of the car ($8,000), 
depreciation, maintenance and in¬ 
surance will add another $1,000, and his 
fringe benefits at $1,500 brings the sum 
up to $26,000. In my opinion, others also, 
he is serving his apprenticeship at a dear 
price to the Town of Winchester. 

An example of his work is as follows. 
On March 7th of this year a letter from 
Guy Carbone, the M.D.C. Commissioner, 
was addressed to the chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen. Here are a few 
excerpts from that letter, showing how 
Warrington violated M.D.C. rules by 
authorizing illegal work by the town on 
M.D.C. property, including illegal cut¬ 
ting of live trees; 

1. "Violations of M.D.C. rules, offenses 
which could be punished by court ac¬ 
tion.” 

2. "Installations of two culverts ih their 
Dike Brook area without permission.” 

3. “Indiscriminate cutting of trees in the 
Fells - many trees were alive - no permit 
was applied." 

4. “Pipe has been installed without 
permission.” 

5. “We at M.D.C. try to be good neighbors 
but unauthorized violations are serious.” 

I further learned that court action 
against the town of Winchester was to 
take place but was squashed by political 
maneuvering, thus taking Warrington 
off-the-hook. The Selectmen wouldn’t 
want to fire Warrington bescause it was a 
political appointment and would em- 
barass the Town Manager. 

The majority of the Board of Select¬ 
men want the townspeople to believe that 
this young man is tops but I feel that his 
name should be removed from the 
payroll. He doesn't have enough ex¬ 
perience for the job. He succeeded in 
giving the town of Winchester a black eye 
and was told by the Commissioner (of 
M.D.C.) to stay out of the affected 
M.D.C. area. 

This is a sample of how the town 
fathers push such things under the rug. 
We live in a politically corrupt town. It is 
time to make some changes.

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Here’s Where To Cut 


by M. Stanton Evans 

WASHINGTON — A standard response to 
complaints about the gargantuan federal budget 
Is, "Wltere would you cut?” 

The premise of this question is that the budget 
is chockablock with worthy programs, and that 
any reduction would result in hardship for the 
truly needy. The indicated conclusion is that, 
while it would be nice to cut back on federal 
spending if we could, It simply isn’t possible. The 
very size and labyrinthine nature of the budget, 
in the meantime, make such notions difficult to 
answer. 

To gauge the sincerity of this sort of 
argument, we need only take a look at a single 
federal program — food stamps. By any 
measure, this is a program wildly — grotesquely 
— out of control. Food stamp spending increased 
by more than 1,000 percent in the past decade, is 
scheduled to increase still further, and is 
unquestionably shot through with waste and 
fraud. Here, if ever, would seem to be a can¬ 
didate for spending cutbacks. 

When food stamps were initiated in 1965, 
there were 442,359 recipients, and the annual cost 
of the program was $35 million. In fiscal ’81, on 
current calculations, there will be 23 million 
recipients, and the annual cost will be over $10 
billion. Cne out of every 10 Americans will thus 
be taking part in the program, and the 
Congressional Budget Office estimates that, 
under present guidelines, one out of seven could 
be eligible. 

On the face of them, these figures do not 
suggest the food stamp program is being run on a 
prudent basis. In fact, stories about persistent 
food stamp fraud have become part of the 
national folklore: people buying luxury food and 
party fixings with stamps, college students from 
well-to-do families receiving subsidized food, 
people with expensive cars and other valuable 
property taking part in the program, high 
eligibility requirements and lax enforcement of 
even these, etc. 


Our Torn Tax Net

Now that the April 15 agony has passed, it 
may be time to consider whether the United 
States is not moving into an ugly period in which 
income taxes, the chief source of support for our 
government, will become largely voluntary, and 
only the honest or the timid will meet their legal 
obligations. 

What has happened is that the income tax, 
first enacted in 1913 at a normal one percent with 
a ceiling for the very rich of six percent, has now 
become, if the law Is followed, a major burden 
for all except the designated poor. 

The temptation to evade the law is growing. It 
is growing for one practical and one 
philosophical reason. Practically, this year the 
IRS will audit only slightly more than two per¬ 
cent of the returns. A big portion of the audits 
will be made of returns in the higher brackets, 
which means that persons with ordinary incomes 
may face as little as a l-to-160 chance that 
anyone will test the sufficiency of their 
payments. 

Secondly, there is anger at the government 
which produces the rationale for cheating. The 
tax laws pretend that inflation does not exist. 
People whose purchasing power may have 
diminished during the year find themselves 
thrown into stlffer tax brackets because the 
government counts only dollars. 

This dishonest assumption that a citizen's 
ability to pay the government more has in¬ 
creased even when, in fact, the reverse may be 
true, has enticed many normally law-abiding 
people into dishonest responses. 

The April 21 issue of U.S. News & World 
Report quotes House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee Chairman A1 Ullman as warning, "The 
tax system is eroding before our eyes.” 
Professor Edgar Felge, economist at the 
University of Wisconsin, believes that 
unreported income ■ last year may have 
amounted to $700 billion - a fourth of the 
economy. 

Historically, there has been difficulty In 
getting people in a cash economy, i.e., waiters, 
other persons who live largely by tips, casual 
day workers, etc., from reporting their true 
incomes. Estimates, defended by tax-collecting 
bodies, are admittedly educated guesses. 

But the significant development recently has 
been the spread of the cash economy. Many 


people demand, as a condition of work, that no 
checks be issued to them. Increasingly, services 
of substantial value are being swapped out or 
handled by the passage of currency which 
bypasses record-keeping. 

Even more seriously, persons who make a 
living by crime seem to be moving into a 
privileged position of tax exemption, illegal, to 
be sure, but a powerful bonus for criminal 
behavior. Of 88,000 IRS employees, the 
equivalent of fewer than 1,000 special agents are 
devoting full time to tracking down enormous 
profits in gambling, drugs, prostitution and 
general racketeering. 

This has other implications than mere tax 
evasion. If the Mafia can retain earnings for¬ 
bidden to the honest businessman, its capacity to 
acquire new businesses to create "fronts” and 
through which to launder criminal profits ex¬ 
pands. Systematic tax evasion is increasing the 
ability of crime figures to outbid legitimate 
buyers and thus absorb a larger portion of the 
American business system. Once organized 
crime gets control of a legitimate business, that 
business is often either looted by the new 
proprietors or it assails its competitors by 
goonery and extortion. 

For a long time, America wa»-the envy of 
foreign government as a result of the ability of 
Washington and the several states to collect a 
high percentage of taxes due. In many nations, 
including those that have been heavy recipients 
of American foreign aid, it is recognized that it is 
cheaper to pay the collector than the taxes. 

In much of the world, double sets of books — 
one for internal revenue and the other for the 
eyes of managers and stockholders — have been 
standard custom. Many foreigners live far more 
lavishly than Americans of greater gross in¬ 
comes, not because their rates are lower, but 
because taxes are not collected. 

But a faulty tax system undermines national 
honesty and citizen morale. Taxes cannot be, as 
a practical matter, voluntary without over¬ 
burdening the conscientious and rewarding the 
devious. And to give King's X to criminals is to 
Invite national disaster. 

We’d better grant to the IRS sufficient 
manpower to make evasion genuinely hazardous 
to all classes of Americans. Only then will we 
have the right to demand that the government, 
itself, become honest and stop this "bracket 
creep" through a debauched currency, the fruit 
of its own folly. 


Given all that, economy-minded people in the 
Congress have at least one ready answer to the 
question of where to cut: Food stamps. Three 
years ago, an effort was made to tighten up the 
program by changing some of the eligibility 
requirements. This year, a group of legislators 
led by Eldon Rudd (R-Ariz.) in the House and 
Jesse Helms (R - N.C.) in the Senate, made a 
determined effort to slash almost $5 billion in 
waste and fat out of the program. To nobody’s 
surprise, they ran into a buzzsaw of determined 
opposition. 

Liberal forces in the Congress fought back 
successfully, not only to keep the food stamp 
handouts flowing, but to increase them. In the 
battle three years ago, the liberals managed not 
only to halt significant reforms, but to knock out 
one of the few restraints against abuse — the so- 
called purchase requirement that compelled 
recipients to put up a certain amount of cash to 
get the stamps. With this requirement gone, food 
stamp participation took a giant leap upward - 
adding another 3.5 million recipients. 

In this year’s battle in the House, Rep. Rudd 
submitted a detailed, well-documented 12-point 
program for reform, including restoration of the 
purchase requirement, basing eligibility on net 
rather than gross income, putting in a system of 
fraud control, strengthening work requirements, 
eliminating college students and strikers from 
the program, and otherwise attempting to insure 
that benefits go only to the truly needy. All of 
these proposals were shot down in flames. 

Some limited reforms did get through the 
House, concerning recovery of money for 
demonstrated fraud, different age requirements 
for minor children, and the like, but even these 
were eliminated when the bill went over to a 
conference with the Senate. Result: The nation is 
still saddled with a $10 billion boondoggle, of 
which approximately one-half Is arguably ab¬ 
sorbed by waste and fraud — all being paid for 
by the working taxpayer. And still the people 
who impose such spending on the public have the 
nerve to ask: Where would you cut?

Nuclear Power

Congratulations to The Star on your 
editorial last week which put some of the 
misconceptions and distortions of the 
Three Mile Island accident in their Due 
perspective. 

Energy developments in the past year 
show that the greatest risk from nuclear 
power is doing without it. 

The present crisis in Iran, the fragile 
relationship with Libya and the recent 
attempt by Saudi-Arabia to censor 
“Death of a Princess" show that the 
Persian Gulf is the true bomb waiting to 
explode into human suffering and loss of 
life. 

When compared to any other pro-uct, 
nuclear power has a truly remarkable 
record as evidenced by the anti-nuke’s 
still talking about what "might" have 
happened. 

As an engineer and enthusiastic 
member of the Mass. Voice of Energy, I 
have found it extremely difficult to 
educate the public on relative risks and 
the true facts associated with nuclear 
power. Nuclear is, in my opinion, the 
least environmentally damaging energy 
source (including wood stoves), the least 
expensive power source (including coal), 
and at least as safe as any of the so-called 
alternatives (including solar). 

Unfortunately, Seanator Kennedy and 
ur Congressman, Mr. Markey, are even 
more difficult to convince even with their 
supposed concern for the plight of the 
poor. A few well written letters from your 
readers, as a result of your recent ar¬ 
ticle, might help in this regard. As you 
may have noticed, Senator Tsongas has 
reluctantly seen the light at least in 
recent statements on the nuclear issue 
and has stated we have no real alter¬ 
native. 

It was a welcome relief to see some 
perspective added to the controversy by 
the Winchester Star instead of the con¬ 
tinuous stream of anti-everythlng 
philosophy espoused by the rock stars, 
the movie stars and the waning political 
Star on the Massachusetts horizon.

Food Stamp Cutoff Averted 


A June 1 cut-off date for food stamps 
has been averted by Congress, US Rep. 
Ed Markey announced today. 

In a last minute move to prevent a 
shut-down of the food stamp program, 
the House and Senate authorized $2.56 
billion in emergency funds to maintain 
the program until the fall. 

Congressional action was needed 
because the Agriculture Department has 
already exhausted its food stamp money 
for the current fiscal year. 

In voting for the appropriation, 
Markey said, "Nearly one out of every 
ten Americans receives food stamp 
benefits. Food stamps feed those families 
who are least protected from the impact 
of spiraling food prices. To suspend this 


assttance would have been inhumane." 

The additional funds voted today 
brought the cost of the federal food stamp 
program to $8.75 billion for the current 
fiscal year. Secreatry of Agriculture Bob 
Bergland told members of Congress that 
the $6.19 billion spending limit imposed 
by the House earlier had been based on 
overly optimistic economic assumptions. 

When the spending limits were set in 
1977, the Congressional Budget Office 
estimated that food costs would rise 
three or four percent a year. In fact, 
between 1977 and 1979, food prices rose 22 
percent and are expected to go even 
higher. The sudden rise in unem¬ 
ployment this year has also added 
thousands of people to the food-stamp 
rolls.

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Spot Pond 
Pumping Is 
Again Working 

The Spot Pond pumping station, a 
major component of the Winchester 
water system, is back in operation, 
allowing the Town of Winchester to 
cancel the water ban. Although reser¬ 
voirs are far from full, the Dept, of 
Public Works is optimistic that a water 
ban will not have to be reinstated. 
Approximately 6.5 million gallons of 
water are being pumped daily to the 
Middle Reservoir from MDC Spot Pond 
source. 

The DPW says (hat Winchester 
townspeople should be complimented for 
their sincere efforts in complying with 
the restrictions of the water ban. Many 
millions j)t gallons of water were con¬ 
served during the water ban and have 
played a major effort in averting a 
serious depletion of water in our reser¬ 
voirs. 

The “west side” of the town of Win¬ 
chester was required to comply with the 
water ban because it was necessary to 
allow water from the west high pressure 
system to flow into the middle low 
pressure system. This amount of water 
was increased with the water ban and 
allowed Winchester to retain more water 
in the Winchester Reservoirs. 

During the coming months, every 
citizen’s efforts in voluntary conservatin 
of water would be deeply appreciated. 
DPW officials urge residents to only 
water lawns and gardens as necessary.

ousiness,” Harrington said. “Secondly, 
there's a fine balance between protecting 
town employees and how much you 
burden today's taxpayers. 

“To tell the taxpayers that we’re 
adding 50 cents to their tax rate because 
of a hunch would be a difficult thing to do. 
They may not even be seeing the benefits 
of their money. The key thing is we don’t 
know if we need $1, $1,000 or $100,000. 
We’d be whistling in the dark to try it,” 
he said of the special fund proposal. 

Hogwash, says Elio. 

The unfunded liability in 
Massachusetts is growing at a rate of 23 
percent every year with last year’s 
figure reaching $700 million. In addition, 
the increase in disability retirements has 
been staggering. The unfunded liability 
was growing so large that the state 
legislature was forced to remove the 
automatic cost of living index from the 
pensions because the state simply 
couldn't afford to pay the increases. Now 
it votes every year on how much of an 
increase is possible regardless of the cost 
of living index. 

"Government has to pay as long as it 
has the money,” Elio, a Winchester 
resident, said. "If it doesn’t have it you 
just don’t pay and that’s frightening.” 

Under the state proposal the special 
funding plan would have communities 
pay a certain amount every year for 40 
years to reduce the unfunded liability. 
But convincing people it should spend 
substantially more money now so they 
can pay less 15 years from now is dif¬ 
ficult. Habits die hard and the habit for 
the past 40 years has been to pay as you 
go 

Elio says he is discouraged by 
response to his plan. He sees a total lack 
of understanding of how the funding 
works and what is is designed to do. 
People simply don’t believe there is a 
problem. 

FinCom chairman Robert Frank 
reported a $132,600 abatement on funds 
earned from the town’s $4.3 million in

assets from the pension deductions. 

Elio calls those figures dreams. 

“That $4 million figure is not market 
value. I’ll bet you a year’s salary that the 
market value is substantially less than 
that,” he said. 

He added that 63 percent of the town’s 
pension assets are investments in federal 
bonds such as railraod, telephone, public 
utility and industrial bonds. Interest 
rates for those bonds have risen ap¬ 
proximately three percent in the last 
year alone. Those bonds, then, are worth 
one-third what they were when they were 
invested. 

So instead of $4.3 million in assets the 
town thinks it has, in today’s market it 
has closer to $2.8 million. Subsequently, 
instead of a $132,6000 abatement, Elio 
says the town may be as much as $870,000 
in the hole. 

As for reports that more people are 
paying into the pool each year than are 
taking out, Elio insists that makes no 
difference. 

“ People just don’t seem to un¬ 
derstand," Elio argues. “Even though 
the $4 million isn’t really worth close to 
that much it doesn’t matter. That’s not 
the town’s money. It’s the employees. It’s 
their savings accounts (the employees) 
so the town can’t touch dime one of that 
money. I will argue that point to the 
sky," he insisted. As for the state’s ac- 
turial study, which Elio said was just 
recently completed for the 102 state and 
local pension systems, the local pension 
committee feels its numbers are 
misleading. Harrington said estimates 
from the 1976 study were significently 
higher than what eventually had to be 
appropriated. In fiscal 1977-78 the report 
estimated $634,251 would be needed. Only 
$522,000 was appropriated. In 1980-81 the 
state said $829,838 would be necessary 
and the town ended up appropriating 
$641,000. 

Harrington added that he didn’t have 
the state's new figures which were 
supposed to be available this year (which 
Elio says now are) so the committee had 
to go ahead and make a recommendation 
for the independent study. 

Elio counters that the reason for the 
discrepancies was a simple one: “In 
three years Winchester never submitted 
an annual report. Our projections had to 
be made from payroll projections and 
assumptions,” he said. 

Elio commented that he found it 
distressing that a group like the 
Massachusetts Taxpayers Association 
would support such a special pension 
fund and public employees would be 
opposed to it. 

The public employees are the ones 
with the most to lose. “All I can see is 
that we’re going to have broken 
promises. We’re getting into a situation 


where the state will do away with pen¬ 
sions. A person will come to retirement 
age go to collect his money and his boss 
will tell him, thanks for the good job for 
the past 30 years, your a great guy and a 
good worker but there’s no money left.’ 
That's frightening," Elio said. 

Winchester currently has 475 em¬ 
ployees in active service with 186 
receiving pension benefits. An additional 
30 are receiving payments from special 
yearly appropriations because they 
began working for the town prior to the 
1939 pension acts.

mains, and purchasing hydrants and 
gate valves, the Town of Winchester will 
be able to get into a controlled flushing 
program of the existing water system 
this year. 

This appropriation signals the first 
phase in a five-year plan, which requires* 
similar annual expenditures, to construct 
a 24-inch pipeline from Stoneham to 
Highland avenue, cleaning, lining and 
reconstruction of water lines throughout 
the water system. In addition to 
providing a cleaner water system, the 
plan will also increase safety for fire 
protection. 

This appropriation differs from the 
monies sought last November for a pilot 
study of the water treatement system at 
the reservoirs. With Monday's ap¬ 
propriation, actual cleaning of the water 
system can begin. Dept, of Public Works 
Director Walter Tonaszuck is optimistic 
that the town will be able to get good bid 
prices because of the economy. 

Tonaszuck says cleaning and lining 
the water system accomplishes two 
things: increases the flow charac¬ 
teristics for fire protection and gets rid of 
tubicules on pipes which are a potentail 
source of bacteria. 

Water and Sewer Department official 
Richard Warrington told Town Meeting 
members Monday that the design of the 
water system has been the root of many 
of today’s problems. There are dead end 
pipes in many sections and there is 2,000 
feet of unlined pipe which can cause 
future outbreaks of bacteria. Seasonal 
problems of algae in reservoirs also add 
to the difficulties. 

Warrington says this five-year 
program would restore the water system 
to an acceptable level. 

Town Meeting member John Harris 
said that Holton street neighbors were 
concerned about water supply and the

protection. 

Warrington said the Holton street 
area of town would not be looked at for 
approximately another three years. 

Town Meeting member Michael 
Connolly said there was nothing in the 
immediate report to address the looping 
problem in town. Although he supports 
the project, the looping system should be 
looked at. 

Tonaszuck said it wasn’t put into the 
first year program because of the cost 
factor involved and there may be more 
economical ways of looking at it with an 
in-house staff. The looping system ad¬ 
dressed in a report by Weston and 
Sampson suggested that all dead end 
streets be interconnected with additional 
water mains to allow for a continuous 
piping system. 

“We feel that what we’re proposing is 
very important. We’re looking at the 
water quality system, not just the 
distribution,” Tonaszuck said Monday. 

Other Budgets 

Town Meeting Monday defeated a 
$10,000 request for a study of the existing 
police and fire facilities, however, ap¬ 
proved $10,000 for repair work on that 
building. 

Town Meeting member Sally Cincotta 
said she would propose under Article 29 
that a committee be established to study 
existing police and fire facilities in order 
to prevent the expenditure. 

Other capital improvement budgets 
approved include library, $10,000; Town 
Hall repairs, $8,500; school roofs, $85,000; 
school heating, ventilating and air 
conditioning systems, $20,000.

Whatever the hospital prefers, the 
neighborhood has made clear for over a 
year that it does not want the hospital to 
move intolthe school. Residents fear 
night activity, lack of access and parking 
and traffic problems if the move is made. 

A committee is expected to be ap¬ 
pointed by the selectmen to be made up 
of members of the Alternative School Use 
Committee, town Counsel Douglas 
Randall and a selectman. They will begin 
negotiations with CETA as soon as 
Dossible. 

As for the Parkhurst School, the board 
is still waiting for proposals for 
development of one-family homes which 
last fall town meeting approved. 

However, the first call for proposals 
brought in none before the deadline (May 
9) so the Re-Use Committee and the 
selectmen agreed to readvertise for 
proposals. The initial advertisement 
received one response which was late so 
Town Counsel advised the town read¬ 
vertise. 

Deadline for the proposals is May 30. 
The advertisements appear in The Star 
today and earlier appeared in the Boston 
Globe and the Woburn Daily Times. As of 
Tuesday night there had been no 
responses. 

Neighborhood residents have ap¬ 
parently changed their minds about the 
single-family homes, however, since the 
Bartlett School recently expressed in¬ 
terest in moving from the Wyman School 
to Parkhurst 

Selectmen feared that if the Bartlett 
School, a private school of about 140 
students grades kindergarten-eighth, 
moves to Parkhurst no solution has been 
found because it still leaves the town with 
an empty school. 

“If we can come up with an entire 
solution for the schools that’s what we 
need to do," Selectman Alan MacDonald 
said. "I don't want to just shift the 
problem to the Wyman School.”

singlefamily dwellings again the board 
expects Town Meeting would amend the 
article to accomodate the Bartlett School 
plan and then a special town meeting 
would be called to vote on that.

Sachem Baseball Team 
Captures Second Win 


Under any conditions it would have 
been a satisfying win. But when a team is 
1-12 it becomes the highlight of what lias 
been a very frustrating season. 

The Sachem baseball team captured 
win number two on Monday when they 
topped Melrose 7-6 in eight innings. And 
they did it the hard way. They trailed 4-2, 
6-4, tied it with a triple and sacrifice fly in 
the top of the seventh and won it when 
Bill Baron squeezed home John Honnelly 
with the bases loaded. 

If the squad had a little luck for a 
change it also had its best hitting day of 
the season as well. Although Melrose 
(now 9-5 and on (he brink of being 
eliminated from post-season play) oulhil 
the Sachems 12-10 Winchester came up 
with seven extra base hits, including 
three triples. 

“It’s the first time we’ve really hit in 
the clutch," coach Bill Chase said af¬ 
terwards. We got the extra base hits, the 
big base hits. It was a good win for us. 
Melrose is a real good hitting team." 

Eddie Pratt got the win (he has both) 
in relief of Sam Kenton with three strong 
innings. He also provided some key of¬ 
fense when he gol Jay Tedcsco home (a 
triple) with a sacrifice fly to send the 
game into extra innings. 

In the top of the eighth Hennelly 
started it off with a walk, Ron Dokus 
followed with a double and Paul Mathson 
(two hits) was intentionally walked to 
load the bases for Baron’s dramatic 
suicide squeeze. 

The Sachems must have mastered 
that play in practice because that was 
only one of three squeeze plays at¬ 
tempted two of which were successful. 
Jum Kohr brought home Rich Fennel 
earlier in the game. 

In two earlier games, hitting - or lack 
of same - sent the Sachems reeling to 
their seventh straight defeat with losses 
to Lexington (5-1) and Wakefield (3-1). 

Against Lexington Pratt went the 
distance and didn’t pitch all that badly 
giving up five runs, two of which were 


unearned. "His ERA is down under three 
now," Chase said. “He's been the best 
pitcher we’ve had. He’s been a little 
inconsistent (or us hut he hasn’t pitched 
in two years actually. We hoped he’d get 
back to where he was as a sophomore but 
he’s worked hard all year." 

Pratt had to sit out all of last season 
because of tendinitis in the elbow. 

But against the Minutemen the of¬ 
fense floundered once more, piling up 
just lour hits. “The same old story,” 
Chase explained. "That was the dif¬ 
ference between (his game and the 
Melrose win." 

Against Wakefield Tim Mahon made 
his first start of the season hut, he too, 
was also victimized by paper bats. The 
Sachems compiled just three hits, one of 
which made it out of the infield. They got 
their lone run when Fennel singled, stole 
second and third base and scored on a 
wild pitch. 

But Chase admitted the Melrose 
triumph mode things a little more 
pleasant and gave the team a much 
needed shot of confidence. 

"It was the first time we really got the 
breaks," he said. “We’re optimistic 
about our last lour games now. Stoneham 
we already beat (2-0), Watertown can be 
beaten, Belmont isn’t that good and 
Woburn has been fading. We’re op¬ 
timistic."

Part II: Communities Put Funds 
Away For Future Pension Systems 


When John Bilafer was elected 
Treasurer in Arlington in 1972 he - along 
with most people in the state — felt public 
pension funds were in good shape. He 
admits his opinion was based on 
ignorance. He doesn’t think he was alone. 

What he found out when he started to 
look into the subject astounded him. He 
found an unfunded liability in Arlington 
that by 1976 would reach $27 million. 
Today it has topped $30 million. 

He round that Massachusetts was the 
only state still under the pay-as-you-go 
system; that since passage of the state’s 
pension system in the late 1930's nobody 
had been putUng away money for future 
pensions. 

“The more I got into it the more I saw 
what a can of worms it was,” Bilafer 
says now. “1 consider it to be one of the 
most critical problems facing the state." 

So Bilafer along with the necessary 
approval of Town Meeting did something 
about it. Arlington is among the first 


communities to start funding the public 
pensions. Under a 10-year phase-in plan, 
developed by The Wyatt Company, the 
town put away $250,000 in 1978 and voted 
to increase that by $65,000 each year for 
the next nine years. In 1967 pensions will 
equal about 29 percent of the town's 
payroll and and that will remain constant 
until the year 2009 when pension con¬ 
tributions will be 12.5 percent of the 
payroll, a figure signifying that all past 
pension liabilities will have been paid for. 
Carmen Elio, a Winchester resident and 
chairman of the state’s Retirement Law 
Commission and leader of the movement 
to start funding the public pensions, can’t 
say enough about Bilafer and Arlington, 
“lliat town was probably the first to 
come to grips and realize what the 
concepts are,” he said. "I remember 
going to their Town Meeting to ask for the 
funding (1978) and there were about 200 
or 300 people there, everyone one of them 
it seemed, with questions. If it wasn’t for 


John Bilafer and Don Marquis (Town 
Manager) it never would have gone 
through. They went around in circles to 
explain it to people and make sure they 
understood what it was about.” Under 
Arlington’s funding schedule by 1994 
there will have been $7.4 million ap¬ 
propriated for the special fund. Interest 
on those investments will mean a savings 
in pension expenditures for the taxpayers 
totalling $1.2 million. If no funding had 
started, actuary studies showed the 
town’s pension payments would have 
climbed to 42 percent of the town's 
payroll by 215. 

However, it is exactly those kind of 
figures that turn people off from the idea, 
Bilafer maintains. 

When people see this system will 
prove beneficial sometime in the next 
century, they say so what. And if It is 
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Town Meeting Approves Layout 
Of Viking Road Once Again 


While Town Meeting last year ap¬ 
proved the layout of Viking road, the 
Board of Selectmen never recorded that 
plan. And so, to the consternation and 
aggravation of several Town Meeting 
members, Viking road was again 
declared a public was way last week. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Wade 
Welch told members meeting at McCall 
Jr. High School last week the reason why. 
last year's approval was void was 
because the layout was not recorded with 
the Clerk’s office. The reason why the 
layout was not recorded was in the 
question of required curbing. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins said that 
last year a hearing was held which 
required curbing. However, the Select¬ 
men subsequently decided not to file that 
recording since they didn’t want to 
require curbing. The article in this year’s 
warrant does not require curbing on all 
10 parcels of Viking road. When polled, 
two of the 10 residents didn’t want cur¬ 
bing on their lots. 

Town Meeting member Albert 
Mouradian said he was deeply disturbed 
that last year's acceptance of Viking 
road was void. “Why is this coming out of 
the woodwork now?" he queried. 

Precinct 4 Town Meeting member 
Walter Farrell asked why Town Meeting 
was going through this “charade" when 
it appeared to be the same thing as last 


year. 

“It appears we’re doing this twice," 
Town Meeting member Sally Cincotta 
said. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said 
there were two legal questions at stake - 
a question as to whether the Selectmen's 
layout was adequate and whether Town 
Meeting had the authority to delete 
curbing. Moderator John Sullivan said 
the article in this Warrant was not out of 
order. 

In asking that Town Meeting accept 
the Viking road layout, the Selectmen 
requested that $12,300 be appropriated 
for installation of curbing. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said 
that of that appropriation, $5,100 would 
be returned to town coffers since it would 
be picked up by residents. Although the 
ratio over the last few years has slipped 
from a 50-50 (town-residents) cost, this 
uneven split is caused by the town’s 
responsibility to finance the cul-de-sac 
paving at the end of the street. 

This amendment, which was not 
supported by the Finance Committee, 
was subsequently defeated on a voice 
vote. 

FinCom Chairman Robert Frank said 
the street was constructed in accordance 
with the town's wishes. FinCom doesn’t 
support the curbing program, Frank 
said, because it isn't a high enough ex¬ 


penditure to require the town to pick up 
the tab. Frank said that to prevent water 
from getting under the street, curbing 
has to be required on ail parts of the 
street - not just on eight parcels. He also 
noted that $25,000 has already been ap¬ 
propriated under two line items in the 
budget for next year. 

"The question we have is whether the 
program we see as marginal ought to be 
expended in this manner,” Frank said. 

Marion Crandall of the Planning 
Board, said the Board now requires 
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Pepperhill Residents Decide 
Not To Appeal Court Ruling 


Members of the Winchester Aim for a 
Better Neighborhood (WABN) project 
have decided against appealing a 
Superior Court judge's ruling on the 
legality of housing construction in the 
Pepper Hill area. 

According to James J. Walsh of 15 
Pepperhill dr., the group has decided not 
to appeal Superior Court Associate 
Justice John J. Irwin Jr.'s upholding of 
the Planning Board's approval one year 
ago to allow construction of 27 duplex 
homes there. 

Walsh said this week "it's a question 
of what to do with our resources. What is 
currently going on with DEQE 
(Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering) is more important.” 

Walsh says that os conservation and 
the area would be a significant asset to 
the town and would avoid other problems 
that might arise. "The parcel is a key to 
really a lot of opportunities down there," 
Walsh says. He cites the fact that the 


area abuts Lexington conservation area 
as well as farmland. 

Conservationists, abutters and 
residents of Arlington, Winchester and 
Lexington are asking DEQE to block 
construction of the area because of fears 
of flooding and loss of conservation land. 

The DEQE appeal filed by abutters 
and other residents charges that the 
proposed development would aggravate 
flooding problems on James street and 
Dunster lane, as well as contribute to 
pond pollution in Lexington. 

According to Attorney Robert W. 
Graves, who filed the appeal, the DEQE 
has the authority to restirct construction 
on parcels defined as wetlands and on 
property within too feet of wetlands. 

There is also a move afoot by other 
residents of the Pepperhill area to ask 
the town to purchase the area as con¬ 
servation land under Article 21 of the 
Town Meeting Warrant. 


High school math teacher Helen M. 
Johanson was the only one of 12 can¬ 
didates not to receive tenure from the 
School Committee Tuesday night. 

Although committee chairman 
Catherine Alexander wouldn’t say 
specifically why Johanson, who has been 
in the Winchester school department in 
various capacities since 1972, wasn't 
given tenure, she hinted that one of the 
factors was declining enrollment. 

"Declining enrollments have made us 
look at tenure in a different light. Good 
teachers are something we really want to 
hang on to,” Alexander said before the 
committee voted on the tenure of the 12 
candidates. 

She also reminded the committee that 
tenure must be granted only to those who 
have "performed to the standard we 
expect and enjoy in Winchester." 

Alexander added that the committee's 
decisions were based on recom¬ 
mendations from principals, department 
directors and parents familiar with the 
candidates. 

The vote was 3-2 against Johanson 
receiving tenure. The only other can¬ 
didate who wasn’t unanimously granted 
tenure was business teacher Sandra L. 
Gaiiuzzo, whose tenure was approved by 
a 3-2 vote. 

Those receiving tenure by a 
unanimous vote were: Susan Austin, an 
English and foreign language teacher at 
the high school. She has been at Win¬ 
chester High since 1977. Gale Butcher, an 
English teacher at Winchester High, a 
position she has held since 1977. Linda 
Ciccarlello, a Latin teacher at the high 
school where she has been since 1977. 


Deborah Stewart, the Resource Room 
teacher at the high school, a position she 
has held since 1977. Prior to that she was 
the high school's Special Needs 
Instructor as well as a substitute in the 
Winchester system. Eleanor Agranat, a 
social studies teacher at the Lynch 
Junior High where she has been since 
1977. 

Virginia l.aats, a Home Economics 
teacher at the McCall Junior High, a 
position she has held since 1977 (half¬ 
time since 1978). Carla Jentz, Elemen¬ 
tary chairman of the CORE Evaluation 
team in the town's public schools. She 
has been with Winchester since 197 Joan 
Rice, Primary Learning Disabilities 
teacher. She lias been in the Winchester 
school system since 1977. Dorothy 
Seltzer, a Resource Room teacher at the 
Noonan School. She has been in the 
Winchester school system since 1975. 
Norman Goldberg, the Reading Coor¬ 
dinator and Specialist at the Washington 
School, a position he has held since 1977. 

In other personnel decisions, the 
committee accepted the resignation of 
Walter Gleason, Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent of Curriculum and Instruction, 
effective June 30 He is retiring after 19 
years in the Winchester school system. 

Other resignations accepted by the 
committee included: George C. Greer, a 
sixth grade teacher at the VincentOwen 
School for retirement purposes; Harvey 
Kornicks, a half-time art teacher 
elementary for professional and personal 
reasons and Carlene O. Maxwell, a 
foreign language teacher at the McCall 
Junior High because she is moving out of 
state. 


Sign By-Law Amendment 
Passes Town Meeting 


"To present an alphabet and then 
choose only ‘s’ is somewhat 
questionable," Town Meeting Moderator 
John Sullivan said last week, thereby 
summing up the action requested at last 
week's session under Article 8. 

Under this article, a detailed new sign 
by-law would have replaced the existing 
five-year-old ordinance. However, the 
bulk of this article was postponed until 
the November Town Meeting for con¬ 
sideration. The only action taken last 
week was approval of a Finance Com¬ 
mittee recommendation that businesses 
be given an additional three years with 
which to comply with the by-law. 

Despite the fact that FinCom 
Chairman Robert Frank said the 
Committee doesn’t favor “grand¬ 
fathering” because of the difficulty in 
enforcement the Committee presented 
the subsequently approved amendment. 

According to Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Wade Welch, lack of com¬ 
munications between various groups 
studying the sign by-law was the reason 
for requesting only the three-year ex¬ 
tension this spring. 

When the Chamber of Commerce 
began studying the present sign by-law 
one year ago, Welch said, they met with 
members of the Board of Selectmen. 
However, "no one touched bases with the 
Government Regulations Commission.” 

It was subsequently decided that with 


80-90 businesses not conforming to the 
present by-law a draft couldn't be 
presented to this spring Meeting. Two 
options, Welch said, remained. One 
would be to grandfather existing signs or 
to extend the time in which businesses 
could comply. It was decided Welch said, 
to grandfather the existing signs since "it 
was the intent of the Chamber in what 
they said." 

In making the amendment to extend 
the orignal five-year requirement for 
businesses to comply with the by-law to 
eight years, Frank said the sign by-law 
proposal needs more attention. 

On a question from one Town Meeting 
member us to why non-conforming signs 
can’t comply, Welch said it would 
overload the Zoning Board of Appeals 
because sign owners would all ask for 
variances. 

Although she favored the three-year 
extension, Town Meeting member Sally 
Kincaid asked why there was now "an 
overt threat to overwhelm the Zoning 
Board of Appeals” when businesses have 
had five years in which to comply.” 

Precinct 7 Town Meeting member 
Otto Schaefer said that the real 
momentum for wiping out the by-law is 
from a group who want to keep the signs 
they have. Schaeffer also noted that in

Officials Are 
Investigating 
Car Vandalism 

Police and school officials are con¬ 
tinuing their investigation into the 
breaking of a car window of a black 
teacher at the high school last Friday to 
see if it was racially motivated. 

According to police reports, a car 
owned by Pamela Brooks, a social 
studies teacher at the high school, had a 
window broken by youths using a sling 
shot. 

High School Principal Vincent E. 
Larocco said three or four students plus 
an "outsider" have been questioned in 
connection with the incident. 

"A slingshot was apparently used but 
whether it was done intentionally or not 
we don’t know. The whole incident is still 
under investigation. The police have 
been working hard with us but that’s all 
we can report at this time,” Larocco said 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Witnesses to the incident told police 
that a number of youths with a slingshot 
were trying to hit a Fire Lane No 
Parking sign when they hit Brooks car. 
The youths lied after hitting the window. 

This was the second time Brooks’ car 
has been vandalized at the high school. 

Last spring a window was also broken 
and purple puint was smeared over her 
car by youttis. She told police last spring 
that students hud shouted racial remarks 
at her the same morning as site entered 
the school 
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Lynch School Orientation 

The School Committee approved June 
5 as the day for Lynch School Orientation 
for students transferring there from the 
Maraco and Noonan Schools next fall. 

The orientation idea was formulated 
in response to parent’s fears over the 
children’s possible problems adjusting to 
the new school. 

The Lynch Junior High is being made 
into an elementary school starting in the 
fall. 

All students involved in the switch will 
visit Lynch June 5 for a tour of the 
building. A proposal to have all the 
teachers that will be there next fall be 
present at the orientation was opposed by 
school Superintendent William Mac¬ 
donald because it would require paying 
for substitutes to replace those teachers. 

He suggested that teachers who will 
be transferred there next year visit at the 
end of the day to meet with any parents 
who are interested. 

Parkhurst principal Andrew Allen 
had suggested the board allow the 
teachers e there i possible to make the 
students feel more at home and to answer 
any questions the parents might have. 

Energy Costs 

Because of $105,000 in unanticipated 
energy costs, the School Committee this 
week approved the transferral of $85,000 
from Personal Services to cover those 
costs. 

An ad 'itional $21,000 will be scraped 
up by reducing other accounts such as 
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travel and purchase of year-end supplies. 

Due to an increase in state and federal 
grants in the Personal Services budget 
the committee was able to switch it over 
to cover energy costs that had been 
underfunded. Because it is coming from 
grant money MacDonald said it would 
not effect the taxpayers. 

Town Meeting approval will still have 
to give final approval of the transfer, 
MacDonald added. 

Meeting Night Unchanged 

The School Committe voted 4-1 
against a proposal to change the board’s 
meeting night from Monday to Tuesday. 

"We have had School Committee 
meetings for at least the past 15 years on 
Monday evenings,” MacDonald said. “I 
don’t see any sound reason for changing 
it so 1 recommend negatively,” he told 
the committee. 

Committee member Dr. Roger A. 
Bauman had asked the board to consider 
the switch so it wouldn't conflict with 
Town Meeting as well as the selectmen 
meetings, both of which are held on 
Monday nights. 

"I think we’re just going to create 
more chaos by changing it,” Constance 
Papas said. "The selectmen meet every 
Monday night so we have plenty op¬ 
portunities if we want to meet with 
them.” 

The School Committee meets every 
other week. 

Papas, Alexander, Mary Jean 
Weylman and Sandra Rodgers voted 
against the proposal, Bauman voted in 
favor of it and John Duffy abstained. “I

Spanish Students 

If three Spanish high school students 
want to study in Winchester they will 
have to find housing without the aid of the 
Winchester school system’ the com¬ 
mittee decided this week. 

Three youths, who visited Winchester 
last year as part of an exchange program 
have expressed interest in returning said 
Foreign Language teacher Felicia M. 
Hall . 

“I’d hate to see a burden pit on the 
school administration to find host 
families. If exchange programs are 
finding it difficult to find host families 
then it would be a terrible responsibility, 
not one the schools should assume,” 
MacDonald said. 

All agreed that the exchange 
programs are a fine "concept” but that 
the schools should stick to the educating 
and not the housing end of things. The 
committee said if the students could find 
housing on their own or through an 
agency the committee would then con¬ 
sider what, if any, tuition would be ap¬ 
propriate. 

■ MacDonald also cautioned aginst 
Hall’s getting involved in finding host 
families for the boys, all high school 
seniors. 

“I think you ought to be careful about 
getting involved with the selection of 
homes. If something goes wrong then 
they come back to you and consequently 
back to me and the school ad¬ 
ministration,” he said. 

Language Tutor 

The decision to fund the English as a 
Second Language tutor with $5,000 from 
the unallocated budget was postponed 
until the fall so it will be easier to 
determine how much money will be 
needed. 

MacDonald asked the committee for 
permission to take on a need basis an 
amount of money not to exceed $5,000 to 


pay for the ESL tutor. 

The tutor costs approximately $8 an 
hour, MacDonald said, adding that five 
students utilized the service last year. He 
said there were over a hunded students 
for whom English is a second language 
but most of them did not need special 
assistance. 

"I absolutely refuse to commit any 
unallocated money at this time, not that 
this cause isn’t worthy,” Papas said. 

She preferred the committee wait 
until the fall before committing any of 
the unallocated money. 


Kindergarten Schedule 

All Kindergarten students will be 
attending three-hour sessions starting in 
the fall, MacDonald confirmed this week. 

The morning session will remain the 
same, 8:45 -11:45 but the afternoon 
sessions (at just the Lincoln and Muraco 
Schools) will be lengthened from two and 
one-half hours to three. 

The afternoon class wi start at 11:45 
and end at 2:45. 

MacDonald also reminded the 
committee that there was $13,700 in the 
budget for two half-time teacher aides 
who will fill in for the teacher while she 
goes on lunch. The new schedule will free 
one teacher in the afternoons for alter¬ 
native activities and projects. 

Some committee members and 
parents in the audience questioned the 
use of teacher aides since a similar 
program was tried last year at the 
Washington School which MacDonald 
acknowledged was a “dismal failure.” 
But he insisted this was a different 
program because the teacher aides 
would be qualified, as opposed to last 
year's aides. 

MacDonald added that if any prin¬ 
cipals or parents at the Lincoln or 
Muraco Schools objected to the teacher 
aide use they could bring it in front of the 
School Committee for consideration.

Town Meeting members last Thur¬ 
sday approved $180,000 under the capital 
program of the town budget and post 
poned until tonight several other 
financial programs.

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Town Meeting Postpones 
Sale Of Reservoir Land 


Article 12, which would have 
authorized the Board of Selectmen to sell 
Ihe land at 14 Reservoir st., was in¬ 
definitely postponed last week at the 
recommendation of the Board of 
Selectmen. 

In making the recommendation for 
indefinite postponement, Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Wade Welch told 
Town Meeting members that the 
property doesn't cost the town anything 
in upkeep. It should be maintained, he 
said, so as not to foreclose any options to 
the nearby Reservoir. The land was 
slated to have been sold for not less than 
$05,000. Welch noted that in 1968 the 
property was valued at $21,500; the 
$65,000 ligurc was determined by the 
Board of Assessors. 

Approval of indefinite postponement 
came despite opoosition by the Finance 
Committee. FinCom Chairman Robert 
Frank said FinCom favored sale of the 
property and opposed indefinite post- 
I>onement. 

The general condition of the property, 
Frank said, is declining. “The 
justification to keep it is for access to the 
Reservoir. But, it is better business 
judgment to sell it off. The town shouldn't 
be in the business of owning land,” he 
said. Frank noted the rent is $139 mon¬ 
thly while taxes amount to $1600 an¬ 
nually. 

Supporting the Selectmen’s recom¬ 
mendation for indefinite postponement, 
Planning Board spokesman Marion 
Crandall said the land, which abuts the 
Reservoir, may be needed in the future. 
However, she said the Board would 
support the town increasing the monthly 
rent of the three-story building. 

On a question from one Town Meeting 
member as to why the rent was “so low,” 
Welch said the Selectmen were waiting to 
see the action of Town Meeting before 
deciding whether to increase the monthly 
lees. He also noted the Selectmen can 
levy "whatever the traffic will bear." • 

Selectman Alan Macdonald said that 
it might bo better business to raise the 
rent. He said Town Engineer Jake 
Ciarcia presented a valid argument for 
hanging onto the property. If there are 
strong reasons for not holding onto the 
property, it can be sold in the future, 
Macdonald said. 

Although the land in question is only 
5,000 square feet, said Selectman 


Michael Saraco, it’s adjacent to the 
Reservoir. The building on the property 
is immaterial, Saraco said, the land is 
what’s important and should be main¬ 
tained by the town. 

Town Adopts 
Flood Plain 
District Map 

By a vote of 123-1 Town Meeting last 
week approved the establishement of a 
flood plain district under Warrant Article 
7. 

Approval of this article was required 
in order that the town be able to enter the 
National Flood Insurance Program by 
June 18. According to Town Engineer 
Jake Ciarcia, homeowners can now 
receive up to $70,000 worth of flood in¬ 
surance. To date, the town has par¬ 
ticipated in an emergency flood in¬ 
surance program, under which residents 
can receive only $35,000. 

In order to enter this program, the 
town had to adopt a set of minimum set of 
standards: an amendment which would 
make a flood insurance rate map an 
overlay to the zoning map; the Con¬ 
servation Commission had to notify 
certain agencies of any changes in water 
ways; and the Dept, of Public Works or 
the Board of Health have to ensure any 
new repalcement water or sewer mains 
were done to avoid flood waters into the 
system. .• 

Ciarcia said all three had to be' 
adopted or else the town would not 
qualify. He also noted that $750,000 worth 
of insurance (approximately 20 policies) 
could be cancelled if the district wasn’t 
adopted. Also, no new flood insurance 
policies would be issued and it might be 
difficult for homeowners to secure bank 
mortgages.

Winchester Hospital Holds 
Lecture On Hypertension 


“One out of every five to six people in 
the United States has high blood 
pressure," Vincent F. Guerra, M.D., 
stated during his recent lecture on 
"Hypertension - New Advances." The 
lecture was a community health 
program offered to the public by Win¬ 
chester Hospital. 

“Hypertension is higher in people who 
are overweight, those who have high salt 
intake, and those whose relatives have 
high blood pressure,” Guerra gave 
ranges of pressure readings from mild to 
dangerous levels. "Since stress makes 
blood pressure rise, a single reading is 


not accurate," he stated, "and patients 
should have three to four readings to get 
the correct average." 

Warning his audience against salt 
intake,. Guerra explained that salt binds 
with water in the walls of vessels, and 
makes them become stiff. This is more 
commmon in people with high blood 
pressure than those without. 

Guerra concluded his lecture by 
discusssing several kinds of medication 
often used for hypertension and their side 
effects. He stressed that "treatment of 
hypertension is a life-long commitment.

have the state throw in a little sweetener 
in the form of 50 percent reimbursement 
if communities start funding. Although 
such an idea was rejected by the 
legislature three years ago he insists that 
it may be necessary to get many of the 80 
remaining systems involved in funding. 

“For one thing 1 don't think they’re 
going to get the communities to do it 
without help and number two, even if 
they (the state) do it the communities 
may not have it (money) anyway,” 
Bilafer said. 

The idea is not totally dead yet either, 
Bilafer added. 

A Public Service Committee headed 
by state Sen. Samuel Rotondi is expected 
to start looking into possible state aid as 
well as an overall look at the local and 
state pension systems. 

However, as far as Elio is concerned 
any thought of the state helping with 
costs through reimbursements is 
unrealistic because the state’s pension 
system is in equally bad shape as local 
systems. 

Bilafer counters that the state may 
have no choice. If the local pension 
systems should happen to “go broke" the 
state would have to come in and bail out 
the community anyway.

actuary is completed (which $5,000 was 
appropriated for), Bilafer had a few 
observations. 

On the idea of having the independent 
actuary done Bilafer agrees. “An ac¬ 
tuary can come in and tell you how much 
you’ll need and for how long you’ll need 
it," he said. 

When the Wyatt Company, a 
nationally known firm, presented their 
study to Arlington Town Meeting three 
options were offered. A five-year phase- 
in, a ten-year phase-in and full funding 
were all explained to the town meeting 
members and the full funding proposal 
was rejected. 

Under full funding a first year ap¬ 
propriation of $910,000 would have been 
required, Bilafer said. “You’ve got to 
give the people some breathing room so it 
doesn't look like the problem is over¬ 
whelming," he explained. 

Bilafer, however, sided with Town 
Manager Thomas Groux’s recom¬ 
mendation that the town appropriate 
$150,000 just to get the fund started. 
Although it was admittedly an arbitrary 
figure he said it is imperative that the 
town simply start funding. 

If any adjustments are necessary the 
actuary will allow for them to be made in 
the second year. 

The local Pension Study Committee 
recommended against any funding until 
after an actuary is done because the 
town's pension fund is Currently in good 
condition and that Winchester had many 
unique characteristics that the state 
actuary, done every three years, didn’t 
take into account. 

On those issues Bilafer also disagreed 
with the local pension committee. 

First of all, he wondered how the town 
could accurately determine if its pension 
fund was in good condition if it not only 
had no independent studies done but also 
had yet to even see the state actuary that 
was recently completed. 

Secondly, even if Winchester does 
have characteristics unique to Win¬ 
chester, an assertion he questions 
anyway, those differences, usually in- 
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significent, are found in many com¬ 
munities and tend to even out in the long 
nin. In effect, the “unique” differences 
are meaningless. 

Finally, Bilafer would recommend 
that the town make whatever figure it 
deems necessary to fund the system an 
annual budget item and not something 
that is subject to the whims of Town 
Meeting moods every year. 

He points to the town of Stoughton as 
an example of what can happen if (1) an 
actuary isn’t and (2) if it doesn't make 
the appropriation a budget item. 

Stoughton appropriated $25,000 for 
1979 for the town’s pension fund but didn't 
fund anything the next year because as 
Mary Foster of the Treasurer’s office put 
it, “we simply didn’t have any money.” 

"That’s a classic example ot a town 
that didn’t have an actuary done,” 
Bilafer maintained. "Every year at 
Town Meeting there’s going to be a guy 
that's going to stand up and say 'we don't 
have the money.' That’s the problem 
with just throwing in money on a year to 
year basis. You've got to make it a 
budget item.” 

On a philosophical note, Bilafer 
suggests it is the last generation's 
responsibility to start funding the pen¬ 
sions because they haven’t been doing it - 
as they were supposed to — since the 
beginning. 

“This generation didn’t start funding 
it when it should have," Bilafer said of 
his age group. "This generation should 
have been funding this thing. So I just 
don’t think it’s something we would like 
to leave future generations as a legacy.”

Sign By-Law 


We haven't always agreed with Town Meeting member Sally 
Kincaid. But, when she pointedly asked last week why the Zoning 
Board of Appeals would now be overloaded with requests for 
variances if local businesses were required to be in compliance with 
the existing sign by-law, the message was clear. 

Why would there be such a flood of appeals, and why haven't the 
local businesses been using the last five years to bring their signs 
Into conformity? Why was It necessary that a three-year extension 
be voted last Thursday at Town Meeting for local businesses to be In 
compliance with the existing by-law when they had been given five 
years In the first place? Local businesses, under the existing by-law, 
were required to meet approved regulations by this summer. 

It was pointed out that If the extension were not granted the ZBA 
would be inundated with requests for variances from approximately 
80-90 businesses. 

Well, with a five-year period originally granted few, if any, can 
claim Ignorance of the by-law. To paraphrase one Town Meeting 
member, the five-year period was more than generous. Citing the 
financial expense put upon small businesses to make necessary 
repairs Is a poor excuse. This is a one-time expenditure. If it were 
put off, the cost could only go up. 

Although the majority of the sign by-law revisions are due to 
come before Town Meeting in November, It's clear there Is still time 
for the additional study recommended by the Finance Committee. 
But, the question remains, why haven’t businesses been using the 
last five years originally provided In the present by-law?

The House “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local Represen¬ 
tatives votes on four key roll 
calls from last week’s session. 

Sunday Liquor (H 1813) — 
House rejected 85-56, a bill 
allowing package stores to 
remain open on the four Sundays 
between Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. 

Supporters argued that with 
retail stores now allowed to open 
on those four days, liquor stores 
should be granted the same 
option to prosper on these key 
shopping days. Some opponents 
said six days a week was suf¬ 
ficient for package stores to be 
open,’ and noted that many 
owners do not want to work 
seven days. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
Jr. voted against the bill.

Teacher Tenure (H 1320) — 
House rejected 106-36, a bill 
providing for local reevaluation 
panels to evaluate tenured 
teachers every four years. 

The three-member panel 
would consist of one member 
appointed by the school com¬ 
mittee, one by the teacher, and 
one by the two appointed 
members. It would have the 
power to reappoint teachers for 
four more tenured years or to not 
“retenure” the teacher, in which 
case he or she can elect to work 
one more provisional year before 
being required to leave. 

Supporters argued the bill 
provides for a long overdue 
system of periodically 
reevaluating tenured teachers, 
and is in the interest of our 
children’s education. Opponents, 
noting the Mass. Teacher’s 
Association opposes the bill, 
claimed teachers need some job 
security and noted present law 
already provides for dismissal of 
tenured teachers. 

Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 


amendment to impose a four 
percent cap on the state’s fiscal 
1981 budget, limiting the 
package’s price tag to an in¬ 
crease of four percent over last 
year's total. 

Supporters argued the cap 
would reduce the package by 
some $38 million and help the 
overburdened taxpayer. 
Opponents said the Ways and 
Means Committee used the four 
percent cap as a guideline In 
formulating the budget and had 
already reduced and cut spen¬ 
ding everywhere possible. 

Rotondi voted against 
amendment. 

J.' Scholarships (S . .22,1)0) 
Senate rejected 20-19, 
amendment increasing 
funding for the higher education 
scholarship program from $14.6 
to $15.1 million. 

Supporters argued the 
$500,000 increase would meqn 
another 900 students could 
receive grants during these 
inflationary times. Opponents 
said the increase was too much 
and said if the Senate increased 
funding for every worthwhile 
program the total of the budget 
would skyrocket.

This is a letter from the represen¬ 
tatives of the WHS student body for the 
youth center. We would simply like to 
clarify a few points. 

First: The youth center is not, and 
never has been the Youth Council. The 
Youth Council would be a town sponsored 
organization which Mr. Chadwick is 
attempting to establish. 

It would cater to a broad range of 
youth needs, most especially, we hope, it 
will provide a forum on jobs. However, 
once again, the youth center is not the 
Youth Council. The youth center will 
cater to the one basic, major need that all 
Winchester teenagers hold in common; 
the need for a place where we can go to 
meet, to socialize, and to “occupy our 
time constructively,” as it was stated in 
our first organizational meeting among 
the students. 

We are all familiar with the lack of 
entertainment for the youth of Win¬ 
chester. The theater was closed long ago, 
the Dairy Maid ceased to be without even 
the warning of a “temporarily closed" 
sign, and as a last in an inevitable series 
of closings, the Winchester Bowling Alley 
is no longer functioning. 

With the passing of the Bowling Alley, 
the last legitimate place for the youth of 
Winchester to congregate was taken 
from us without a single voice of concern 
among the adult community of Win¬ 
chester. Now, more than ever, we feel the 
Youth of Winchester need a youth center. 

Second: The school administrators at 
WHS are all strongly backing the youth 
center, as do the Winchester Police 
Department and many concerned adults. 
This is not to mention the many students 
who have actively supported this concept 
since the first student organizational 
meeting on March 4. 

. We feel that support from the Winch¬ 
ester School Committee would further 
enable us to achieve our goal. We are 
pleased that you have given your support 
for the pool and the Youth Council. 

However, we feel that the concept of a 
youth center merits your approval as 
much, if not more than these two other 
organizations. The youth center would 
deal more closely with the major need of 
the town’s youth population: the need for 
a place to socialize. 

We ask only for your support. The 
School Committee, of all town 
organizations, is most responsible for the 
needs of the youth of Winchester — 
whether it be inside the classroom or out. 
We feel that the concept of a youth center 
is not only worthy of your approval, but 
that any lack of approval on the part of 
the School Committee would be a gross 
injustice to the Youth of Winchester.

Planning Board Chairman, Charles 
Tseckares, was quoted in The Star as 
saying that nothing could be done to stop 
condominium conversion. IS THIS 
REALLY TRUE? The city of Lynn has 
done the impossible. 

They have halted further con¬ 
dominium conversions in order to protect 
present residents and to provide a 
variety of housing in the city. Lynn of¬ 
ficials realize the elimination of rental 
housing will cause serious hardship for 
many. 

Mr. Tseckares needs to think about 
this issue. He appears to be only in¬ 
terested in the increased revenue that 
more condominium conversions would 
bring to the town. This is a very short¬ 
sighted and superficial perception of the 
problem. 

I ask Mr. Tseckares to reconsider his 
position. I encourage him to study the 
issue further. Speaking as one of those 
affected by the condominium conversion

For those willing to look beyond the 
media headlines and 6 p.m. news, the 
whole Iranian affair from the overthrow 
of the Shah to the hostage crisis, is 
beginning to smell to high heaven. 

A review of events is necessary for 
some perspective. The US government 
helped establish the Shah in power in 1953 
in order to have a strong, stable ally in 
the Gulf oil fields, and an assured flow of 
oil from that country and its neighbors. 

Under five presidents the US built up 
(economically and militarily) and 
supported this loyal pro-western ally 
because of its legitimate US security 
interests. Then along came Jimmy 
Carter in 1976, with his foreign policy by 
“human rights” and a host of leftist 
foreign policy advisors who 
systematically began to undermine our 
allies in South Africa, Rhodesia, Taiwan, 
the Philipines, South Korea, Nicaragua, 
Chile and Iran, while giving aid and 
comfort to revolutionary “liberation” 
groups in those countries (the Con¬ 
stitution defines treason as giving "aid 
and comfort to our enemies”). 

The Carter team began to pressure 
the Shah regarding alleged “human 
rights” violations and pushed him into 
releasing political prisoners (several 
thousand terrorists, revolutionaries, and 
communists who had been tried and 
imprisoned for attempting to overthrow 
his government), by threatening both to 
withold aid and to halt sales of badly 
needed weapons to Iran. 

The Carter administration 
destabilized the Shah's position by giving 
“aid and comfort” to his enemies and 
forcing him into concessions that were 
both inappropriate in the Iranian cultural 
and political context and which greatly 
undermined his authority. 

(A similar US policy of undermining 
the Somoza regime in Nicaragua and the 
Smith-Muzorewa regimes in Rhodesia, 
while covertly providing support to their 
Marxist enemies, helping to helping 
bring to power in those two countries. 

While preaching "human rights” to 
those allies, Carter was increasing 
technology and food sales to Russia and 
Red China — two bastions of “human 
rights”).

Jobs and Arms 


by Elmo R. Zumwalt Jr. and Worth H. Bagley 

President Carter's primary preoccupation 
with Iranian hostages is ended. He Is now forced 
to embrace two major Issues simultaneously: 
inflation and defense. The U.S. Electorate is 
concerned about both issues In that order; our 
allies about both in reverse order. 

Carter’s approaches to these vital Issues 
generate inconsistent policies: 

—He has said a balanced budget is the 
keystone for inflation fighting. One consequence 
Is limiting defense expenditures below levels the 
Administration judged prudent a few months 
ago. But, if our armed power is to regain enough 
credibility for deterring the Soviets, $20 to $40 
billion more is required annually according to 
American and allied experts. 

— A growing campaign Issue is the apparent 
lack of allied cooperation with the U.S. in the 
Persian Gulf region. Mr. Carter fostered allied 
reluctance in part by demanding allied economic 
sanctions without shoring up American armed 
power to support them. 

- The President likes to call American armed 
strength "second to none,” implying it is 
adequate. That position lessens domestic 
pressures for additional defense spending, but is 
not credible overseas. One result is that friendly 
states have been afraid to grant American ac¬ 
cess to Persian Gulf bases, thus clearly limiting 
the efficiency (and adequacy) of the forces we 
have. 

Mr. Carter, in other decisions, is aggravating 
these inconsistencies: 

—He has already ordered naval forces in the 
Persian Gulf region cut in half when the hostage 
crisis abates, divorcing our on-scene presence 
from Soviet behavior in Afghanistan. 

—He has ruled that Pacific fleet aircraft 
carriers previously committed to NATO in crisis 
should remain in the Pacific-Indlan Ocean areas, 
without building up substitute armed 
capabilities for NATO. 

—His five-year plan for naval ship con¬ 
struction, increased this year, is to be reduced 
next year under fiscal pressures. 

Thus, ‘itlje Administration -*r giving first 
.Aisr'- 


priority to the election campaign, sticking to 
economic actions tbat predated Afghanistan and 
allied problems. The budget is to be balanced to 
fight inflation, though depression and unem¬ 
ployment are emerging. Defense funding is 
limited, though it is already much less than in 
the 1960s, so that social programs (some 100 
percent higher than 15 years ago) can be 
maintained. Our allies will not be satisfied, but 
Carter complains that lack of cooperation Is 
their choice rather than a result of what we do. 

However, since the campaign controls 
Carter’s decision-making, we can expect a 
change of course by September or October. 
Depressed business and higher unemployment 
will make a balanced budget almost impossible, 
and inflation will appear to have slowed. The 
electorate will be more concerned with jobs than 
with inflation. 

One option at that time will be, at last, to 
increase defense expenditures to create Jobs. 
Each $1 billion added to arms production 
ultimately but slowly creates about 60,000 new 
jobs. Due to tooling up, bidding, shipping and 
other normal delays in actually obtaining the 
product, only about 10 percent of the money 
appropriated for arms actually gets spent in the 
first year. In succeeding years, expenditures 
rise progressively , but may require five years 
for full use of the funds appropriated. 

The Carter Administration should implement 
this option. Forty billion additional dollars need 
to be appropriated for arms in 1981. The monies 
expended that year would be about $4 billion (1- 
500th of our gross national product). At least 
240,000 jobs would be created, and two million 
more over the following years. By that action 
alone, the unemployment rate would decrease by 
at least two percent. 

Thus, soon election politics will call for in¬ 
creased employment, which can be met by in¬ 
creasing defense appropriations now. Moreover, 
U.S. relations with NATO and with other 
potential allies and deterrence of Moscow 
require the U.S. to increased armed power for 
the Free World. We hope that Carter can come to 
see that two major problems.,are alleviated,,by 
incifei&ed defe^e'e^fpenditureg 1 .' <»; i...- .

WASHINGTON — Getting a handle on the 
problem of federal spending is no easy task, 
precisely because the machinery of government 
has become so vast and complicated. Most of us 
have no idea of what is going on, and equally 
little idea of how to start finding out. 

Happily, some industrious folks have done the 
necessary spadework to provide us with ap¬ 
propriate answers. United Press reporter 
Donald Lambro, for one, has slogged through 
endless reams of documents and hours of in¬ 
terviews to produce an infuriating book he calls 
"Fat City." As the careful reader may have 
guessed, the city in question is none other than 
Washington, D.C. 

"Fat City" is a detailed study of waste, in¬ 
competence, fraud, and casual disregard for the 
public weal that is mind-boggling in its scope. 
The author shows that tens of billions of dollars 
are gushing to oblivion down a thousand 
bureaucratic ratholes. He demonstrates that 
federal spending and employment are much 
larger than the official figures, that useless or 
positively harmful programs roll on like Old Man 
River, and that, in general, the American people 
are being thoroughly ripped off by tax-supported 
looters. 

Lambro regales us with horror stories of 
bureaucrats living high on the hog at our ex¬ 
pense, projects that everyone knows are wor¬ 
thless continue because some pressure group 
demands them, "beltway bandits” (consultants) 
getting rich by writing ridiculous studies, fancy 
conferences at posh resorts, private planes and 
first-class air fares, and official failure to crack 
down on demonstrated waste. 

All of this is documented with great par¬ 
ticularity. Lambro has done a heroic job of 
research that should put his colleagues in the 
media, and the congressional oversight com¬ 
mittee, to shame. He estimates that something 


like $100 billion a year Is being wasted by our 
sovereign masters in the federal capital, and 
provides a list of 100 agencies and programs that 
should be curtailed or else abolished outright. 
It’s an excellent book, but one that ought to 
contain a warning: If you have high blood 
pressure, reading it could be hazardous to your 
health. 

To the extravagance and chicanery detailed 
by Lambro must be added the costs excessive 
government Imposes by stifling economic 
growth and mandating business outlays passed 
on to the consumer. These costs are ably sum¬ 
marized by Murray L. Weldenbaum in a study 
entitled, "The Future of Business Regulation.” 
Prof. Weldenbaum, who heads the Center for the 
Study of Business at Washington University in 
St. Louis, and is a leading authority on the costs 
of regulation, provides a story as appealing in its 
way as that supplied by Lambro. 

What Weldenbaum tells us Is that the federal 
regulators, all too often, are blindly piling 
burdens on the rest of us. In case after case, 
regulations are slapped In place with no clear 
notion of what the real effects may be, whether 
the costs will exceed the benefits (if any), or 
whether additional problems will be created by 
the intrusion. The net result is a mass of 
overlapping, contradictory, Ineffective, and 
thoroughly Irrational federal programs. 

Worst of all, Weldenbaum demonstrates, the 
federal interventions often produce results 
directly counter to those Intended — less safety 
rather than more, more pollution rather than 
less, harm to consumers rather than assistance. 
The costs of it all, he estimates, are at least $100 
billion annually — most of it not reflected in the 
official budgetary totals. And this in turn omits 
the costs we all absorb because of declining 
productivity and the resultant loss of economic 
output. 


A Quiet Revolution

WASHINGTON — Though it has received 
comparatively little notice in the national media, 
a major revolution is occurring in American 
education. 

In recent years, there has been an explosive 
growth in private elementary and secondary 
schooling, typically religious in character. 
Between 1965 and 1975, according to the Bureau 
of the Census, the number of students in private 
schools in the United States (outside the Catholic 
parochial school system) more than doubled — 
from 615,548 to 1,443,000. And the growth rate is 
continuing. 

According to Bob Baldwin, executive director 
of Citizens for Educational Freedom, in¬ 
dependent schools, nationwide, are presently 
being formed at a rate of about three a day, or 
one every seven hours. If this pace continues, by 
1990 there will be more independent schools in 
America than governmental ones. Most of these 
newer schools have a religious emphasis or 
affiliation. 

CEF is a grass roots parents organization, 
with a headquarters in the national capital, that 
tracks and encourages such developments. It 
seeks to promote greater diversity, local control 
and parental involvement in the public schools 
and to strengthen the independent school 
movement, both legally and financially. Despite 
obstacles, that movement is clearly making 
major headway. 

Considering the fact that parents who send 
their children to independent schools must pay 
twice over for a single education — once for the 
public schools, once for the private ones — the 
motivations behind this movement are intense. 
People willing to make such a financial sacrifice 
are obviously none too happy with what is 
happening these days in public education. 

The sources of this unhappiness, as pointed 
out by Baldwin and others, are many: Declining 
academic standards, lack of discipline, van¬ 


dalism, drugs. Worst of all, from the standpoint 
of many parents, is what they see as a subtle 
(and sometimes not so subtle) attack on 
traditional notions of family life, morality, and 
religion in many of the schools. Sex education, 
textbook controversies, and banning of religious 
observance from the schools have contributed 
powerfully to these concerns. 

The exodus of parents and children into 
private schools is not being taken lightly by 
officialdom. Attempts have been made at both 
the state and federal levels to get the in¬ 
dependent schools under the thumb of 
educationist and other bureaucracies. A famous 
instance occurred two years ago, when the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service sought to mandate 
quotas and other guidelines. for independent 
schools, on the grounds that tax exempt status 
was the functional equivalent of a government 
subsidy. 

CEF and numerous other groups concerned 
with upholding pluralism in American education 
sprang into action to get the IRS initiative 
stopped. They have discovered, however, that 
fending off the bureaucrats is a full-time job: 
The forces that have been tilting U.S. education 
toward "value free” and "affective" learning in 
recent years do not take kindly to the notion of 
independent schooling outside of their control. 

The strength of the independent movement is 
indicated by the fact that, when the IRS ruling 
was pending, the bureau received some 160,000 
letters from concerned citizens and parents — 
individual letters, rather than postcards or form 
letters. Baldwin and others are now hoping to 
bring public opinion to bear in similar fashion to 
obtain the passage of a tuition tax credit bill that 
will relieve sorrle of the financial burden on 
iriaependent schools. 

F.S.: For those who think the tuition tax 
credit idea is a "Catholic" one, it should be 
pointed out that most of the new religious schools 
are Protestant in orientation.

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Twelve Fourth Grade Teachers 
Attend Multicultural Workshop

Twelve specially selected fourth 
grade teachers recently attended an all- 
day workshop at Sanborn House under 
the direction of bee Behnke, 
multicultural specialist for the Win¬ 
chester School System. 

The program, ‘ Focus on Four,” was a 
kickoff training session in developing 
activities for next year’s curriculum, 
geared to promote a positive attitude 
toward differences and cultural diver¬ 
sity. 

During the course of the day the group 
was introduced to u multicultural text, 
and a multi-ethnic slide show. As a 
highlight, a multicultural luncheon was 
presented at the Jeanne Tahnk Gourmet 
Kitchen, 910 Main st. 

Jeanne Tahnk and her co-instructor 
Susie Saunders, demonstrated a six- 
course lunch reflective of the ethnic 
groups that teachers might meet in their 
classrooms. "Being able to prepare and 
taste the foods of other cultures,” Behnke 
said, “is central to cross-culturul un¬ 
derstanding and tolerance.” 

Teachers attending the lunch were 
impressed by the spedd with which 
Tahnk and Saunders prepared the meal 
with a lively presentation, as well as with 
their instructors' wide knowledge of food 
and customs. 

The menu consisted of crispy won- 
tons and stir-fried vegetables, Chinese; 
borscht, Jewish; rice and meatballs with 
lemon sauce, Greek and Italian rum 
cake. Teachers were given handouts of 
recipes and were urged to develop other 
menus and innovative approaches to the 
use of food. 

In addition to the one hour spent on 
lunch, the workshop had sessions on the 
following topics: the multicultural 
bulletin board, a form of outreach, 
demonstrated by Joanne Martignctte; a 
special slide presentation on Win¬ 
chester’s ethnic history by Susan Keats; 


and a presentation by Therese Fishman 
of a workbook-manual for “The Other 
Side of the Fence," a 117-page story book 
on the 2.8 grade reading level. These will 
constitute part of the fourth grade 
curriculum for next year. 

The workshop aimed at showing 
possibilities and stimulating imagination 
in developing and handling materials and 
approaches. It is in no way restrictive on 
the teachers, according to Behnke. There 
is a considerable amount of flexibility in 
implementation. She is encouraged by 
the enthusiasm among the teachers and 
pointed out that the Lincoln School is 
already trying the multicultural bulletin 
board, and the Ambrose School is doing a 
trial run of “The Other Side of the 
Fence.”

cord, unbeaten and the top-ranked team 
in eastern Mass., does not appeal to him. 

“Concord is the best team in the state.

If the Sachems do get by St. John's as 
expected, they would face the winner of 
the Newton South-Lexington match this 
afternoon, probably at Belmont High.

One might expect that first year girls’ 
tennis coach Karen Swenson could be 
intimidated by the fact that she was 
taking over the reigns of a team that had 
gone 11-0 and captured the state 
championship the year before.

Markey’s 

Nobody’s 

Politician 

Congressman Ed Markey was praisea 
as one of only 25. congressmen and 
Senators “nobody owns” in the April 21 
issue of the “Village Voice,” a weekly 
newspaper in New York City. 

In an article entitled “Who Owns 
Congress — a Guide to Indentured 
Politicians,” the newspaper traced the 
voting records of members of Congress 
and their financial ties to special interest 
lobbies. 

According to the Village, 1500 special 
interest “political action committees” 
directed $54 million into House and 
Senate campaigns in 1978. The article 
identified the politicians who had 
received these contributions and 
analyzed their subsequent votes. 

Among the special interests with 
significant impact on Capitol Hill listed 
by the Voice were the oil, military, 
banking, trucking, medical, nuclear and 
airlines lobbies. 

But, the newspaper noted that 
Markey, Gerry Studds of Cape Cod and 
James Shannon of Lawrence as well as 
Senators Kennedy and Tsongas were 
“principled, independent, diligent and do 
more than just vote correctly most of the 
time.” 

“They defend the public interest even 
when there is peer pressure to go along,” 
the article stated.
